Mr.  Glyn- Jones  continues  to  teach  prosecutors  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  the  technicalities  of  the  law. 
In  a  City  case  he  showed  the  Magistrate  that  the  terms  of  the 
Act  had  not  been  adhered  to  in  summonsing  a  Fleet  Street 
chemists'  company,  and  the  summons  was  dismissed  (p.  826). 

Dr.  D.  MacAlister,  President  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  has  intimated  that  those  members  who  are  also 
members  of  the  British  Medical  Association  must  give  up  the 
latter,  as  the  Association  is  instituting  "infamous  conduct" 
cases,  and  the  Council  members  cannot  be  both  prosecutors 
and  judges  (p.  844). 

German  alcohol,  French  castor  oil,  linseed  oil,  otto  of  rose, 
cascara  sagrada,  and  ammonia  sulphate  are  all  higher. 
Opium,  sugar  of  milk,  American  peppermint  oil,  corner 
sulphate  (Liverpool),  and  benzols  are  easier.  Antimony, 
isinglass,  and  platinum  are  lower.  Glycerin  and  caffeine  are 
firm.

Brevities. 

Messrs.  H.  D.  Pochin  &  Co.,  chemical-manufacturers, 
Miles  Platting,  were  on  May  29  fined  20s.  and  costs  for 
allowing  black  smoke  to  issue  from  one  of  the  chimneys  of 
their  works. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Stepney  Guardians  a  member 
proposed  that  periodical  analyses  of  the  drugs  should  be 
made,  but  it  was  considered  that  this  was  uncalled  for,  and 
the  motion  was  defeated. 

The  Hindley  Urban  District  Council  have  accepted  the 
tenders  of  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Sanitas  Co., 
Ltd.,  the  Killgerm  Co.,  and  the  Sanitary  Dry  Lime  Co.  for 
the  supply  of  disinfectants. 

To  the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  John  Heath 
Saunders,  chemist,  High  Street,  St.  Lawrence,  Ramsgate, 
a  granite  drinking-fountain  has  been  erected  by  public 
subscription  in  the  public  park. 

Claims  against  the  estate  of  the  late  Theophilus  Nicholls, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Homerton,  and  Potters  Bar,  Herts, 
.should  be  lodged  with  Mr.  Alfred  Double,  91  Fore  Street, 
Gripplegate,  E.C.,  solicitor  for  the  executors. 

Richard  Brinkley,  the  Fulham  carpenter,  has  been  com- 
mitted for  trial  at  the  Guildford  Assizes,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beck,  of  Croydon,  and  the 
attempted  murder  of  two  other  persons,  by  prussic  acid. 

Louis  Myers,  a  licensed  broker  at  Manchester,  was  on 
May  29  fined  40s.  and  costs  in  two  cases,  for  purchasing 
syphon-tops  belonging  to  members  of  the  Mineral-water 
Bottlers'  Association  in  less  quantities  than  allowed  by  law. 

A  fire  occurred  on  May  25,  at  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Frederick  Farmer  &  Co.,  "specialists  in  rat-destroying," 
-at  1a  College  Lane,  Homerton.    Considerable  damage  was 

■  done  to  the  packing- room,  but  the  despatch  of  orders  will 
be  in  no  way  affected.  The  damage  is  fully  covered  by 
insurance.

■Chalmers,  of  the  Northampton  Institute,  London,  delivered 

■  a  lecture  on  "  Curvature  Methods  of  Work." 

There  ha,s  been  a  great  outcry  in  Sheffield  recently  respect- 
ing a  serious  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  which  has  been  traced 
to  the  milk-supply  from  a  particular  farm.  It  is  an  ill  wind 
which  blows  nobody  good,  and  the  Model  Dairy  Co.,  Ltd., 
of  which  Mr.  J.  F.  Eardley,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  the 
energetic  chairman,  is  taking  advantage  of  the  situation 
to  push  the  "pure  milk"  supply  from  its  dairy.  The 
company  makes  a  speciality  of  pasteurised  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Holborn  Borough 
Council  have  given  directions  for  samples  of  tartaric  acid, 
citric  acid,  cream  of  tartar,  and  sherbet  to  be  purchased  and 
analysed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  The  action  has  been  taken  in  consequence  of  the 
report  recently  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board's 
Assistant  Inspector  of  Foods  (Dr.  MacFadden)  as  to  the 
presence  of  excessive  quantities  of  lead  and  arsenic  in  these 
substances. 

A  Stores  Attraction. 
This  week,  from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  daily,  there  is  a 
chemistry  and  photographic  exhibition,"  open  free  to 
the  public  in  the  main  bazaar  hall  of  A.  W.  Gamage,  Ltd., 
in  Holborn.  A  drug-department  was  recently  inaugurated 
in  connection  with  this  department  store,  and  the  "  exhibi- 
tion '  is  a  development  of  the  department,  of  which  Mr. 
Simpson  is  manager.  The  exhibition  was  formally  opened 
oh  May  27  by  Mr.  A.  Baldwin,  of  the  Wellington  &  Ward 
Co.,  in  the  presence  of  a  few  visitors  (among  them  one  or 
two  chemists)  and  many  members  of  the  Press.  There  are 
twenty-seven  exhibitors,  among  them  being  J.  E.  Lockyer, 
Chas.  Tyler  &  England  Bros.,  Houghtons,  Ltd.,  W. 
Butcher  &  Sons,  Chas.  Zimmermann  &  Co.,  Ilford,  Ltd., 
Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Oowana,  Ltd.,  and  Plasmon,  Ltd.

Birmingham  Notes. 
Mrs.  Richard  Cadbury,  widow  of  one  of  the  original 
founders  of  the  Bournville  firm,  was  killed  on  board  the 
Canadian  Pacific  liner  Empress  of  India  on  May  21  by  fall- 
ing down  a  stairway.  The  lady's  daughter  and  several 
nieces  were  on  board  the  liner  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 
Mrs.  Cadbury  will  be  much  missed  at  Bournville. 

At  Birmingham  to-day  (Thursday),  a  tram  dashed  into 
the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  Price,  chemist,  at  the  corner  of  Broms- 
grove  Street  and  Pershore  Street.  The  tram,  which  was 
going  down  Pershore  Street,  left  the  rails  at  the  curve, 
owing  to  the  greasy  state  of  the  lines,  and  dashed  across 
the  road.  It  snapped  a  lamp-column,  mounted  the  footpath, 
and  struck  the  shop-front,  breaking  the  door-lamp  and  the 
glass  sign. 

Before  a  crowded  audience  of  medical  men  Professor 
Leith  lectured  on  Thursday,  May  23,  on  "  Widal's  Reaction 
in  the  Diagnosis  of  Typhoid."  This  consists  (discovered  1896) 
in  bacteriologically  diagnosing  typhoid  and  other  diseases 
in  which  there  are  mobile  bacilli.  The  serum  from  the  blood 
of  the  patient  is  brought  into  contact  with  a  typhoid  culture 
and  diluted  up  to  not  less  than  1  in  10.  If  the  bacilli  cluster 
together  instead  of  remaining  mobile,  the  case  is  probably 
typhoid,  though  the  same  effect  is  seen  with  the  bacilli  of 
other  fevers  up  to  about  1  in  30.  Therefore  a  dilution  of 
1  in  50  is  the  Birmingham  University  standard.  The  change 
was  made  because  it  was  found,  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
suffering  from  sore-throat,  who  had  had  an  injection  of  anti- 
toxin horse-serum,  the  l-in-30  dilution  gave  a  reaction,  but 
the  l-in-50  none. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

The  festivities  with  which  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Chemists'  Association  closed  their  current  session  proved  to 
be  an  exceedingly  pleasant  social  function.  The  orders  for 
the  evening  were  "undress"  uniform,  which,  to  some 
extent,  may  account  for  the  comparative  absence  of 
"starch,"  which  not  infrequently  attends  more  ambitious 
pharmaceutical  gatherings. 

This  week  the  romance  of  an  Aintree  chemist's  assistant 
has  had  an  amusingly  practical  denouement.  At  Whitsun- 
tide the  young  man,  after  eighteen  months'  courting,  made 
the  acquaintance  for  the  first  time  of  the  young  lady's 
father,  who  promptly  improved  the  occasion  by  administer- 
ing to  the  youth  a  severe  physical  castigation  as  an  ex- 
pression of  his  views  on  the  young  man's  attentions  to  his 
daughter.  The  foolishness  of  retaliating  in  kind  was  too 
obvious,  and  the  invocation  of  the  prosaic  arm  of  the  law 
much  safer,  consequently  the  father  was  charged  with 
assault  and  mulcted  in  Zl.  of  a  fine  with  21.  expenses. 

For  some  time  various  complaints  and  a  good  deal  of 
feeling  have  arisen  in  certain  districts  concerning  reports  of 
cutting  prices  in  photographic  plates  and  papers.  On  close 
inquiry  this  matter  is  found  to  have  been  greatly  exagger- 
ated. Chemists  have  blamed  one  another,  but  the  profes- 
sional photographer  seems  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  the 
difficulty.  In  some  instances  this  gentleman  is  not  too 
scrupulous  in  his  methods  of  obtaining  an  extra  discount ; 
and  it  would  be  advisable  to  test  his  accuracy  of  statement 
when  he  quotes  your  neighbour  as  granting  more  favourable 
terms.  A  word  on  the  'phone  would  remove  many  mis- 
understandings. 

The  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Association,  when  re- 
suscitated two  years  ago,  made  it  clearly  understood  that 
their  objects  and  aims  were  to  be  distinctly  of  a  trade  and 
social  character.  They  have  undoubtedly  Hved  up  to  their 
ideals  ;  but,  judging  from  the  after-dinner  oratory  on  this 
occasion,  it  would  seem  to  be  an  impossibility  for  a  company 
of  chemists  to  abstain  from  the  expression  of  quasi-pro- 
fessional platitudes  which  in  their  practical  lives  have  no 
avenue  of  expression.  Is  it  another  illustration  of  the 
truism  : 

That  the  Colonel's  lady  and  Biddy  O'Grady 
Arc  just  the  same  under  the  skin  ? 
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Cricket. 

Burgoyne  Burbidges  C.C.  played  Davy  Hill  &  Co.'s  C.C. 
at  Wadham  Lodge,  Walthamstow,  on  May  25,  and  achieved 
an  easy  victory.  B.  B.  scored  58,  and  D.  H.  only  made  18 
and  26. 

Mr.  S.  A.  Trick,  one  of  the  representatives  of  Messrs. 
Spurway  et  Cie.,  of  14  Bartholomew  Close,  E.C.,  played  for 
Essex  against  the  South  Africans  last  week,  and  scored 
5  and  26. 

An  Unsuccessful  Motion. 

At  the  Hastings  Bankruptcy  Court  on  May  27,  Judge 
Scully  heard  a  motion  by  the  Official  Receiver  in  Bank- 
ruptcy to  set  aside  a  bill  of  sale  for  423^.,  given  by  Mr. 
W.  E.  Jameson,  until  recently  carrying  on  business  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  Harold  Place,  Hastings.  In 
support  of  the  motion  it  was  contended  that  the  transaction 
was  a  sham,  executed  to  defraud  the  creditors.  Respon- 
dent's  counsel  argued  that  no  evidence  had  been  adduced  to 
show  that  Jameson  had  a  fraudulent  intent  in  executing  the 
bill  of  sale.  His  Honour  eventually  dismissed  the  motion. 
As  Others  See  Us. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Droitwich  Board  of  Guardians  on 
May  22,  Mr.  Phillips  moved  that  it  was  desirable  that  the 
chairmen  of  district  councils,  after  six  years'  service,  be 
appointed  magistrates.  He  said  he  did  not  wish  to  say 
anything  in  the  way  of  offence,  but  it  would  be  well  to  do 
all  they  could  to  get  sound  common  sense  on  the  bench  of 
magistrates.  In  one  case  in  which  he  was  interested  the 
chief  magistrate  was  a  chemist,  and  of  all  people  in  the 
world  he  thought  there  were  no  more  peculiar  people  than 
chemists.  In  that  case  the  Magistrate  made  such  a  mess 
of  the  law  that  he  did  not  know  whether  he  had  given 
a  black  draught  or  a  seidlitz  powder.  If  chairmen  of 
councils  were  made  magistrates,  ha  thought  it  would  add 
to  the  common  sense  of  the  justices.  The  motion  was 
carried. 

Licensing  the  Manager. 

Application  was  made  at  the  Halifax  West  Riding  Court 
on  May  25  for  the  transfer  of  the  off  wine-licence  attached 
to  a  chemist's  shop  in  Burnley  Road,  Luddendenfoot,  near 
Halifax,  from  Samuel  W.  vBowness  to  Frederick  William 
Sutcliffe  (F.  W.  Sutcliffe  &  Co.,  Ltd.).  Mr.  Sutcliffe  said 
he  had  twenty  shops,  and  there  would  be  a  manager  at 
Luddendenfoot.  He  did  not  live  there  himself.  He  already 
held  five  licences  for  different  shops.  Superintendent 
Weightman,  addressing  the  Magistrates,  said  it  was  a  ques- 
tion whether  the  owner  oi  the  manager  should  have  the 
licence  granted  to  him.  The  manager  was,  of  course,  re- 
sponsible for  the  business.  The  Chairman  :  The  practice  of 
the  Court  is  to  issue  the  licence  to  the  man  in  charge  of  the 
shop.  Mr.  Sutcliffe  :  The  difficulty  is  in  transferring  a 
manager  from  one  shop  to  another.  The  Chairman  :  You 
must  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  Court ;  that  the 
man  who  holds  the  licence  shall  be  the  person  on  the 
premises  who  is  responsible.  The  Bench  decided  to  refuse 
the  licence  to  the  present  applicant,  who  was  told  that  the 
Magistrates'  Clerk  would  instruct  him  how  to  proceed  with 
reference  to  an  application  in  respect  of  the  manager. 
Herbal  Treatment. 

A  negro  "  doctor,"  named  Walter  Coventry  Davies, 
"  practises  "  as  a  herbalist  in  Rochdale  Road,  Manchester. 
At  an  inquest  held  on  May  24  by  the  Manchester  Coroner, 
on  the  body  of  James  Duggan,  a  labourer,  it  was  stated  that 
deceased  had  consulted  Davies,  who  supplied  him  with  a 
bottle  of  medicine,  a  box  of  ointment,  and  some  pills. 
Duggan  died,  and  Dr.  Tilford  deposed  that  the  internal 
organs  had  been  entirely  "cleared  out"  by  some  irritant. 
The  medicine  supplied  by  Davies  ought  not  to  have  been 
given  to  a  man  in  deceased's  condition,  and  it  probably  pre- 
cipitated heart- failure.  The  pills  contained  aloes,  gamboge, 
and  rhubarb.  Mrs.  Davies,  in  her  evidence,  admitted  that 
the  medicines  were  prepared  by  "  guess-work."  Davies  said 
the  mixture  was  composed  of  barberry-bark,  gentian,  and 
quassia.  The  Coroner  said  the  herbalist's  treatment  no 
doubt  was  an  absolute  swindle,  and  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes,  but  requested  the 
Coroner  to  administer  a  severe  censure  to  Davies. 

The  Chloroform-habit. 

A  chemist's  assistant  named  Harold  Whittaker.  who  is 
only  twenty  years  of  age,  was  charged  at  Stratford  Police 


Court  on  May  20  with  obtaining  3g  oz.  of  chloroform  from 
Dr.  A.  W.  Aldrich  by  false  pretences  and  with  attempting 
to  obtain  I5  oz.  of  chloroform  from  Dr.  W.  G.  Noble. 
Prisoner,  who  pleaded  guilty,  said  he  had  been  addicted  to 
the  chloroform-habit  for  many  years.  His  father  said  the 
lad  chloroformed  himself  as  an  experiment  before  he  had 
been  in  his  first  situation  a  month.  He  was  fourteen  years 
of  age  then,  and  he  had  taken  chloroform  ever  since.  He 
(the  father)  had  notified  every  chemist  in  the  district,  but 
the  son  then  went  to  the  doctors.  He  could  do  nothing  to 
break  him  of  the  habit.  Prisoner  was  remanded  to  be  medi- 
cally examined.

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Irish  Cattle-traders'  and  Stock-owners' 
Association,  held  in  Dublin  on  May  23,  Mr.  W.  Field, 
M.P.,  stated  that  he  intends  giving  evidence  before  the 
Select  Committee  when  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  BUI  is 
being  considered.  He  does  not  like  Ireland  being  left  out 
of  the  Bill,  and  sees  in  it  evidence  of  distrust  of  the  County 
Councils  of  Ireland. 

Contracts. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Guardians  on  May  29^. 
a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  stating 
that,  on  the  ground  of  convenience,  they  approved  of  the 
contract  proposed  to  be  entered  into  by  the  Guardians 
for  the  supply  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances  to  the 
Union  for  the  current  year  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  May  18,  p.  734). 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  written  to  the  Callan  1 
Board  of  Guardians  stating  that  the  proposal  to  permit 
Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  to  amend  their 
tender  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Union  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  so  as  to  bring  it  nearer  to  that  of  the  firm  which 
offered  the  best  terms,  is  one  that,  if  carried  out,  would  be 
calculated  to  put  an  end  to  all  legitimate  competition  for 
the  medicine-contracts,  and  the  Board  are  not  prepared  to 
entertain  it.  Mr.  Molloy  said  the  matter  should  be  fought 
out  with  the  Local  Government  Board,  even  if  it  were  raised 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is  a  crying  shame  to  see  all 
this  money  going  across  to  England  every  year  for  medicines. 


Gbe  Week  5  potsemmos. 


TWO  misadventures  and  eleven  suicides  with  poisons  used 
in  pharmacy  have  taken  place  during  the  week. — At 
Langley  Mill  Frederick  Joseph  Timms  (22),  a  photographer, 
accidentally  took  an  overdose  of  chloral  to  induce  sleep. 
Chloral  was  also  used  for  suicide  by  an  unknown  man  at 
Penn. — The  wife  of  a  Chatham  bargeman  named  Wilson 
drank  by  mistake  a  fatal  quantity  of  laudanum  from  an  un- 
labeled bottle. — Four  suicides  with  carbolic  acid  have 
occurred.  The  acid  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Lewis,  of 
Sefton  Park,  Liverpool,  who  was  a  dipsomaniac;  by  George

the  suicide-medium  of  a  Grantham  woman  named  Henson 
and  of  Edward  Jess  (32),  of  Holloway.— Richard  Edwards, 
an  Oldham  polisher,  took  potassium  cyanide. — An  undefined 
poison  was  taken  with  fatal  results  by  Albert  Barnett  (24), 
of  Pentonville,  an  epileptic  subject. — Dr.  Samuel  Bingham 
Shekelton  (58),  of  Plaistow,  who  had  given  way  to  drink, 
was  found  dead  in  his  surgery,  with  an  empty  prussic-acid 
bottle  in  his  pocket.  Among  deceased's  papers  was  a  death- 
certificate  in  deceased's  own  handwriting,  certifying  that 
his  death  was  due  to  prussic-acid  poisoning. — Henry  Edward 
Mills  (68)  poisoned  himself  with  spirit  of  salt  at  Shirley, 
Southampton.

The  weekly  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
City  shows  a  further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
cerebro-spinal  fever,  but  116  are  still  under  treatment. 

In  one  of  the  Allan  liners  which  left  the  Clyde  last  week 
for  Canada,  Mr.  J.  I.  Thirde,  chemist  and  druggist,  for- 
merly in  business  in  West  Nile  Street,  Glasgow,  is  acting 
as  ship's  dispenser. 

"  The  Great  Poison  Case  "  is  the  chief  sensational  item 
at  the  Empire  Music  Hall  this  week.  It  is  a  dramatic  sketch, 
full  of  thrilling  scenes  and  effective  situations,  but  no 
mention  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Drugging  has  been  rather  prevalent  in  Glasgow  of  late, 
and  the  police  are  investigating  another  case  which  occurred 
on  May  27.  A  well-dressed  young  woman,  who  was  found 
wandering  in  a  dazed  condition  in  Crown  Street,  was 
pronounced  by  the  casualty  surgeon  to  be  under  the  in- 
fluence of  some  drug.  She  was  removed  to  Victoria 
[nfirmary. 

Glasgow  Thieves  and  Chloral. 
At  Glasgow  Northern  Police  Court  on  May  29,  two  young 
men,  who  had  been  caught  attempting  to  steal  from  a 
drunken  man,  were  sent  to  prison  for  sixty  days.  Two  con- 
stables, who  apprehended  the  pair,  stated  that  one  of  the 
prisoners  dropped  a  small  phial  containing  dregs  of  chloral, 
which,  it  was  explained,  is  used  by  thieves  whose  speciality 
is  first  of  all  to  drug  their  intended  victim. 

A  Day  in  the  Trossachs. 
A  joint  excursion  of  the  members  of  the  Edinburgh 
District  Chemists'  Trade  Association  and  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Association  has  been  arranged 
for  Wednesday,  June  i.9,  when  a  visit  will  be  paid  to  the 
Trossachs.  A  train  will  leave  the  Caledonian  Station, 
Edinburgh,  at  9.25  that  morning,  and  another  Buchanan 
Street,  Glasgow,  at  9.15.  Both  will  meet  at  Callandar, 
whence  the  party  will  journey  by  coach  to  Trossachs  Hotel, 
where  luncheon  will  be  served  at  1  p.m.  There  will  be 
coaching  in  the  afternoon,  tea  at  4.45,  and  the  return 
journey  by  coach  and  train  will  start  at  5.30.

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

A  meeting  of  chemists  of  Aberdeen  and  the  North  of  Scot- 
land was  held  in  Robert  Gordon's  College  on  Saturday, 
May  25,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  a  proposal  to  invite 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  Aberdeen  next 
year.  Mr.  James  Spence,  President  of  the  Aberdeen  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  occupied  the  chair.  There  was  a 
small  attendance.  Two  representatives  from  the  North 
were  present — viz.,  Mr.  James  F.  Tocher  (Peterhead)  and 
Mr.  Alexander  Milne  (Maud).  Some  of  those  present  were 
in  favour  of  inviting  the  Conference,  but  it  was  thought  by 
the  majority  that  owing  to  there  being  so  few  present 
the  matter  should  be  deferred  to  another  meeting.  It  was 
remitted  to  the  divisional  secretaries  to  communicate  with 
the  chemists  in  their  districts  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  guarantee  fund,  and  to  report  to  another  meeting  to  be 
held  in  a  month. 

Local  Government  Board  Eeport. 

The  report  of  the  Scottish  Board,  issued  this  week,  deals 
with  the  following  matters  :  (1)  Poor-law,  (2)  Audit, 
(3)  Local  Government,  (4)  Unemployed  Workmen's  Act, 
(5)  Public  Health,  (6)  Vaccination,  (7)  Departmental,  (8) 
Miscellaneous.  In  the  fifth  section  there  are  some  special 
reports  on  pulmonary  phthisis,  cerebro-spinal  fever,  and 
infectious  ophthalmia.  The  Central  Vaccine  Institution 
for  Scotland  supplied  during  the  year  2,477  tubes  of  vaccine- 
lymph,  of  which  2,416  consisted  of  calf-lymph  and 
61  humanised  lymph.  This  lymph  was  supplied  to  parishes 
on  application.  It  is  notable  that  the  parish  of  Kilarrow, 
in  Argyleshire,  got  thirteen  tubes  of  calf  and  twenty-five 
of  human  lymph,  Cardross  nine  of  each,  North  Uist  thirty 
of  calf  and  eight  of  human,  and  Lochalsh  twenty-one  of  calf 
and  nineteen  human.  Some  interesting  statistics  have  been 
collected  by  Dr.  Fred  Dittmar  as  to  the  results  of  vaccina- 
tion, human  lymph  giving  100  per  cent,  of  success  in  re- 
vaccination  and  97.6  per  cent,  in  primary  vaccination;  but 
the  calf-lymph  showed  only  84.4  per  cent,  in  re-vaccination 
and  98.1  in  primary.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  human 
lymph  went  to  Highland  centres.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
learn  why.    (See  also  p.  836.)

Laing's  metaphysical  and  poetical  proclivities  are  well 
known  to  pharmacists,  particularly  in  the  West  of  Scotland, 
and  his  latest  production,  "Britain's  General  Debility" 
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{with  which  is  incorporated  "  The  Evolution  of  Jack  the 
Giant  iviiler"),  is  a  serious  and  thoughtful  incursion  into 
the  realms  of  speculative  philosophy.  Mr.  Laing  discusses 
the  causes  of  degeneration  in  the  British  race,  and  suggests 
his  remedy  in  the  last  sentence  of  his  "lecture."  "The 
■remedy  must  be  worked  out  constitutionally,  but  each  man 
and  woman  will  have  to  begin  with  self  and  at  home."  The 
■hand  of  the  chemist  is  only  apparent  in  the  course  of  a 
■diatribe  on  the  artificial  feeding  of  children,  and  the  quiet- 
ing of  the  child  "with  these  abominations  of  civilisation 
■called  soothers."   The  "  lecture"  is  published  at  6d.

Business  Methods.— The  exposure  of  the  ingenious  but 
■questionable  practices  of  medical  men  in  pushing  certain 
-remedies  on  their  patients  continues.  The  latest  circular 
published  emanates  from  a  Charenton  doctor,  who  offers  to 
pay  an  indemnity  in  case  of  accident  to  any  confrere  who 
us  victim  of  an  accident  on  the  condition  that  the  said 
confrere  "has  prescribed  '  Grains  de  Jura  '  at  least  twenty- 
■five  times  during  the  six  months  preceding  the  accident." 
"  Your  clients,"  he  continues,  "  will  be  grateful  to  you  for 
sparing  them  colics  and  nausea"  (for  the  Jura  pills  are 
.laxative,  it  appears,  without  these  accompanying  disad- 
vantages), "and  you  will  be  guaranteed  against  septic 
inoculation,  carriage,  motor,  or  bicycle  accidents,"  by  a 
payment  of  5f.  per  day  of  incapacity  for  ninety  days, 
equal  to  200/.  per  annum  in  case  of  permanent  incapacity' 
■and  200/.  to  heirs  in  case  of  death.

New  South  Wales. 

Eureka.— The  right  to  the  use  of  the  word  "  Eureka  "  in 
■connection  with  medicines  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Law 
Courts  at  an  early  date.  James  McDonald  Cox  and  John 
McLean  secured  an  interim  injunction  on  March  15  against 
Alexander  Ogden  to  restrain  him  from  representing  that 
-the  head  office  of  the  "  Eureka  Consumptive-cure  "  is  at 
•62  Pitt  Street,  Sydney,  and  from  using  the  word  "  Eureka  " 
in  connection  with  medicinal  preparations.  On  April  8  an 
•application  was  granted  to  continue  the  injunction. 

New  Zealand. 

Zinc-poisoning.— An  inquest  was  held  at  Masterton  on 
the  body  of  Victoria  Howell,  who  was  found  to  have  died 
■of  zinc-poisoning.  The  poison  was  stated  to  have  been 
•communicated  to  water  stored  in  new  zinc  tanks. 

The  Medical  Herbalists  of  New  Zealand  have  registered 
-a  New  Zealand  Association  during  the  past  year.  At  an 
annual  conference  of  delegates  held  at  Christchurch  it  was 
resolved  to  approach  Parliament  during  the  coming  Session, 
and  ask  that  a  Bill  be  passed  to  give  a  legal  status  to  the 
profession. 

Queensland. 

A  Circulating-library  as  a  Side-line. — Mr.  L.  C. 
Enright,  Charleville,  Queensland,  gives  in  the  "  C.D.A." 
particulars  of  the  establishment  of  a  circulating-library, 
which  has  proved  successful.  First  make  a  rough  estimate 
■of  the  probable  number  of  subscribers  by  suggesting  the 
matter  to  all  likely  customers  and  recording  the  results. 
Secondly,  keep  only  cloth-bound  editions;  paper  editions 


speedily  go  to  pieces,  and  cause  dissatisfaction  to  subscriber 
and  loss  to  the  owner.  Thirdly,  always  charge  the  full 
retail-price  for  the  first  book  taken  out,  and  3rf.  for  every 
exchange.  Unless  the  full  price  is  charged  for  the  first 
volume,  the  transaction  is  certain  to  involve  a  loss.  When  a 
subscriber  ceases  to  take  out  books,  the  payment  first 
made  is  returned.  Fourthly,  to  retain  subscribers  make 
arrangements  to  receive  the  latest  publications  and  study 
the  literary  taste  of  subscribers.  Fifthly,  do  not  keep 
read  books  long  on  hand.  It  pays  well  to  sell  them  at  half 
the  retail-price.  Mr.  Enright  says  that,  run  strictly  on  these 
lines,  a  library  will  pay  and  prove  an  attraction  to  the 
business. 

5outh  Australia. 

Solyptol  Soap. — A  syndicate  of  Adelaide  retail  chemists 
has  been  formed  to  place  a  soap  on  the  market  in  com- 
petition with  the  popular  "  Solyptol  "  soap  manufactured 
by  Messrs.  F.  H.  Faulding  &  Co.,  of  Adelaide.  The 
syndicate's  soap  is  to  be  known  as  "  Ozonal." 

Victoria. 

A  Dental  Act  Amendment  Bill  is  to  be  introduced  by 
the  Government,  according  to  a  promise  made  by  the  Chief 
Secretary,  Sir  Alexander  Peacock.  The  Bill  will  need 
watching,  as  it  is  stated  that  the  needs  of  country  people  are 
sufficiently  met  by  Clause  12,  which  provides  that  a  medical 
practitioner  may  perform  any  dental  operation  where  the 
services  of  a  dentist  are  not  available.  This  evidently 
means  that  no  one  but  a  medical  practitioner  or  a  registered 
dentist  may  draw  a  tooth. 

Western  Australia. 

New  Councillors. — The  new  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  of  Western  Australia  are  Mr.  J.  C.  Cooper 
and  Mr.  J.  B.  George.  Mr.  J.  C.  Cooper  was  apprenticed 
to  Mr.  Manx  Pincus,  of  Castlemaine,  with  whom  Mr.  J.  B. 
George  was  also  apprenticed.  He  took  his  college  course 
at  the  Bendigo  School  of  Mines,  and  a  few  years  after 
qualifying  he  left  Mr.  Pincus  and  spent  a  couple  of  years 
in  Melbourne.  Some  six  years  ago  he  went  to  Western 
Australia,  and  was  for  some  time  with  the  Western  Aus- 
tralia Apothecaries'  Co.,  Ltd.,  afterwards  going  into  busi- 
ness for  himself  at  154  Hay  Street,  Subiaco,  Perth. — Mr. 
J.  B.  George  is  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  George,  for  some 
time  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia, 
and  was  born  in  1875.  His  mother  is  also  a  registered  phar- 
macist. After  his  apprenticeship  he  attended  lectures  at  the 
Melbourne  College  of  Pharmacy,  the  foundation-stone  of 
which  was  laid  by  his  father.  After  qualifying  he  went  to 
Western  Australia,  and  was  for  two  and  a  half  years  an 
assistant  in  Albany.  He  left  to  manage  a  business  at  Boulder 
City  for  Mr.  W.  J.  Calter.  He  then  was  for  six  months 
in  the  Perth  laboratory  of  A.  M.  Bickford  &  Sons,  and 
afterwards  was  head  assistant  to  Mr.  A.  L.  Tilly,  of  Perth, 
eventually  purchasing  Mr.  Tilly's  city  branch.

Cape  Colony. 

The  "  Government  Gazette  "  of  May  3  warns  those  not 
in  possession  of  an  apothecary's  certificate,  or  a  special 
general  dealer's  certificate  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  that  they 
will  be  prosecuted  if  they  sell  "  Clarke's  Fly-killing 
Powder  "  or  other  arsenical  compounds. 

Trade-marks. — Friedrich  Feustel,  Altona,  Germany,  is 
applying  to  the  Registrar  of  Deeds,  Cape  Colony,  to  register 
a  design  consisting  of  a  label  covering  Haematin  Albumin  in 
respect  of  chemical  substances  used  in  pharmacy,  Class  3. — ■ 
The  Farbwerke  vormals  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining, 
Hoechst  a/M.,  Germany,  will  apply  on  June  10  to 
register  a  trade-mark  consisting  of  a  "lion"  with  mono- 
gram "  M.  L.  &  B."  on  a  shield,  in  respect  of  chemical  sub- 
stances used  in  medicine  and  pharmacy,  Class  3,  but  exclud- 
ing balsam  of  aniseed,  salve,  vaseline,  pills,  and  ointments. 

"  Sacco  "  Shares. — In  the  Supreme  Court,  Cape  Town, 
on  May  7,  an  action  was  brought  by  the  trustee  in  the  in- 
solvent estate  of  Charles  Henry  Stevens  for  the  restoration 
of  certain  scrip  for  45,000  shares  in  "  Sacco,  Ltd.,"  as  the 
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property  of  the  insolvent  prior  to  his  insolvency.  After 
evidence  had  been  heard  the  Court  found  for  the  defendants 
(Sacco,  Ltd.),  with  costs. 

A  Quarter's  Trade. — The  grand  total  of  imports  into 
British  South  Africa  during  the  quarter  ended  March  1907 
suffered  a  decline  of  1,622,900?.,  the  total  being  7,263,893?., 
against  8.886,781?.  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1906, 
but  exports  for  the  same  period  increased  by  2,343,900?.,  the 
total  being  12,103,700/.,  against  9,759,800?.  ;  the  bulk  of  the 
increase  was,  as  usual,  due  to  raw  gold  and  diamonds.  A 
decline  in  the  imports  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  all  the 
Colonies  (with  the  exception  of  the  Orange  River  Colony) 
has  to  be  noted,  the  figures  being  as  follows  :  Cape  Colony, 
drugs  and  medicines  13,282?.,  1906  22,551?.  ;  drugs  and 
chemicals  and  dye-stuffs  55,355?.,  1906  57,444?.  ;  glycerin 
813,824  lb.,  1906  1,062,335  lb.

Natal. 

Up-country  Residents  are  beginning  to  come  down  to 
the  seaside  for  the  winter.  Special  efforts  are  being  made 
by  the  Durban  Town  Council  to  attract  visitors,  a  sum  of 
nearly  4,000?.  having  been  voted  for  the  improvement  of  the 
ocean  beach.  A  safe  bathing-place  (safe  from  sharks), 
promenade,  large  pool,  etc.,  are  among  the  good  things 
provided. 

Politics  and  the  Church. — Mr.  G.  A.  Champion,  the 
popular  President  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board,  is  taking 
an  active  interest  in  political  matters  just  now,  and  has  been 
selected  by  the  Durban  Political  Association  as  one  of  its 
delegates  to  interview  the  Commission  on  Redistribution 
appointed  by  the  Natal  Government.  The  members  of  the 
drug-trade  are  also  to  the  fore  in  Church  matters.  We  notice 
that  Mr.  J.  H.  Burn,  the  manager  of  Lennon,  Ltd., 
Durban  ;  Mr.  J.  R.  Bridger,  chief  accountant  in  the  same 
firm ;  and  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie,  of  Gardiner  Street,  have  been 
appointed  to  various  offices  in  St.  Thomas's,  the  fashionable 
church  on  the  Berea,  Durban. 

Transvaal. 

A  Cantonese  Storekeeper  was  fined  20?.  (six  weeks' 
hard  labour  in  default)  at  Johannesburg,  on  May  3,  for 
being  in  illegal  possession  of  5  lb.  of  opium. 

The  Half-yearly  Examinations  of  the  Transvaal  Phar- 
macy Board  will  take  place  next  week  (writes  a  Johannes- 
burg correspondent  under  date  May  5).  There  is  a  goodly 
number  of  candidates. 

Committed. — At  Johannesburg  Police  Court,  on  April  27, 
Joseph  Gordon  Mackay,  described  as  a  chemist,  was  com- 
mitted for  trial  on  a  charge  of  theft  by  false  pretences,  three 
counts  of  forgery,  and  three  counts  of  uttering  forged  docu- 
ments. It  is  alleged  that  accused  stole  a  cheque-book,  the 
property  of  a  James  Duncan,  forged  the  signature  of  several 
persons,  endorsed  three  cheques,  and  uttered  them.

The  Death  is  announced  of  Mr.  T.  A.  Tross,  a  well-known 
druggist,  at  Corentyne,  Berbice,  after  a  long  illness. 

The  Business  of  Mr.  Earle,  who  died  last  year,  which  was 
purchased  by  Mr.  York,  has  now  been  acquired  by  Mr.  Mac- 
donald. 

Mr.  B.  Thompson,  proprietor  of  Messrs.  Alty  &  Co.,  saw 
a  boy  stealing  three  bottles  of  beef  and  iron  wine  from  his 
shop.  He  pursued  the  culprit  into  the  street,  where  a  lively 
struggle  ensued,  during  which  one  of  the  bottles  got  broken. 
The  boy  was  handed  over  to  the  police. 

Mr.  Ward,  agricultural  superintendent,  has  gone  to  Mora- 
whanna  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  site  for  the  proposed 
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rubber  experimental  station.  The  place  suggested  is  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Mount  Terminus.  It  is  considered  that 
Sapium,  the  variety  of  rubber  indigenous  to  the  Colony, 
will  be  the  most  suitable. 

A  Draft  Dispensaries  Ordinance,  which  proposes  to 
repeal  the  Ordinance  of  1857,  was  published  in  a  recent 
official  "  Gazette."  It  will  empower  the  Governor  to  estab- 
lish dispensaries  in  any  part  of  the  Colony,  and  to  appoint 
any  chemist  and  druggist  registered  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Ordinance,  1899,  or  any  registered  dispenser 
and  sick  nurse,  to  dispense  the  medicines.  The  Governor 
will  be  empowered  to  appoint  any  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner as  medical  officer  of  such  dispensary,  and  such  other 
officers  and  servants  as  may  be  necessary.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  management  of  the  dispensaries  should  be  under 
the  Governor  in  Council,  who  is  to  be  authorised  to  make 
regulations  regarding  the  control  of  the  staff,  the  treatment 
of  patients,  the  fees  and  charges  to  be  made,  and  so  on.

New  Rules. — The  Government  of  Eastern  Bengal  and 
Assam  have,  under  the  Opium  Act  of  1878,  issued  revised 
opium-rules  for  the  Province,  which  came  into  force  on 
May  1. 

The  Government  of  India  have  drawn  the  attention  of 
the  provincial  Governments  to  the  use  of  the  "poison- 
bottle"  for  the  storage  of  large  quantities  of  poisonous 
solutions  and  mixtures  kept  in  stock  at  medical-store  depots, 
hospitals,  and  the  like,  and  have  advocated  its  genera3 
adoption. 

Cocaine-restrictions. — The  Madras  Government  have, 
under  the  Abkari  Act,  prohibited,  with  effect  since  April  1, 
1907,  throughout  the  Presidency  except  the  Agency  tracts 
of  Gaujam,  Vizapatam,  and  Godaveri  districts,  the  sale  of 
any  medicated  article  containing  cocaine,  except  under  a 
licence  granted  by  the  Collector  of  the  district. 

Rubber-cultivation  in  India. — Among  the  rubbers 
tried  in  Mysore  by  the  agricultural  authorities  the  species 
Castilloa  elastica  is  said  to  have  done  very  well.  At  the 
Government  Gardens  in  Bangalore  the  cultural  operations 
are  steadily  progressing.  Ceara  rubber  is  also  doing  well, 
and  over  500  lb.  was  sold  to  the  public  during  the  year 
1905-6.  Finis  elastica,  on  the  other  hand,  has  entirely 
failed.  Propagation  from  the  seed  and  reproduction  from 
cuttings  have  proved  most  difficult.  Para  rubber  has  been 
found  to  require  shade  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
moisture.  The  new  rubber-regulations  are  finding  genera) 
favour.

The  First  Pharmaceutical  Qualifying  Examinations 
of  the  year  were  held  on  April  5  and  6  in  various  local 
centres.  The  subjects  of  the  theoretical  examination  were 
chemistry,  materia  medica,  physics,  botany,  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry. 

Foreign  Proprietaries. — German  proprietary  articles, 
which  had  a  slump  in  Japan  after  the  war,  are  recovering 
their  hold,  and  other  foreign  proprietaries  are  being  intro- 
duced into  Japan  to  meet  an  increasing  demand.  The 
Japanese  welcome  foreign  medicines,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  they  do  not  trust  their  own  patent  medicines.  Toilet- 
articles — especially  skin-cream,  hair-oil,  and  face-powder — 
are  finding  a  great  demand  in  Japan.  Foreign  articles  of 
this  line  make  big  profits  if  found  suitable  by  the  Japanese. 

Gatherings. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Japan 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  the  "  Saukwai-do  " 
Akasaka,  Tokio,  on  April  6.  Mr.  Nagai  presided,  and 
Mr.  Shirahe,  Mr.  Maruyama,  and  Mr.  Kondo  spoke  on 
various  pharmaceutical  subjects.  The  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation increased  during  the  year  from  2,000  yen  to 
10,000  yen.  Dr.  Tauba  made  a  presentation  of  270  yen 
to  Mr.  T.  Koshika,  who  has  been  for  twenty-seven  years 
an  assistant  in  the  pharmaceutical  lecture-room  of  the 
medical  college  of  the  Tokio  Imperial  University. — The 
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fourteenth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Japan  Pharmacists' 
Society  was  held  on  March  8  and  9  at  Idamachi,  Tokio. 
The  meeting  was  a  record  in  point  of  numbers,  170  members 
being  present. — The  first  meeting  of  the  Osaka  Patent- 
medicine  Proprietors'  Guild,  which  has  been  established 
this  year,  was  held  in  April,  when  214  were  present,  and 
committees  were  elected. 


Hmerican  Botes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent  ) 


Messrs.  Fairchild  Brothers  &  Foster,  of  New  York, 
have  acquired  additional  property  contiguous  to  the  Fair- 
child  building  for  the  extension  of  their  factory  and  ware- 
house accommodation. 

The  Phi  Chi  Greek  Letter  Fraternity  is  a  purely 
pharmaceutical  society,  which  now  has  chapters  in  twelve 
of  the  pharmaceutical  schools  and  colleges  of  the  United 
States.  The  total  membership  is  about  500.  The  first 
annual  banquet  of  the  parent  fraternity  was  held  recently 
in  Baltimore,  and  the  toastmaster  was  Professor  Henry  P. 
Hynson,  who  is  distinguished  for  activities  in  several 
branches  of  pharmacy. 

Another  Decision. — On  May  14  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Washington  granted  a  writ  of  certiorari  for  the  review 
of  the  judgment  of  the  Federal  Court  of  Appeals  for  the 
Sixth  Circuit  in  affirming  the  dismissal  of  a  Bill  brought 
by  D:\  Samuel  B.  Hartman,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  proprietor 
of  Peruna,  to  pi  event  John  D.  Park  &  Sons'  Co.  violating 
the  so-called  "Drug  Act"  sales  agreement  and  purchasing 
their  patent  medicine,  mutilating  the  labels,  and  selling  it 
to  cutting  druggists.  The  lower  Courts  held  that  Hartman's 
proprietary  rights  could  not  be  enforced  because  the  sales 
agreement  was  in  violation  of  the  anti-trust  laws.  The 
review  of  the  Hartman  case  is  due  to  a  diversity  of  rulings 
in  the  various  Courts  of  Appeal,  which  in  some  instances 
held  directly  to  the  contrary. 


Colonial  ano  iforeion  mews. 


Lixxjeus  Bicentenary. — ine  celebration  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Upsala  of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Linnaaus  took  place  at  Upsala  on  May  23. 

Frl.  Lttise  von  Gusnar,  the  daughter  of  a  pharmacist, 
who  has  just  entered  her  father's  business  as  "eleve,"  is 
the  first  female  pharmaceutical  apprentice  in  Berlin. 

Vlcohol  from  Currants. — During  1906  a  company  was 
formed  in  the  Piraeus  to  produce  alcohol  from  the  currants 
obtained  by  the  Government  under  the  retention-tax,  and 
according  to  the  British  Consul  it  has  been  very  successful. 
The  expected  production  for  1907  is  5,419  tons  of  96°  to 
97°,  of  which  2,956  tons  will  probably  be  consumed  in  light- 
ing, heating,  and  motive-power,  the  remaining  2,463  tons 
being  reserved  for  exportation. 

Spurious  Merck's. — Josef  Fedoroff  Pilyuschin  has  been 
arrested  in  St.  Petersburg  charged,  in  company  with  others, 
of  imitating  the  cocaine  and  codeine  put  on  the  market  by 
E.  Merck,  of  Darmstadt.  By  buying  at  various  places  the 
accused  sought  to  escape  detection,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
business  career  he  had  sold  9,000  grains  of  cocaine  and 
codeine,  most  of  which  have  been  found  in  pharmacies  in  St. 
Petersburg. 

The  German  Pharmacy  Bill. — The  latest  opposition  to 
the  Bill  comes  from  the  Pharmacy  Chamber  for  the  pro- 
vince of  Pomerania  and  the  Thuringia  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  Both  have  voted  for  the  rejection  of  the  Bill, 
and  Thuringia  has  appointed  a  committee  to  formulate 
counter-proposals.  A  resolution  has  been  passed  by  the 
Association  of  Pharmacy-owners  in  East  Prussia  declaring 
that  the  fundamental  idea  of  a  personal  concession  has  been 
found  unacceptable  both  by  owners  and  by  assistants.  The 
German  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  (Handelstag) 
have  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  consider  the  Bill  from 
its  economic  aspect. 


Westminster  TKMsoom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
As  was  anticipated,  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was 
not  reached  last  Friday.  It  had  been  advanced  to  the  sixth 
place  on  the  Order  paper,  but  the  five  measures  which  had 
precedence  of  it  occupied  too  much  time  to  permit  of  the 
Bill  being  taken.  The  last  was  disposed  of  just  ten  minutes 
before  the  hour  at  which  the  House  adjourns.  It  was  use- 
less, therefore,  for  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  to  attempt  to  make 
any  progress  with  the  Bill,  though  he  was  in  his  place  on  the 
Treasury  Bench  ready  to  do  so  if  time  had  permitted. 
There  was  nothing  for  it  but  another  adjournment.  The 
Bill  cannot  be  taken  this  week,  as  the  Criminal  Appeal  Bill 
is  expected  to  occupy  the  whole  of  Friday's  sitting.  But 
the  position  of  the  Bill  is  not  hopeless  yet,  and  the  fact  that 
the  Government  was  anxious  to  take  it  last  Friday  indicates 
that  the  measure  has  not  been  dropped  officially,  as  was 
rather  hastily  assumed  in  some  quarters.  The  Bill  has  been 
fourth  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day  all  this  week,  but  it  has 
been  postponed  from  day  to  day. 

Parcel-post  to  China. 

In  a  printed  reply  to  Colonel  Lockwood,  the  Postmaster- 
General  states  that  parcels  from  this  country  for  China  sent 
by  British  packet  can  be  insured  as  far  as  any  place  at 
which  there  is  a  British  postal  agency.  Such  agencies  are 
maintained  at  Amoy,  Canton,  Chefoo,  Foochow,  Hangkow, 
Hoihow,  Ningpo,  Shanghai,  Swatow,  Tientsin,  and  Wei- 
hai-wei.  The  only  insured  parcels  sent  by  the  German  ser- 
vice are  those  addressed  to  places  at  which  there  are  German 
agencies  but  no  British  agencies — namely,  Itschang,  Nan- 
king, Peking,  Tschinkiang,  Tsinanfu,  and  Weihsien,  as 
well  as  the  Kiantschou  Protectorate.  Negotiations  have 
already  begun  with  a  view  to  the  extension  of  the  British 
parcel-post  arrangements  with  China. 

The  Standardisation  of  Disinfectants 
Mr.  Rees  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  ask  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  next  Tuesday 
whether  he  is  aware  that  the  Privy  Council  Order  of 
July  27,  1900,  which  permits  the  sale  without  trial  of  fluids 
containing  less  than  3  per  cent,  carbolic  acid  or  it  homo- 
logues,  on  the  ground  that  such  fluids  are  not  poisons  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  has  resulted  in 
flooding  the  market  with  disinfectants  containing  less  than 
3  per  cent,  carbolic  acid.  Mr.  Rees  will  ask  Mr.  John  Burns 
whether  he  proposes  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  prevent  this,  and  to  ensure  the  standardisation  of  disinfec- 
tants. 

Opium  in  Ceylon. 

Sir  John  Jardine  asked  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Colonies  on  Thursday  a  question  as  to  most  of  the  non- 
official  members  of  the  Ceylon  Legislative  Council  voting 
in  favour  of  a  resolution  for  closing  all  the  licensed  opium- 
shons  and  confining  the  sale  of  opium  to  medical  dispen- 
saries ;  and  Mr.  Churchill  in  reply  said  :  ' '  The  Secretary  of 
btate  has  not  received  any  communication  from  the  Governor 
on  the  subject,  but  his  attention  shall  be  directed  to  the 
point."'

Hijrh  Court  Case. 

Chemists'  Action  for  Slander. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Tuesday,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Sutton  and  a  common  jury,  Mr.  James  Thomas, 
chemist  and  druggist,  brought  an  action  against  Mr.  L.  A. 
Hall,  chemist  and  druggist,  to  recover  damages  for  alleged 
slander.  The  defendant  denied  uttering  the  words  com- 
plained of.  Mr.  Abel  Thomas,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  B.  Davies 
represented  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Abinger  was  counsel  for 
the  defendant. 

Mr.  Thomas,  K.C.,  explained  that  plaintiff  had  been  in 
the  employ  of  Messrs.  Boots,  Ltd.,  as  relief  manager,  and 
the  defendant  was  the  manager  of  the  branch  at  Hoe  Street, 
Walthamstow. .  For  some  time  there  had  been  a  shortage 
at  the  Hoe  Street  establishment,  and  that,  of  course,  was  a 
very  serious  thing.  Early  in  July  last  year  Mr.  Thomas 
was  sent  to  Hoe  Street  to  relieve  Mr.  Hall.  Shortly  after- 
wards he  was  asked  by  Messrs.  Boots  to  take  over  a  branch 
establishment.  He  found  it  impossible  to  do  this,  and  on 
J uly  10  he  received  a  month's  notice  to  leave.  The  plaintiff's 
belief  was  that  the  defendant  had  made  slanderous  state- 
ments about  him  which  had  caused  his  dismissal.  He  was 
informed  that  on  July  6  Mr.  Hall  had  said  to  a  Mr.  Macrae, 
another  branch  manager,  that  he  (plaintiff)  had  taken  a  tin 
of  Brand's  essence  upstairs,  made  a  dinner  of  it,  and  had 
thrown  the  tin  into  the  garden,  where  it  was  afterwards 
found.  As  there  had  been  a  shortage  at  the  Hoe  Street  shop, 
a  statement  of  this  kind  was  important,  implying  that  the 
plaintiff  had  stolen  Messrs.  Boots'  goods.  The  plaintiff  had 
received  21.  10s.  per  week  and  commission  on  sales,  which 
came  to  about  lO.s.  per  week.  Since  his  dismissal  he  had 
been  out  of  employment. 

The  plaintiff  supported  this  statement  in  evidence.  In 
cross-examination  by  Mr.  Abinger  plaintiff  asserted  that  the 
offer  to  manage  the  Camberwell  branch  was  merely  a  trick 
to  get  rid  of  him.  He  was  aware  that  Mr.  Hall  had  denied 
that  he  made  the  statement  upon  which  the  action  was 
brought.  Mr.  Macrae,  however,  had  told  witness  that  Mr. 
Hall  had  made  the  statement. 

Mr.  B.  Macrae,  who  was  called  on  behalf  of  plaintiff,  said 
that  in  July  last  year  he  had  some  conversation  with  Mr. 
Hall,  who  incidentally  mentioned  that  an  empty  tin  of 
Brand's  essence  had  been  found  at  Hoe  Street.  The  state- 
ment was  not  made,  however,  in  reference  to  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  Thomas  submitted  that  he  was  entitled  to  cross- 
examine  the  witness  on  this  statement,  but  his  Lordship  held 
that  he  was  not. 

Mr.  Macrae  denied  telling  Mr.  Harris,  plaintiff's  solicitor, 
that  Mr.  Hall  had  said  that  plaintiff  took  the  tin  of 
Brand's  essence. 

Mr.  George  Harris,  the  solicitor,  said  Mr.  Macrae  had  told 
him  that  Mr.  Hall  had  said  that  plaintiff  took  the  tin  and 
had  afterwards  thrown  it  away. 

Mr.  Abinger  said  this  last  witness  had  been  called  to  dis- 
credit the  evidence  of  the  only  witness  called  in  support  of 
plaintiff's  case. 

His  Lordship,  holding  that  there  was  no  case  to  go  to  the 
jury,  gave  judgment  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

A  Prescription  Case. 
At  the  Mansion  House,  London,  on  May  29,  before  Sir 
Horatio  Davies,  Hancock  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Fleet 
Street,  E.C.,  were  charged  with  improperly  dispensing  a 
prescription.  What  the  ingredients  were  did  not  transpire. 
Mr.  Vickery  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  in- 
structed by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  defended  for  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association. — Mr.  Glyn-Jones  took 
objection  to  the  summons  and  Dr.  Teed's  certificate  of 
analysis,  on  the  ground  that  they  did  not  set  forth  the 
particulars  of  the  offence  alleged.  They  were  told  neither 
what  they  should  have  sold  nor  what  they  did  sell. — The 
Magistrate  said  what  he  had  to  do  with  was  whether  what 
was  sold  was  what  was  asked  for. — Mr.  Glyn-Jones  referred 
to  the  conditions  in  Section  19  of  the  *1875  Act,  wETch 


must  all  be  observed  before  a  Court  can  go  into  details. — 
Mr.  Vickery  submitted  that  it  was  a  question  of  fact  for 
the  Magistrate  to  decide  whether  the  particulars  were  suffi- 
cient or  not.  On  Sir  Horatio  expressing  disagreement, 
Mr.  Vickery  asked  that  the  case  should  be  adjourned  to- 
admit  of  alterations  being  made.  He  claimed  this  on  the 
strength  of  the  case  "  Begina  v.  Wakefield." — Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  did  not  deny  that  the  Court  could  decide  on  the 
sufficiency  of  the  particulars,  but  here  there  were  none. — 
The  Magistrate  :  The  particulars  are  not  set  out,  and  I  rule 
the  summons  not  in  order. — Mr.  Vickery  again  pressed  for 
an  adjournment,  and  the  Magistrate  suggested  the  taking, 
out  of  another  summons.  Mr.  Vickery  replied  that  that 
could  not  very  well  be  done,  but  that  the  Court  had  power 
to  deal  with  the  present  case.  If  the  Magistrate  would  refer 
to  the  High  Court  case  "  Neal  v.  Devenish  "  he  would  find- 
that  corroborated. — The  Magistrate,  after  fully  considering, 
all  the  circumstances,  said  he  thought  the  summons  had 
been  incompletely  drawn  up.  It  was  now  too  late  to  amend 
it,  and  he  accordingly  dismissed  it. — The  Clerk,  speaking 
for  himself,  wished  it  to  be  made  clear  that,  had  he  read 
the  summons  through  carefully,  he  would  have  come  to  the 
same  conclusion  as  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  This  was  the  first 
time  the  question  had  arisen  in  that  Court. —  Mr.  Vickery 
remarked,  facetiouslv,  that  he  would  put  the  blame  on  Dr.. 
Teed ! 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  the  Old  Street  Police  Court  on  May  28,  before  Mr. 
Cluer,  Henry  Beck,  chemist,  Green  Street,  Bethnal  Green, 
was  summoned  for  selling  as  camphorated  oil  an  article  not 
of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded.  Mr. 
Margetts  prosecuted  for  the  Bethnal  Green  Borough 
Authority,  and  Mr.  Kirby  defended. — The  latter  having, 
intimated  that  the  facts  would  not  be  disputed,  formal  proof 
of  the  purchase  was  given  and  the  analyst's  certificate  show- 
ing the  oil  to  be  deficient  of  camphor  to  the  extent  of  30  per 
cent. — Mr.  Kirby  said,  in  defence,  that  camphorated  oil  is- 
liable  to  deterioration  through  evaporation,  and  pointed  out 
that  although  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  tells  how  to  make- 
the  oil,  it  lays  down  no  testing  standard. — After  hearing; 
this  argument  Mr.  Cluer  said  he  should  order  the  defendant 
to  pay  the  costs,  11.  lis.  6d.,  and  no  fine  was  imposed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Traveller's  Salary. 
At  Belfast  County  Court  last  week  an  action  was  brought 
by  Mr.  John  J.  Eadie,  a  commercial  traveller,  against 
Messrs.  John  Watson  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Donegal! 
Street,  Belfast,  to  recover  81.  13s.  Ad.,  of  which  21.  was  for 
balance  of  wages  and  61.  13s.  Ad.  one  month's  wages  in  lieu- 
of  notice.  Plaintiff  was  ill  for  seven  weeks,  and  Mr.  Watson, 
stated  that  he  would  not  keep  the  position  open.  Mr. 
Adams,  another  traveller,  gave  evidence  that  it  was  unusual, 
to  dismiss  a  man  because  of  temporary  illness.  He  con- 
sidered plaintiff  was  entitled  to  proper  notice. 

Judge  Fitzgibbon,  in  giving  judgment,  said  plaintiff  was- 
paid  up  till  the  time  he  was  taken  ill,  and  that  was  all  he- 
was  entitled  to.  The  case  was  therefore  dismissed.  Plaintifi 
is  appealing  to  the  Assizes. 

Return  of  Oil-drums. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  May  28,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Wild,  the  case  of  Dicks'  Asbestos  Co.  v.  Hill  was- 
disposed  of.  The  plaintiffs  sued  the  defendant  for  the- 
return  of  a  5-gal.  oil-drum,  or  its  value.  The  drum  was- 
said  to  have  been  supplied  with  oil  on  November  25,  1904, 
and  defendant  said  he  had  returned  all  the  drums  he  had 
had  of  the  plaintiffs'.  The  case  was  entirely  one  of  evidence,, 
and  the  Registrar  thought  it  was  a  long  time  for  the 
plaintiffs  to  wait  before  making  their  claim.  It  was  a  little- 
difficult  for  a  man  to  be  asked  to  prove  the  return  of  a 
particular  oil-drum  three  years  after  he  had  it  sent  to  him, 
and  as  the  plaintiffs  had  gone  on  dealing  with  him  for  years- 
he  (the  Registrar)  did  not  think  it  fair  to  the  defendant  to- 
ask  him  now  to  prove  the  return  of  the  drum.  He  accord- 
ingly decided  for  defendant,  with  costs  of  attendance. 

Assistant's  Claim  :  Jury  and  Judge  Disagree. 
At  the  Birmingham  County  Court,  before  Judge  Bray,  on 
May  28,  John  Whitelaw  sued  Philip  Harris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
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Birmingham,  for  161.,  four  weeks'  salary,  in  lieu  of  notice. 
Mr.  Hurst,  for  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  in  December  1900 
the  plaintiff  was  employed  by  defendants  at  a  salary  of 
'21.  10s.  a  week,  one  month's  notice  to  be  given  on  either 
side.  He  was  put  into  the  surgical-instrument  department. 
In  1902  his  salary  was  increased  to  3/.  a  week.  In  1905  he 
•succeeded  Mr.  Belcher  as  manager  of  the  instrument  de- 
partment, and  in  the  following  year  his  salary  was  increased 
to  3/.  10s.,  and  subsequently  to  4?.  In  March  of  last  year 
two  of  the  firm's  assistants  left  and  commenced  business  on 
their  own  account,  and  Whitelaw  agreed  to  go  with  them  as 
stockkeeper  at  a  salary  of  21.  10s.  a  week,  and  he  sent  a 
written  notice  to  the  firm  on  March  13.  This  notice  was 
accepted,  and  plaintiff  was  informed  that  for  the  remainder 
of  the  time  he  was  with  them  he  would  not  be  head  of  the 
department,  but  would  have  to  take  his  orders  from  Mr. 
Irving,  the  cashier.  On  the  Saturday  following  the  notice 
he  was  asked  to  give  some  particulars  of  an  electric  battery 
similar  to  one  which  had  been  purchased  last  summer,  and 
lie  said  he  could  not  remember  them.  This  seemed  to  have 
been  regarded  as  a  wilful  refusal,  and  Whitelaw  was  sum- 
marily dismissed.  Whitelaw  in  evidence  bore  out  this 
.statement.  In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Cave,  he  admitted 
that  his  original  agreement  was  as  assistant  and  traveller, 
and  there  had  been  no  alteration  in  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment except  as  regards  salary.  It  was  true  that  he  had 
-declined  to  give  Mr.  Irving  advice  when  asked  for.  He  told 
Mr.  Irving  that  he  was  not  there  to  teach  him  his  business. 
The  reason  he  gave  up  4?.  a  week  for  21.  10s.  was  because 
he  hoped  to  become  a  partner  in  the  firm  in  about  eighteen 
months'  time. — For  the  defence,  Mr.  H.  H.  Shorthouse, 
general  manager  of  the  company,  was  called,  and  he  stated 
that  plaintiff  was  never  employed  as  a  manager. — In  sum- 
ming up,  Judge  Bray  remarked  that  he  doubted  whether 
plaintiff  had  made  out  a  case.  It  was  necessary  for  the 
■defendants  to  put  someone  in  charge  when  Whitelaw  was 
leaving,  and  it  would  be  expected  that  he  would  give  the 
one  placed  in  charge  reasonable  information  and  assistance. 
If,  however,  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  he  was  only 
entitled  to  111.,  as  he  had  received  5?.  from  his  new 
•employers. — The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for 
11?. — Mr.  Cave  :  I  submit  that  there  was  no  case  for  the 
jury,  and  I  ask  your  Honour  to  withdraw  the  case  from 
them. — Judge  Bray  :  I  will  say  that  there  is  no  case  for  the 
jury.  I  cannot  understand  the  verdict.  I  cannot  conceive 
how  eight  gentlemen  could  arrive  at  such  a  decision  after 
hearing  the  evidence. — Mr.  Hurst  :  The  jury  are  entitled 
to  take  their  view  of  the  case. — The  Judge  :  I  am  afraid  I 
cannot  alter  the  judgment.  The  only  thing  I  can  do  is  to 
order  a  new  trial. — Mr.  Hurst  :  What  possible  use  is  there 
in  a  jury  if  their  verdict  is  not  accepted? — Pending  the 
appointment  of  the  date  of  a  new  trial,  the  Judge  suggested 
that  the  parties  might  come  to  an  arrangement.

Be  Walter  Thomas  Fuge,  46  High  Street,  Putney,  late 
2  High  Street,  Dorking,  105  Canterbury  Street,  New  Bromp- 
ton,  and  70  Broad  Street,  Chesham,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — 
At  the  Court  House.  Garratt  Lane,  Wandsworth,  on  May  27, 
application  was  made  to  Judge  Russell  for  this  debtor's  dis- 
charge from  bankruptcy.  It  was  reported  by  Mr.  LI.  Howell 
(the  Official  Receiver)  that  the  debtor's  statement  of  account 
showed  unsecured  liabilities  estimated  at  620?.  2*.  lid.,  and 
the  proofs  actually  admitted  amounted  to  618?.  0s.  M.  The 
assets  were  expected  to  produce  205?.  10s.,  but  they  had  realised 
255?.  10s.  A  first  and  final  dividend  of  6s.  10^d.  in  the  pound 
had  been  paid.  The  Official  Receiver's  charges  against  debtor 
were  that  his  assets  were  not  of  a  value  equal  to  10s.  in  the 
pound,  and  that  debtor  had  omitted  to  keep  proper  books  of 
account.  He  (Mr.  Howell)  believed  debtor  was  anxious  to 
try  to  do  something  to  earn  his  living,  and  in  the  circum- 
stances he  suggested  that  judgment  should  be  entered  against 
debtor  for  100?.,  to  be  satisfied  on  his  paying  sufficient  to  make 
up  his  dividend  to  10s.  in  the  pound.  Debtor  agreeing  to 
this,  the  Judge  granted  an  immediate  discharge. 

Re  Henry  Bishop  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Harlesden  and  elsewhere.— 
The  public  examination  of  Thomas  Ward,  managing  director 
of  this  company,  which  was  wound  up  on  May  21,  1906,  was 
resumed  at  the  Edmonton  County  Court  on 'May  23.  The 
company  was  incorporated  in  December  1900  for  the  purpose 


of  carrying  on  business  as  makers,  proprietors,  and  vendors 
of  all  kinds  of  patent  medicines,  proprietary  articles,  etc. 
The  examination  was  adjourned  on  the  previous  hearing  with 
a  view  to  the  private  examination  of  a  number  of  other  wit- 
nesses who  had  had  dealings  with  Mr.  Ward.  Mr.  Mercer 
(for  the  Board  of  Trade)  now  reported  that  as  there  were  no 
funds  he  had  been  unable  to  examine  the  other  witnesses.  The 
Board  of  Trade  would  not  sanction  any  expenditure  of  public 
moneys  in  that  direction,  and  he  could  do  nothing  further. 
The  Judge  suggested  that  it  would  bo  better  to  adjourn  the 
examination  again,  so  as  to  have  a  report  of  it  placed  before. 
him. — Mr.  Ward  was  asked  a  few  more  questions,  and  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  company  had  full  value  for  tho 
money  paid  for  certain  patent  medicines  of  his.  The  amount 
he  had  submitted  showing  his  dealings  with  the  company  was 
a  correct  one.  Mr.  Edwards  (for  Mr.  Ward)  said  that  tho 
total  amount  of  tho  indebtedness  of  the  company  to  Mr.  Ward 
was  2,844?.,  either  by  reason  of  unremunerated  services  at  an 
agreed  salary  of  200?.  a  year  or  on  account  of  sums  paid  by 
him,  and  by  reason  of  the  purchase  by  the  company  at  a  price 
of  700?.  of  the  patent  medicine  known  as  Zuraline,  of  which  he 
was  the  proprietor. — The  examination  was  further  adjourned 
for  the  reason  suggested  by  the  Judge.

— At  4  Templar  Street,  Knatchbull  Road,  Camber- 
well,  S.E.,  on  May  22,  Mr.  Richard  William  Carter,  chemist 
and  druggist,  aged 
sixty-eight.  Mr.  Carter, 
who  died  somewhat  sud- 
denly, was  a  well- 
known  figure  in  Metro- 
politan pharmacy.  He 
had  been  for  over  forty 
years  a  trusted  servant 
of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son 
&  Sons,  of  Aldersgate 
Street,  E.C.,  and  for 
most  of  that  time  he  was 
in  charge  of  the  toilet- 
goods  department.  He 
was  a  native  of  Chat- 
ham, where  he  served 
his  apprenticeship  to  the 
drug-trade  with  Mr. 
Watts.  He  gained 
further  experience  as 
an  assistant  with 
Messrs.  Steele  &  Marsh, 

of  Bath,  and  in  a  West-end  pharmacy  in  London. 
Mr.  Carter  was  subsequently  in  business  on  his  own 
account  in  St.  John's  Wood  for  a  short  time,  but  he 
ultimately  gave  up  retail  pharmacy  for  the  wholesale  side. 
He  was  first  with  Messrs.  Baiss  Brothers,  when  their  busi- 
ness was  in  Leadenhall  Street.  After  that  he  was  for  some 
time  a  representative  of  Messrs.  Dunn  &  Co.,  chemical- 
manufacturers,  Stratford,  whose  business  wras  absorbed 
some  years  ago  by  Messrs.  Thomas  Tyrer  &  Co.,  Ltd.  From 
Dunn's,  Mr.  Carter  migrated  to  Maw's,  and  there  he  re- 
mained from  January  1866  until  his  death.  When  he  first 
entered  the  historic  sundries  house  Mr.  Carter  acted  for 
some  months  as  town  traveller  in  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Tom 
Martin,  who  was  temporarily  incapacitated  with  a  broken 
leg.  A  vacancy  in  the  "  fancy"  department  provided  the 
opportunity  for  Mr.  Carter,  and  he  remained  in  charge  ever 
after,  only  once  going  "  on  the  road  "  again,  when  he  went 
to  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  the  firm  about  two 
years  ago  (see  C.&D.,  August  26,  1905.  p.  380).  Mr.  Carter 
had  been  ailing  for  some  time.  He  suffered  (although  he 
was  unaware  of  it)  from  a  malignant  growth  in  the  stomach, 
which  provoked  vomiting  and  induced  the  heart- failure  that 
caused  his  unexpected  decease.  He  had  been  absent  from 
Aldersgate  Street  for  a  few  weeks,  but  looked  forward  to 
returning  to  business  on  the  day  prior  to  his  death.  His 
genial  presence  will  be  much  missed  at  Metropolitan  gather- 
ings of  pharmacists,  where  "  Carter,  of  Maw's,"  was  hail- 
fellow-well-met  with  everyone.  Mr.  Carter  was  a  frequent 
contributor,  particularly  of  clever  verse,  to  the  columns  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  He  could  sing  a  good  song, 
and  at  social  gatherings  in  connection  with  the  house  he

■occasionally  sang  topical  ditties  of  his  own  composition, 
much  to  the  delight  of  his  hearers.  The  funeral  took  place 
at  Nunhead  Cemetery  on  May  27,  and  was  largely  attended 
by  the  many  friends  and  colleagues  of  the  late  Mr.  Carter. 
He  leaves  a  son  and  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Carter  having  died 
some  years  ago.

The  late  Mr.  Clark,  who  was  the  founder  of 
the  business  of  R.  Ingham  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  varnish-manu- 
facturers, West  Ham  Abbey,  commenced  his  commercial 
career  with  his  father,  who  was  a  gum-merchant  and  dry- 
salter  in  Mincing  Lane.  Subsequently  he  acquired  an 
interest  in  the  now  extinct  firm  of  Ward  «  Clay,  City  Road, 
and,  upon  dissolution  of  the  partnership,  he  commenced 
business  on  his  own  account  about  l«/0  as  a  varnish-manu- 
facturer, building  extensive  works  at  West  Ham  Abbey. 
For  some  years  he  resided  at  an  old  mansion  on  the  estate, 
but  ultimately  the  increasing  business  necessitated  turning 
his  residence  into  offices.  Next  an  office  was  opened  in 
Leadenhall  Street,  this  subsequently  being  removed  to  6  St. 
Helen's  Place,  E.C.  Mr.  Clark  was  a  keen  business-man  and 
an  indefatigable  worker,  his  sagacity  enabling  him  to 
gradually  obtain  a  controlling  interest  and  supervision  in 
a  number  of  other  important  firms  of  varnish-manufac- 
turers. In  order  to  combat  the  high  tariffs  of  various 
countries  to  which  British  varnishes  were  shipped,  he 
eventually  built  factories  in  Hamburg,  Paris,  New  York, 
Buffalo,  and  lastly  at  Sydney,  N.S.W.  About  twelve  years 
ago  his  business  was  converted  into  a  private  limited- 
liability  company,  with  Mr.  Clark  as  managing  director. 
Mr.  Clark  was  a  man  of  striking  personality,  and  through- 
out the  whole  of  his  business  career  he  carried  out  the  idea 
of  making  his  customers  his  friends,  and  thus  he  acquired 
considerable  popularity  among  a  large  circle  in  the  trade. 
Probably  this,  combined  with  his  keen  instinct  for  business, 
was  the  secret  of  his  success,  as  from  comparative  small 
beginnings  he  succeeded  in  building  up  what  is  recognised 
as  one  of  the  largest  varnish  and  colour  works  in  the  world. 
Some  years  ago  he  acquired  the  estate  of  Glen  Caladh,  Kyles 
of  Bute,  formerly  occupied  by  Robert  Stephenson,  the 
Newcastle  engineer  and  nephew  of  George  Stephenson. 
About  four  months  ago  Mr.  Clark  was  operated  upon  for 
haemorrhoids,  when  it  was  discovered  that  he  was  suffering 
from  cancer.  To  this  he  succumbed  at  Bournemouth.  He 
leaves  two  sons  (his  wife  having  pre-deceased  him),  Mr. 
W.  F.  W.  Clark  (who  married  the  only  daughter  of 
Mr.  Passmore  Edwards)  and  Mr.  R.  Fell  Clark  (who 
married  a  niece  of  Sir  John  Bell).  Mr.  W.  F.  W.  Clark,  who 
has  had  control  of  the  business  since  his  father's  illness,  will 
succeed  him  in  the  management.  Mr.  Clark  was  an  ardent 
yachtsman,  and  was  owner  of  the  Minerva.  His  contribu- 
tions to  literature  include  a  work  on  "  Varnish  and  Fossil 
Resins,"  of  which  study  he  made  a  hobby.  The  funeral  took 
place  on  May  29  at  Kensal  Green  Cemetery. 

— At  94  West  Main  Street,  Armadale,  Linlith- 
gowshire, on  May  26,  Agnes  Wilson  Pearson,  wife  of  Mr.  W. 
Spence  Culbert,  chemist  and  druggist. 

— At  Elgin  House,  Addiscombe,  Croydon,  on 
May  28,  Mr.  George  Curling,  aged  ninety-one.  Mr.  Curling 
some  sixty  years  ago  founded  the  firm  of  Geo.  Curling  &  Co., 
wholesale  and  export  druggists,  30  St.  Mary  Axe,  E.C,  and 
retired  in  1883.  The  business  was  continued  at  that  ad- 
dress until  1896,  when  the  remaining  partners,  Mr.  Frederick 
Shaw  and  Mr.  Charles  Augustus  Dunn,  amalgamated  with 
the  firm  of  Wyman  &  Westwood.  58  and  59  Bunhill  Row, 
under  the  present  style  of  Geo.  Curling,  Wyman  &  Co.  Mr. 
Curling  had  resided  at  Addiscombe  for  over  fifty  years,  and 
took  an  active  interest  in  local  charities  and  organisations. 
He  was  also  a  Governor  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  He  lost 
his  only  son  in  1880,  but  his  daughter  survives  him.

formidine,  saline  laxative,  tablets  of  triple  glycerophosphates 


with  nuclein,  and  improved  compound  cathartic  tablets. 
Formidine,  or  methylene  di-salicylic  acid  iodide,  is  a  con- 
densation product  of  iodine,  formic  aldehyde,  and  salicylic 
acid.  It  is  insoluble  in  wTater,  alcohol,  and  dilute  acids,  but. 
in  contact  with  alkaline  organic  secretions  it  slowly  dissolves- 
and  develops  the  germicidal  properties  of  its  constituents. 
Internally  the  dose  is  1  to  5  grains — it  is  used  in  bacterial 
infections  of  the  intestinal  tract — while  externally,  as  art 
iodoform  substitute,  it  is  adapted  for  dusting  on  wounds, 
ulcers,  and  various  skin-affections.  Formidine  is  sent  out  in 
sprinkler-top  bottles.  The  effervescent  saline  laxative  is  a 
combination  of  sodium  sulphate,  sodium  phosphate,  and 
magnesium  sulphate,  with  effervescing  constituents.  Each 
bottle  is  provided  with  an  aluminium  screw-cup,  which  is- 
used  as  a  dose  measure.  The  novelty  about  the  cathartic 
tablets  is  the  size — they  are  3-grain  and  are  chocolate  coated. 
The  tablets  of  triple  glycerophosphates  with  nuclein  will 
be  recognised  as  a  modern  combination  adapted  for  ad- 
ministering in  debility  and  nutritive  disorders. 

Modern  Toilet-soaps. — The  experience  of  retail  chemists 
in  selling  toilet-soaps  is  that  their  popularity  nowadays 
greatly  depends  upon  the  manner  in  which  they  are  packed 
for  retail.

This  per- 
fume seems  to  us  to  recall  May  blossom  as  well  as  lily  of  the 
valley,  but  it  is  one  of  those  subtle  and  delicious  odours 
which  are  difficult  to  "spot."  The  firm's  "  Solace  "  anti- 
septic shaving-stick  is  another  new  article  put  up  in  an 
elegant  manner,  the  box  being  like  oxidised  silver,  artistically 
embossed.  The  stick  is  a  solidified  cream,  and  affords  an 
abundant  lather  and  easy  and  smooth  shave.  Our  sub- 
scribers can  obtain  further  particulars  about  these  articles 
from  the  firm  on  application. 

Some  Novelties,  chemical  and  pharmaceutical,  were  this 
week  shown  to  a  C.  <b  D.  representative  who  called  at  the 
establishment  of  Messrs.  Davy  Hill  &  Hodgkinsons,  Ltd., 
64  Park  Street,  Southwark,  London,  S.E.  In  the  first  place 
mention  must  be  made  of  lithium  citrate,  the  latest  addition 
to  the  list  of  fine  or  specially  prepared  chemicals  for  which 
the  house  has  already  acquired  a  well-merited  reputation. 
We  have  carefully  examined  a  sample  of  this  salt,  and  have 
no  doubt  as  to  its  purity.  The  chief  novelty  about  the 
"Squirrel"  brand  lithium  citrate  is  the  form  in  which  it 
is  sent  out.  The  salt  is  finely  crystalline  and  is  quite  dry, 
which  means  that  it  can  be  weighed  out  for  dispensing  in 
quite  half  the  time  needed  for  a  damp  adhering  powder. 
A  walk  round  the  chemical  laboratory  at  Park  Street  is 
always  appreciated  by  a  chemist,  and  at  the  time  of  our 
visit  seemed  even  more  interesting  than  usual.  A  batch 
of  lithium  citrate  had  just  been  taken  out  of  the  centrifuge, 
and  other  more  or  less  familiar  chemicals  were  to  be  found 
in  various  stages  of  manufacture.  It  is  a  beautiful  sight, 
to  see  ammonium  sulphocyanide  in  sword-like  crystals  a 
foot  long,  and  a  matter  of  regret  that  these  are  incon- 
veniently large  and  must  be  reduced  in  size  before  being 
sent  out.  Near  by  one  may  see  the  brilliant  scarlet-red 
iodide  of  mercury,  the  azure-blue  copper  sulphate,  the 
lemon-yellow  potassium  chromate,  or  the  snow-white 
potassium  citrate,  brilliancy  of  colour  being  generally 
evidence  of  chemical  puritv.  The  testing-department  has. 
been  referred  to  before  in  the  C.  &  D.,  but  is  again  noted  to 
emohasise  the  fact  that  physical  characters  are  not  alone 
relied  on;  each  chemical  has  to  pass  a  series  of  tests  in 
many  cases  more  strinsent  than  is  demanded  by  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. The  packed-specialities  department  next  came 
in  for  a  share  of  attention.  Most  of  the  leading  lines  have 
come  under  the  C.  ds  D.  purview  on  previous  occasions,  but 
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we  note  that  the  convenient  practice  of  having  alternative 
labels  has  been  considerably  developed.  Good  examples 
of  um  are  seen  in  cloudy  ammonia  and  glycerin  and 
cucumber,  where  a  variation  in  the  wrapping  and  labels  of 
different  design  produce  a  fresh  effect.  Other  noticeable 
lines  are  "  Frozen  Foam  "  (sells  both  summer  and  winter), 
salines,  citrate  of  magnesia,  toilet-paraffin,  syrup  of  figs 
(well-flavoured),  mosquito-lotion,  and  lithia  tablets  :  but  as 
these  are  mostly  illustrated  in  the  packed-proprietaries 
list  further  particularisation  is  not  needed. 

"  Handy  "  Gatjze  Carton. — Messrs.  Baird  Bros.,  surgical- 
dressings  manufacturers,  97  Bath  Street,  Glasgow,  have 
recently  introduced  a  patent  box  for  surgical  dressings. 
The  first  consideration  in  the  construction  of  the  boxes  is  to 
ensure  complete  exclusion  of  all  micro-organisms.    The  band 


of  glazed  paper  which  seals  the  lid  to  the  body  of  the  box 
provides  for  this.  Over  the  joint  and  under  the  band  there 
is  inserted  a  piece  of  twine,  and  in  drawing  this  out  the 
band  is  divided  and  the  lid  can  be  removed.  This  brings 
us  to  the  second  advantage  of  the  new  carton,  for  in  removing 
the  lid  we  find  the  box  to  be  completely  enclosed  with  the 
exception  of  half  an  inch  at  one  side  from  which  the 
dressing  protrudes  (see  illustration).  As  the  dressing  is  in 
a  roll,  one  can  remove  any  length  desired  easily  and  without 
unnecessarily  exposing  the  bulk  of  the  dressing.  The 
advantages  of  this  carton  are  apparent,  and  Messrs.  Baird 
Bros,  invite  correspondence  with  those  who  handle  this  class 
of  goods. 


ON  Thursday  evening,  May  23,  a  company  numbering 
240  dined  in  the  King's  Hall  of  the  Holborn  Restaurant 
in  celebration  of  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  foundation 
of  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.  This  business  is  really 
older  than  sixty  years,  for  it  was  established  as  Edward 
Price  &  Co.,  in  1830,  by  Mr.  William  Wilson,  but  it  was  on 
May  29,  1847,  that  the  company  under  the  present  name  was 
founded,  and  in  the  following  year  it  was  incorporated  by 
special  Act  of  Parliament,  the  word  "limited"  not  being 
added  to  the  title  until  1856.  To  chemists  the  company  is 
best  known  as  the  first  makers  of  pure  glycerin,  as  well  as 
manufacturers  of  toilet-soaps,  but  these  (important  though 
they  be)  are  merely  side-lines  to  the  larger  industry  in  which 
the  company  is  engaged — namely,  the  manufacture  of  stearine 
candles  and  the  purification  and  hydrolysis  of  vegetable  fats. 

As  an  industrial  concern  the  company  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  in  the  country.  It  has  behind  it  more  than  half 
a  century's  organisation  in  what  is  now  called  social  welfare 
of  employes.  It  has  its  own  savings-bank,  pension  scheme, 
institute  and  library,  playing-fields,  and  hospital.  The 
works  at  Bromborough  Pool  have  attached  to  them  one  of  the 
first  model  villages  for  workmen  founded  in  England.  At 
Battersea  there  have  long  been  schemes  of  improvement. 


We  may  recall  that  the  present  President  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  when  he  was  a  younger  man, 
lectured  on  chemistry  to  the  employes  at  the  Belmont 
Works.  Some  idea  of  the  attachment  of  the  staff  to  the 
business  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  at  the  table  at 
which  our  representative  sat  there  were  three  veterans 
(Messrs.  Hazard,  Coates,  and  Welshman),  whose  combined 
service  with  the  company  totalled  160  years.  One  employe 
has  been  over  sixty  years  with  the  company,  and  thirty  to 
fifty  years'  service  is  not  uncommon. 

Sir  Peter  Spokes,  chairman  of  the  company,  who  has  long 
been  associated  with  it,  got  his  first  ideas  of  chemistry  as  an 
apprentice  to  a  pharmacist.    He  was  Mayor  of  Reading 
in  1869  and  again  in  1871,  and  was  knighted  in  1872. 
He  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  dinner  last  week,  but 
pharmacy  was  represented  by  the  two  auditors  of  the  com- 
pany, Mr.  Isaiah  Bourdas  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  L.C.C. 
Mr.  Charles  T.  Harris,  deputy-chairman  of  the  company, 
presided,  and  the  chairmen  of  the  spur  tables  were  Messrs. 
Cronk,  Hathaway,  Ollive,  Griffiths,  Scott,  and  Cox.  The 
Chairman  was  supported  by  Brigadier-General  Studholme- 
Brownrigg,  Mr.  Walter  W.  Corner,  and  Mr.  Brice  Pearse, 
directors  of  the  company,  and  among  those  present  were 
Messrs.  Thomas  Dalziel,  general  manager  ;  J.  McArthur, 
technical  manager  ;  C.  Radburn,  commercial  manager  ;  J.  F. 
Stark,  manager  of  the  Bromborough  Pool  Works  ;  Rev.  E.  J. 
Trevitt,  chaplain  at  the  Bromborough  Pool  Works ;  Rev. 
G.  R.  Bell,  of  St.  Peter's,  Battersea ;  Mr.  L.  B.  Sebastian, 
K.C.  ;  Mr.  W.  N.  Calderwood,  manager  of  the  toilet-soap 
department,  and  as  many  of  the  representatives  of  the 
company  as  could  be  brought  together.    It  needed  two 
tables  to  accommodate  home  representatives,  but  others 
from  distant  parts  of  the  world  were  also  present.  After 
the  loyal  toasts,  the  Chairman  submitted  that  of  "  Pro- 
sperity to  the  Company,"  and,  in  doing  so,  said  that  this 
sixtieth  anniversary  celebration  was  an  event  of  import- 
ance in  the  commercial  development  of  this  country.  He 
looked  forward  with  no  small  measure  of  hope  for  continued 
success  in  the  future.    He  spoke  with  some  confidence,  for 
the  conferences  which  had  been  held  during  the  past  few 
days  among  directors,  heads  of  departments,  and  those 
who  go  out  from  the  hive  every  day  to  gather  honey  from 
every  open  flower  not  only  showed  the  harmony  existing 
in  the  business,  but  the  determination  of  all  connected  with 
it  to  leave  nothing  undone  to  further  its  interests.  Mr. 
Harris  dwelt  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  a  principle  of  the  busi- 
ness not  to  cut  prices,  as  they  desired  others  to  live  as  well' 
as  themselves,  and  they  had  not  gone  into  modern  methods 
of  business  which  would  not  bring  them  credit.   Mr.  Harris 
spoke  with  good  humour,  and,  in  concluding,  referred  to 
the  trade-mark  of  the  company,  a  ship  in  full  sail,  and 
remarked  that,  although  they  would  always  need  to  be 
prepared  for  squalls,  the  good  ship  had  before  it  many 
years  of  continued  prosperity  and  usefulness.   The  toast  of 
"The  Staff"  was  given  by  Brigadier-General  Studholmc- 
Brownrigg,  who  said  that  the  staff  had  been  educated  under 
the  grand  old  organiser,  the  late  Mr.  John  Calderwood,  the 
mention  of  whose  name  was  received  with  cheers  lasting  for 
a  few  minutes.    Mr.  Dalziel  was  entrusted  with  the  reply 
to  the  toast,  and  was  very  warmly  received.    He  spoke  well 
of  all  who  are  associated  with  him  in   the  management 
in  Battersea,  Bromborough  Pool,  and  Manchester.  The 
toast  of  "The  Visitors"  was  then  given  by  Mr.  Brice 
Pearse,  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  Wilkie  Frye,  of  the  Anglo- 
American  Oil  Co.,  and  Mr.  Sebastian,  K.C,  whose  con- 
cluding remark,  "Never  cut  Prices,"  was  received  with 
loud  laughter.    Thereafter   the  Chairman's  health  was 
drunk,  and  the  toast  acknowledged  by  him. 

In  the  course  of  the  evening  Miss  Ethel  Radburn, 
daughter  of  the  commercial  manager,  sang  several  songs  in 
a  finished  manner,  and  Mr.  Barclay  Gammon's  "  Tunes  and 
Tarradiddles "  was  an  entertaining  feature  which  gave 
huge  delight. 


An  Undiagnosed  Ailment. — A  gentleman  recently  became 
alarmed  at  the  peculiar  grating  noise  his  neck  made  when  he 
moved  his  head  from  side  to  side,  and  consulted  his  medical 
man,  who  also  was  nonplussed,  but  suggested  that  a  few  bottles 
of  tonic  mixture  might  put  him  right.

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The  fine  sponge-show  depicted  above  was  given  a  few  weeks 
ago  in  the  windows  of  Messrs.  Morny  Freres,  Ltd.,  at 
their  establishment,  201  Eegent  Street,  London,  W.  It  is 
one  of  the  largest,  and  probably  the  choicest,  displays  of 
sponges  ever  made  in  a  retail  pharmacy.  The  sponges  were 
displayed  in  cases,  sixty  in  all,  and  the  selections  were 
made  by  Mr.  S.  F.  Goss,  managing  director  of  the  company, 
entirely  from  the  stock  of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons, 
of  Aldersgate  Street,  E.C.  The  exhibit  comprised  a  com- 
plete range  of  toilet-sponges,  from  the  Lilliputian  to  the 
mammoth,  in  both  Turkeys  and  honeycombs.  The  quality 
and  comprehensiveness  of  the  stock  are  shown  by  the  fact 
that  cups,  solids,  toilets,  and  honeycombs  of  all  sizes  and 
shapes  could  be  obtained,  but  there  were  no  cheap  varieties. 
All  were  of  the  finest  class,  and  Regent  Street  appreciated 
that  fact,  for  no  difficulty  was  found  in  obtaining  prices  for 
the  fine  Turkey  cups  ranging  from  41.  10s.  to  101.  10s.  each ; 
while  for  some  particularly  fine  bath  honeycombs  an  average 
price  of  51.  10s.  each  was  obtained.  While  on  the  subject  of 
sponges,  an  expert  told  a  member  of  our  editorial  staff 
recently  that  good  sponge  is  dearer  than  ever,  and  this 
state  of  affairs  is  likely  to  continue.  The  sooner  the  public 
is  educated  up  to  that  fact  the  better.  The  causes  for  this 
increased  value  are  not  far  to  seek.  The  fishing-grounds 
which  for  years  have  been  supplying  the  best  sponges  are 
becoming  exhausted.  The  supply  has  decreased,  and  the 
demand  is  increasing.  There  is  therefore  little  chance  of  the 
good  class  of  sponge  becoming  cheap  again.

The  U.S.  Judgment 

which  declares  the  method  of  profit  pro- 
tection adopted  by  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
gists to  be  illegal  is  a  curious  sociological  incident. 
Americans  have  found  themselves  compelled  to  resist  the 
growing  power  of  capitalistic  combinations.  The  terrible 
possibilities  of  "cornering,"  and  the  unscrupulous  greed 
which  was  perceived  to  be  latent  in  certain  of  the  merchant 
princes  of  the  United  States,  were  recognised  as  threatening 
the  welfare  of  the  community,  and  under  the  President's 
lead  the  nation  resolved  not  to  permit  the  existence  of  such 
a  peril  in  their  midst.  Hence  the  anti-trust  legislation.  It 
seems  ludicrous  to  class  retail  druggists  among  the  offend- 
ing capitalists,  and  almost  more  so  to  insist  on  an  un- 
restricted supply  of  patent  medicines.  All  the  same, 
it  is  easy  to  understand  that  laws  primarily  intended  to 
apply  to  millionaire  associations  and  to  protect  the  pro- 
vision of  the  necessaries  of  existence  may  and  must  hit  also 
many  smaller  const  iracies.  On  the  other  hand,  it  might 
have  been  supposed  that  the  purposes  of  the  N.A.R.D.  were 
more  akin  to  the  perfectly  legal  aims  of  trade  unions  than 
to  those  of  capitalistic  trusts.  The  retail  druggists,  in  effect, 
combine  to  sell  their  services  at  what  they  consider  fair 
prices,  which  is  exactly  what  workmen  do.  Nor  do  they 
necessarily  prevent  the  provision  of  proprietary  articles  to 
the  public.  The  maker  of  a  product  who  is  not  willing  to 
agree  to  their  terms  is  quite  at  liberty  to  sell  his  stuff  in 
any  other  way  or  through  other  agents.  It  is  quite  possible, 
therefore,  that  by  openly  adopting  trade  union  incorpora- 
tion retail  druggists  may  get  round  their  present  difficulty. 
According  to  reports,  however,  neither  the  proprietors  nor 
the  wholesale  dealers  are  too  generally  sympathetic  with 
price-maintenance  in  the  United  States.  This  is  by  no 
means  the  case  universally,  but  it  is  said  that  the  majority 
have  surrendered  to  pressure,  but  have  cherished  a  grateful 
recollection  of  the  days  when  the  great  cutters  were  better 
able  to  use  the  popular  medicines  as  decoys. 
The  Anti-Quackery  League 

which  the  Western  Chemists' 
Association  has  taken  in  hand  is  a  large  order,  and  a  task 
which  many  bigger  bodies  might  reasonably  shrink  from 
undertaking.  If  a  League  should  be  formed  it  would  offer 
one  more  outlet  for  2s.  6d.  a  year  to  sentimental  persons, 
but  its  effect  on  quackery  would  probably  be  incalculable  ; 
not  in  the  usual  sense  of  that  expression.  Mundus  vult  de- 
cipere,  and  the  W.C.A.  will  scarcely  be  powerful  enough  to 
prevent  the  world  from  having  its  way.  Besides,  the  world 
is  sceptical,  and  it  will  not  readily  believe  in  the  purely  dis- 
interested motives  of  an  association  of  chemists  in  this 
matter.  We  who  know  the  high-minded  zeal  for  the  public 
welfare  which  characterises  the  "  Westerners  "  may  wonder 
at  such  cynicism,  but  outsiders  can  hardly  be  expected  to 
distinguish  them  from  the  rest  of  us  who  have  got  into  the 
habit  of  judging  of  proprietary  remedies  too  generally, 
perhaps,  by  the  percentage  of  P.A.T.A.  profits  which  they 
yield.  Even  Mr.  Cofman  in  his  original  paper  backslided 
into  the  question  of  percentages  occasionally.  He  worked 
out  a  calculation,  too,  which  went  to  show  that  every  British 
chemist  is  losing  2,500  customers  for  ordinary  physic 
annually  because  those  misguided  persons  buy  patent  medi- 
cines instead.  The  main  line  of  his  argument  went  to  show 
that  those  2,500  purchasers  ought  to  be  better  customers 
than  ever  for  regular  medicines  the  following  year  for  the 
repair  of  the  injuries  they  had  inflicted  upon  themselves  by 
their  previous  folly.    But  it  was  perhaps  necessary  to  pre- 


sent both  views.  With  a  sublime  faith  in  the  moral  power  of 
pharmacists  to  accomplish  miracles,  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  sets 
forth  two  objects  for  the  League  to  start  work  with.  One 
is  to  differentiate  between  proprietaries  which  are  valuable 
and  those  which  are  pure  quackery  ;  and  the  other  is  to 
require  that  everyone  who  has  discovered  a  new  pill  or  oint- 
ment should  register  his  formula  with  some  official.  And 
there  are  chemists  in  London  who  will  sit  up  until  "  within 
ten  minutes  of  midnight"  to  discuss  such  impossible  pro- 
posals. 

The  Stories  of  Linnaeus 

which  have  found  their  way  into 
our  journals  lately  in  connection  with  the  bicentenary 
of  the  famous  naturalist's  birth,  celebrated  last  week 
at  Upsala,  are  not  all  calculated  to  glorify  his 
memory.  If  he  really  fell  on  his  knees  and  wept 
when  he  first  saw  the  English  gorse  in  flower,  his 
friends  need  not  have  told  of  him.  We  like  to  know  that 
men  of  science  are  human,  but  we  do  not  care  to  find  them 
stagey.  A  great  deal  has  been  made  of  the  courage  with 
which  he  overcame  his  early  difficulties,  and  his  persistence 
was  no  doubt  creditable  to  him.  But  apparently  one  of  his 
talents  was  the  useful  one  of  securing  the  substantial  help 
of  the  right  sort  of  people.  When  he  disappointed  his  father 
as  a  schoolboy  and  was  about  to  be  apprenticed  to  a  shoe- 
maker, a  doctor  intervened  and  provided  for  him  for  a  year. 
This  friend  afterwards  sent  him  to  the  University  of  Lund, 
where  he  got  valuable  lifts  from  a  professor  of  medicine,  a 
professor  of  theology,  and  a  professor  of  botany  in  turn. 
Then  a  chance  of  exploring  the  flora  of  Lapland  was  made 
for  him  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Upsala.  Next  his  sweet- 
heart helped  him  to  get  to  Holland,  where  he  took  a  cheap 
doctor's  degree  and  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  rich  man 
named  Clifford,  who  provided  for  him  for  three  years — a. 
longer  time,  perhaps,  than  the  lady  had  bargained  for. 
That  he  accomplished  a  wonderful  work  in  the  classifica- 
tion and  nomenclature  of  plants  everyone  knows ;  but  the 
discovery  of  the  sexes  of  plants  on  which  his  system  was 
principally  founded  was  the  result  of  the  observations  of  two< 
English  botanists,  Grew  and  Ray.  It  is  a  little  singular, 
though  possibly  it  may  be  explained,  that  Linnaeus  should, 
have  maintained  an  unquestioned  supremacy  among 
botanists  for  the  past  150  years,  though  the  work  on  which 
his  fame  chiefly  depends  has  been  so  largely  superseded  by 
the  far  more  perfect  classification  framed  by  the  three. 
Jussieus,  whose  labours  were  not  less  patient  and  exhaustive 
than  those  of  Linnaeus,  and  have  proved  to  be  much  more- 
adaptable  to  new  discoveries. 
Pharmaceutical  Fireworks 

seem  to  be  wonderfully  damp  this 
season.  Either  they  will  not  go  off  at  all,  or,  if  they  do 
coruscate  for  a  few  moments,  the  show  is  soon  over,  and 
very  dull  while  it  lasts.  No  contest  for  the  Council ;  no 
enthusiasm  for  our  own  Bill,  and  no  fierce  opposition  to  that 
of  the  Government ;  the  former  got  first  place  on  the  Orders 
the  other  night  and  could  not  even  reach  that ;  the  Govern- 
ment sternly  resolved  to  carry  theirs,  and  baulked  a  dozen 
times  already;  public  analysts,  Board  of  Inland  Revenue, 
apothecaries,  dentists,  grocers,  coroners,  Mr.  Dobbs,  and 
Mr.  Leggett  all  quiescent ;  no  call  on  the  Drug-trade  Appeal 
Fund  all  the  year ;  Mr.  Boot's  libel  action  "  off  "  ;  the  winter 
session  drifting  into  whist-drives ;  the  Federation  pleading 
vainly  for  a  topic;  organisation,  anti-co-operation,  breaking 
bulk  all  found  insipid  ;  no  spring-medicine  trade ;  young  men 
unattracted  by  the  gentle  examiners  ;  and  even  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  festival  some  hundreds  short  of  its  preceding 
totals.  What  a  monochromatic  time  we  are  having,  to  be 
sure !  Possibly,  however,  we  are  all  attending  to  our  own 
businesses,  and,  I  hope,  prospering.

Camphor  in  Japan. 

According  to  the  latest  returns  the  world's  demand  for 
camphor — which  in  spite  of  the  high  price  is  steadily  in- 
creasing— is  roughly  estimated  at  eight  million  kin,  or,  say, 
10,600,000  lb.  Fully  70  per  cent,  of  the  total  production  is 
absorbed  in  the  manufacture  of  celluloid,  the  remaining 
30  per  cent,  being  utilised  in  the  manufacture  of  gun-cotton, 
2  per  cent.,  disinfectants  and  deodorisers  15  per  cent.,  and 
spirituous  or  medicinal  preparations  13  per  cent.  In  con- 
sequence of  industrial  development  in  Japan  and  elsewhere, 
the  Japanese  Government  have  been  investigating  the  poten- 
tialities of  the  industry  in  the  empire,  and  as  a  result  have 
drawn  up  a  scheme  by  which  a  considerably  larger  area  will 
be  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  camphor  in  Japan  alone. 
As  it  is  now,  the  financial  authorities  regret  they  are  unable 
at  present  to  meet  even  half  of  the  world's  demand  for 
camphor.  So  far  as  Japan  is  concerned,  this  is  attributable 
to  the  fact  that  the  natives  failed  to  plant  succeeding  trees 
when  the  originals  were  cut  down.  This  was  recognised  three 
or  four  years  ago,  as,  since  the  creation  of  the  official 
Camphor  Office  in  Japan,  8,734,000  trees  were  planted  in 
1904-5,  but  the  planting  has  net  been  on  a  forestry  scale. 
It  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  past  returns  that  the  total 
produce  of  the  present  systematic  plantations  will  be  about 
12,240,000  kin.  Thus,  if  the  annual  yield  was  limited  to 
one  million  kin,  the  yield  would  last  twelve  years;  but  as 
the  planters  are  pressed  to  annually  produce  two  million 
kin,  the  existing  plantations  will  only  last  half  that  time, 
me  investigation  of  these  tracts  suitable  for  the  purpose  of 
camphor-cultivation  in  the  mainland  of  Japan  shows  that  the 
estimated  area  of  official  and  private  land  is  831,610  cho 
(1  cho  =  2.45  acre),  whereon  1,538,280,000  trees  can  be 
olanted.  If  the  official  or  national  forests  are  excepted, 
the  estimated  area  is  206,300  cho  of  private  forests,  whereon 
^61,470,000  trees  can  be  planted.  Their  producing-power 
is  put  at  10.844,100  kin  of  camphor  and  4,337,640  kin  of  -il. 
ft  would,  of  course,  be  impossible  to  complete  the  plantation 
of  200,000  cho  in  one  year,  and  if  this  is  carried  out  in  ten 
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consecutive  years  the  produce,  in  kin,  is  estimated  by  the 
authorities  as  follows  :

The  question  therefore  arises,  Will  the  Government  take  the 
proper  steps  to  encourage  the  cultivation  of  camphor-trees 
on  private  plantations  ?  If  they  do,  there  will  be  material 
for  the  annual  production  of  over  ten  million  kin  of  camphor 
after  fifteen  years. 

As  regards  Formosa,  it  is  interesting  to  note  from  the 
"  Times  "  correspondent  at  Tokyo  (writing  on  May  26)  that 

the  Japanese  in  Formosa  have  resolved  finally  to  subju- 
gate" the  whole  region  along  the  east  coast,  which  since 
ancient  times  has  been  inhabited  by  savages.  The  natives 
number  only  100,000,  but  they  hold  75,000  square  miles  of 
the  richest  territory.  An  expeditionary  force  of  8,000  men, 
consisting  mainly  "of  Chinese  officered  by  Japanese,  has 
been  engaged  since  last  autumn  in  steadily  pushing  into 
the  savage  region,  where,  in  spite  of  obstinate  resistance, 
good  progress  is  reported.  Already  the  invading  lines  have 
occupied  1,328  square  miles,  but  the  completion  of  the 
operations  is  still  remote. 

Punitive  expeditions  against  the  aborigines  have  been  made 
intermittently  since  Formosa  was  ceded  to  Japan  fourteen 
years  ago,  and  from  the  above  telegram  it  will  be  seen  that 
much  has  yet  to  be  done  before  the  principal  obstacle  tc 
progress  in  camphor-cultivation  in  Formosa  is  removed. 
Meanwhile,  China  has  been  helping  to  make  up  the  deficiency 
somewhat ;  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  attempts  to  estab- 
lish a  regular  trade  in  raw  camphor  have  on  several  occasions 
been  thwarted  by  the  Chinese  authorities,  acting,  it  is  said, 
at  the  instigation  of  Japan.  This  year,  however,  has  wit- 
nessed a  considerable  increase  in  the  imports  of  China  main- 
land camphor,  and,  with  a  pressure  to  sell  in  certain  quarters, 
a  much  easier  market  prevailed,  especially  in  May.  'ihe 
following  table  of  quotations  giving  the  highest  and  lowest 
prices  each  month  in  1907,  shows  the  extent  of  the  decline  :

The  extreme  variation  in  the  prices  quoted  has  been  a 
feature  in  the  market  this  year,  this  being  partly  due  to  the 
considerable  difference  in  quality,  and  partly  to  the  fact 
that  the  parcels  bought  for  shipment  as  a  speculation  now 
show  a  heavy  loss,  holders  of  which  are  naturally  interested 
in  maintaining  quotations.  On  the  other  hand,  there  has 
been  no  tangible  reduction  in  refined  camphor,  simply  for 
the  reason  that  the  refiners  are  practically  sold  out  until 
July  at  exceedingly  high  prices,  the  market  touching  5s. 
per  lb.  for  1-oz.  tablets  in  March.  Although  refined  camphor 
is  extremely  scarce,  nobody  would  be  willing  to  pay  that 
price  to-day,  in  view  of  the  slump  in  crude  camphor.  The 
synthetic  product  occasions  much  talk,  but  so  many  con- 
trauictory  reports  are  circulated  that  we  are  inclined  to  be 
sceptical.  We  can  vouchsafe  for  the  fact  that  one  concern 
in  London  is  prepared  to  accept  orders  for  ton  quantities  at 
3s.  6d.  per  lb.,  which  price  is  considered  much  too  high.  In 
Germany  another  firm  (Von  Heyden)  has  lately  commenced 
the  manufacture  of  synthetic  camphor  for  celluloid,  house- 
hold, and  pharmaceutical  purposes,  and  appears  to  have  met 
with  a  fair  measure  of  success. 


German  Trade  in  1906. 

The  Foreign  Office  has  issued  this  week  a  bulky  Blue- 
book  (No.  3,796),  embodying  a  report  on  the  trade  of 
Germany  for  the  year  1906  by  Mr.  Consul -General 
Schwabach.  It  is  a  most  interesting  document,  particularly 
as  it  covers  a  year  in  which  the  high-water  mark  of  economic 
development  in  the  German  nation  was  reached.  The 
figures  for  industrial  nroduction,  absorption  of  the  goods  at 
home,  and  exportation  abroad  constitute  records.  In  spite 
of  several  adverse  influences  the  commercial  spirit  could  not 
be  checked  during  1906,  says  Mr.  Schwabach,  and  he 
attributes  the  remarkable  ability  of  the  home  market  to 
absorb  fresh  produce  to  the  considerable  increase  in  the 
population  of  the  Empire,  which  is  now  at  the  rate  of 
900,000  yearly  compared  with  650,000  in  former  years. 
During  the  year  212  joint-stock  companies  were  floated  in 
Germany,  with  a  capital  of  over  24,000,000?.  value — twice 
the  number  and  three  times  the  capital  of  the  companies 
registered  in  1904.  Of  these  new  companies  twenty-three 
are  engaged  in  chemical-industry,  and  their  capital  is  over 
2,000,000/.  Mr.  Schwabach  gives  a  number  of  valuable 
statistical  tables,  and  from  these  we  extract  the  figures 
which  are  of  most  importance  to  our  readers.  First,  in 
regard  to  the  imports  and  exports,  there  are  tables  covering 
the  past  ten  years,  and  to  the  figures  for  1906  we  add  for 
comparison  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  United 
Kingdom  during  the  same  period  :

The  imports  and  exports  per  head  of  the  population  of  the 
United  Kingdom  we  have  calculated  on  a  population  of 
forty-four  millions  in  1906.  Of  the  import  trade  of  Germany 
the  United  Kingdom  and  British  possessions  have  the 
largest  share,  each  person  in  Germany  using  1?.  2s.  6d. 
worth  of  British  goods  per  year,  18s.  worth  of  Russian, 
16s.  Id.  of  American,  12s.  9d.  worth  of  Austrian,  and  6s.  9d. 
worth  of  French  goods,  besides  21.  6s.  3d.  from  other 
countries.  About  one-quarter  of  Germany's  exports  are 
absorbed  by  the  United  Kingdom ;  Austria-Hungary  comes 
second,  the  United  States  third,  Russia  fourth,  and  France 
fifth ;  but  Austria-Hungary  buys  scarcely  half  as  much  as 
the  British  Empire.  The  analytical  figures  for  the  re- 
spective countries  for  1906  are  not  yet  available,  but  we 
observe  that  in  1905  Germany's  exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  exclusive  of  bullion  and  coin,  were  valued  at 
52,121,750?.,  and  for  the  whole  British  Empire  at 
63,248,950/.,  or  21.65  per  cent,  of  Germany's  total  exports. 
This  is  exactly  the  same  proportion  as  in  1897,  from  which 
time  until  1901  there  was  a  steady  increase  to  24.54  per 
cent.  From  then  there  has  been  a  steady  fall  in  per- 
centage, although  not  in  amount.  The  figures  for  1905  were 
the  highest  on  record.  In  1897  the  value  of  German  exports 
to  the  British  Empire  was  substantially  41,000,000/.  The 
chief  articles  which  Germany  buys  from  the  United 
Kingdom  are  wool  and  woollen  goods  6,427,000/.,  cotton  and 
cotton  goods  4,387,100/.,  coal,  coke,  and  peat  5,458,300/. 
Drugs  and  dye-stuffs  bought  from  us  in  1905  were  valued 
at  1,411,000/.,  which  represents  only  8.4  per  cent,  of 
Germany's  imports  in  this  class.  Of  Germany's  own 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1905  the  largest  item 
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was  groceries  and  confectionery,  amounting  to  over 
8,000,000?.,  or  45^  per  cent,  of  the  country's  total 
exports  of  these  goods.  Germany  also  sold  us  over 
5,000,000?.  worth  of  cotton  and  cotton  goods,  4,500,000?. 
of  iron  and  iron  wares,  and  4,250,000?.  of  wool  and  woollen 
goods.  The  next  highest  item  was  3,500,000?.  of  drugs  and 
dye-stuffs,  or  15^  per  cent,  of  the  total  exports 
of  these  from  Germany.  In  regard  to  the  German  drug-  and 
chemical-trades,  Mr.  Schwabach  says  that  the  improvement 
of  1905  was  maintained  in  1905,  demand  frequently  exceed- 
ing supply,  and  the  prices  of  most  leading  articles  rose, 
especially  after  the  first  and  part  of  the  second  quarters  of 
the  year,  but  the  profits  decreased  owing  to  the  steadily 
increasing  cost  of  production  and  higher  rate  of  interest  on 
borrowed  capital.  Mr.  Schwabach  attributes  the  favourable 
condition  to  increased  industrial  consumption  of  raw  and 
auxiliary  products  of  the  chemical-industry  and  to 
the  greatly  increased  export-trade,  as  well  as  additional 
consumption  of  medicinal  preparations,  cosmetics,  and  pro- 
prietary articles  by  the  home  population — who  are  better  off 
nowadays  and  have  more  money  to  spend.  There  can  be 
no  doubt,  he  says,  that  German  drugs  and  chemicals  find 
an  ever-readier  market  abroad,  and  that  as  regards  a  large 
number  of  chemical-preparations,  Germany  has  become  the 
world's  sole  supplier.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  internal 
drug-trade  of  Germany  the  conditions  of  credit  are  parallel 
with  those  in  the  United  Kingdom — namely,  wholesalers 
complain  about  the  tardiness  of  small  buyers  in  meeting  their 
engagements.  Mr.  Schwabach' s  references  to  the  branches 
of  chemical-industry  in  Germany  are  quite  inadequate,  being 
confined  to  remarks  about  the  manufacture  of  caibides  and 
of  nitrogen  fertilisers  by  the  electro-atmospheric  process. 
There  is  a  fuller  account  of  the  German  potassium  salts 
industry,  wh-ich  shows  that  the  sales  of  these  and  various 
mineral-potash  products  during  1906  amounted  to  523,484 
metric  tons.  Mr.  Schwabach  remarks  that  the  future 
development  of  this  industry  will  depend  mainly  upon  the 
ability  of  the  syndicate  to  prevent  over-production,  and  the 
prospect  on  that  score  appears  not  to  be  bright,  for  in  addition 
to  the  thirty-six  mines  belonging  to  the  syndicate  no  fewer 
than  thirty-one  companies  are  at  present  sinking  new  shafts. 
We  trust  that  in  future  reports  the  Consul-General  will 
realise  that  carbides,  fertilisers,  and  potash  salts  are  of 
comparatively  insignificant  importance  in  German  chemical- 
industry,  and  that  some  inquiry  into  the  conditions  of  other 
branches  would  yield  good  fruit.  There  is  much  in  his 
report  about  economic  conditions,  but  Consuls  have  a  way 
of  glossing  over  the  realities  of  life  that  hides  the  most 
significant  tendencies.  In  this  connection  we  have  before 
us  a  letter  from  a  correspondent  in  a  large  industrial  centre, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  says  : 

We  have  here  seventy-five  English  workmen  from  Wool- 
wich working  in  a  cycle-factory.  I  am  taking  an  interest 
in  the  men,  and  they  are  finding  out  that  Germany  is  not 
just  like  the  "  Daily  Mail's  "  description  of  the  Birmingham 
brassworkers'  tour.  They  don't  relish  paying  Is.  2d.  a 
pound  for  the  cheapest  kind  of  beef  (real  "block  orna- 
ments") and  a  rent  of  15?.  a  year  for  two  rooms  on  the 
fourth  storey  does  seem  stiff,  they  find.  One  told  me  that 
he  could  not  see  where  the  fact  of  England's  being  "  played 
out"  came  in  when  he  saw  how  the  German  workman 
really  lived  and  thought. 

Here  is  crystallised  one  factor  in  German  competition  which 
is  her  growing  problem.  Undoubtedly  German  industrial 
production  is  growing  prodigiously,  but  per  capita  she  is 
still  far  behind  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  the  gap  between 
lie  scores  of  commercial  and  industrial  checks  which  we  have 
got  over. 


Wholesaling  Poisons. 

The  remarks  on  this  subject  in  our  issue  of  May  25, 
p.  802,  have  brought  us  an  interesting  communication 
from  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  who  has  always  held  the  view- 
that  labels  on  scheduled  poisons  sold  by  wholesale  druggists 
should  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  even  if  he 
sell  by  wholesale  to  a  retailer.  Acting  on  that  principle, 
from  the  time  that  he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Mr.  Umney  adopted  a 
special  form  of  poison-label  with  the  name  and  address  in 
every  case.  That  is,  in  our  opinion,  more  than  is  legally 
required,  but  is  what  the  careful  pharmacist  would  naturally 
adopt.  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act  does  not  by  any  means 
prohibit  wholesalers  from  using  their  name  and  address  on 
poison-labels,  but  simply  exempts  them  from  the  necessity 
of  so  doing  when  the  poisons  are  sold  "by  wholesale  to 
retail  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing." 
Of  the  existence  of  this  exemption  there  is  no  doubt,  and 
the  object  of  our  note  last  week  was  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  exemption.  So  far  as  the 
name  and  address  are  concerned,  no  serious  question  of 
practice  arises,  because  it  is  to  the  interest  of  every  person 
who  sells  an  article  scheduled  by  the  Pharmacy  Act  to  show 
whence  it  has  come.  At  the  worst  that  is  good  adver- 
tisement, but  from  the  legal  point  of  view  the  limitation 
throws  other  obligations  upon  the  wholesaler  when  the  retail 
dealer  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  is  not  the  purchaser 
of  the  poison.  We  again  emphasise  that  this  is  neglected; 
points  of  law  are  apt  to  crop  up  in  an  awkward  manner. 
This  was  the  case  a  dozen  years  or  so  ago,  when  the  Home 
Office  made  strong  representations  regarding  the  neglect  of 
exporters  of  poisons  in  bulk  not  labelling  them.  Barrels 
of  arsenic  were  in  question  then.  Another  point  of 
Mr.  Umney's  communication  is  that  his  firm  has  co-operated 
as  far  as  possible  with  the  retailer  in  the  sale  of  poisons 
by  sending  out  such  articles  in  bottles  distinguishable  by 
touch  so  that  they  need  not  be  transferred  from  these 
vessels  to  others  in  compliance  with  the  conditions  for 
storage  which  have  been  legalised  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
Methylated  Spirits. 
With  reference  to  the  returns  now  being  collected,  we 
understand  that  they  are  wanted  for  central  and  statistical 
purposes  only,  and  for  general  information  to  users  and 
others.  In  Germany,  France,  and  Switzerland  similar  in- 
formation is  published  annually,  and  is  available  for  every- 
body. In  a  general  order,  dated  May  25,  the  following 
instruction  as  to  the  use  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  by 
analysts  occurs  : 

In  the  case  of  public  analysts  and  other  analytical  and 
consulting  chemists  of  recognised  standing,  who  apply  for 
or  who  hold  authority  to  receive  annually  only  small  quan- 
tities of  industrial  methylated  spirits  for  analytical  pur- 
poses, the  Board  will  not  insist,  unless  circumstances  may 
render  it  desirable,  upon  their  consent  being  specifically 
obtained  to  any  use  of  the  spirit  in  the  ordinary  operations 
of  chemical  analysis,  although  such  use  may,  strictly  speak- 
ing, involve  a  breach  of  certain  of  the  general  conditions 
under  which  permission  is  granted  for  the  receipt  of  the 
spirit.  Officers  should  govern  themselves  accordingly  when 
surveying  this  class  of  users  of  methylated  spirit,  but  in  any 
case  of  doubt  the  matter  should  be  reported  for  the  Board's 
directions. 

"Test"  or  "Scouting"  Samples. 
Under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  local  authorities  in 
Scotland  are  now  in  the  habit  of  taking  samples  and  formulae 
in  order  to  locate  with  readiness  the  shops  where  adulterated 
articles  are  sold,  with  a  view  to  procuring  samples  under  the 
statutory  formalities.  This  important  practice  is  referred 
to  in  the  1906  report  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
Scotland  published  this  week,  and  figures  are  given  for  both 
kinds  of  samples.    It  is  curious  to  note  the  variations  in  the 
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percentage  of  samples  reported  adulterated  in  the  two 
classes.  Thus  of  milk  13.4  per  cent,  of  the  formal  samples 
and  25.1  per  cent,  of  the  test  samples  were  adulterated.  Of 
drugs  12.5  per  cent,  were  adulterated  when  the  samples  were 
formally  taken,  but  only  9.5  per  cent,  of  the  test  samples 
were  found  to  be  adulterated ;  and  so  on  with  other  articles. 
These  comparisons  are  interesting,  for  there  is  no  doubt  about 
the  fact  that  local  authorities  could  do  a  great  deal  more  in 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Act  by  the  "  scouting  "  pro- 
cess. It  would  be  a  great  deal  less  expensive  to  them,  as  it  is 
not  at  all  necessary  for  them  to  employ  a  public  analyst  in  the 
scouting  business,  and  so  save  money.  For  example,  one 
analyst  in  Scotland  is  known  to  do  a  very  large  practice  in 
approximate  analysis  of  milk  at  Is.  per  sample,  and  we  have 
no  doubt  it  pays  him  very  well  indeed,  but  the  public 
analyst  who  does  even  that  rough  analysis  must  according 
to  professional  etiquette  have  half  a  guinea  per  sample. 
The  "scouting"  process  is  also  advantageous  as  a  warning 
to  offenders,  many  of  whom  are  often  ignorant  that  they  are 
selling  goods  below  par.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the 
Board  issued  last  September  a  warning  in  regard  to  the  use 
of  preservatives  in  milk  (C.  c£-  D.,  September  29,  1906).  In 
consequence  of  this  several  local  authorities  have  taken  action 
on  the  lines  of  the  circular,  which  are  substantially  that  the 
milk-vendor  who  sells  milk  containing  preservatives  is  first 
to  be  warned,  and  if  he  does  not  stop  the  use  of  preservatives 
he  is  to  be  prosecuted  even  in  cases  where  there  is  a  declara- 
tion at  the  time  of  sale  that  the  milk  contains  preservatives ; 
proceedings  under  Section  3  or  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  can 
be  taken  if  the  amount  of  formic  aldehyde  in  the  milk  exceed 
1  in  100,000  or  boric  acid  40  grains  per  gal. 

Board  of  Agriculture  Leaflets. 

We  have  on  several  occasions  called  the  attention  of  our 
readers,  especially  those  who  have  an  agricultural  connec- 
tion, to  the  valuable  leaflets  that  are  periodically  published 
by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  following- 
are  brief  notes  about  several  which  have  been  published  this 
week  : 

No.  18,  dealing  with  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs  regula- 
tions, gives  concise  definitions  about  the  analytical  reports  as 
well  as  the  rules  for  sampling  and  the  schedules  giving  limits 
of  error  in  the  analysis  of  sixteen  fertilisers  and  about  as 
many  descriptions  of  feeding-stuffs. 

No.  169  deals  with  the  cultivation  of  mangolds.  This  is  of 
direct  interest  to  farmers  and  only  of  secondary  interest  to 
chemists. 

No.  170  refers  to  the  use  of  lime,  and  contains  concise 
particulars  of  its  advantages  and  disadvantages  as  a  fertiliser. 
Chemists  should  read  it. 

No.  184  is  an  illustrated  description  of  white,  red,  and 
alsike  clovers,  and  is  valuable  "particularly  on  account  of  the 
comparison  of  clover-seeds  with  other  seeds  with  which  they 
are  liable  to  be  mixed.  Botanically  inclined  chemists  and 
those  doing  business  in  seeds  should  read  this  leaflet. 

No.  186  is  on  the  large  larch  sawfly  (Nematvs  Erichsoni). 
This  fly  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  damage  over  a  large  area 
in  Cumberland,  and  British  foresters  are  advised  to  be  on  the 
alert  for  it.  _  A  page  of  illustrations  is  included  in  the  leaflet, 
and  useful  information  for  distinguishing  moth  and  sawfly 
caterpillars  as  well  as  the  adult  insect,  in  addition  to 
mechanical  means  of  prevention  and  cure,  is  given.  The 
pamnhlet  recommends  that  the  tree  should  be  sprayed  with 
(a)  fresh  white  hellebore.  2i  lb.  being  mixed  with' 10  gals, 
of  water,  the  mixture  to  be  kept  agitated  while  spraying;  or 
(ft)  Paris  green  in  the  form  of  paste.  1  lb.  to  150' gals,  of 
water  •  or  (c)  lead  arsenate,  made  by  dissolving  1  oz.  arsenate 
of  soda  in  a  little  water,  then  dissolving  3  oz.  of  acetate  of 
lead  in  a  little  water,  finallv  mixing  the  two  solutions  This 
mixture  should  then  be  made  up  to  10  gals,  by  the  addition  of 
water.

The  Patron  Saint  of  Pharmacy. 

The  question  of  the  patron  saint  of  pharmacy  has  been 
raised  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  the  suggestions 
so  far  given  are  St.  Christopher,  St.  Nicholas,  and  St.  Luke. 
M.  De  Neus,  of  Courtrai,  sends  us  a  copy  of  the  "  Histoire 
et  Origine  de  la  Corporation  des  Chirurgiens  et  des  Apothe- 
caires  d'Audenarde,"  in  which  St.  Cosme  and  St.  Damien 
are  cited  as  the  patron  saints  of  pharmacy.  These  saints, 
we  gather  from  the  "  Histoire,"  were  two  brothers  born  in 
Arabia,  who  studied  in  Syria,  where  they  obtained  a  reputa- 
tion for  the  wonderful  cures  they  made.  The  historian 
naively  remarks  that  the  saints  charged  nothing  for  their 
treatment.  The  confraternity  at  Audenarde  was  modelled 
like  the  English  guilds,  but  the  date  of  its  creation  is 
unknown.  It  is  known  to  have 
been  in  existence  in  1474,  and 
is  thought  to  have  been  esta- 
blished in  connection  with  the 
hospital  of  Notre  Dame.  In 
the  church  of  St.  Walburge 
there  is  still  to  be  seen  an  altar 
over  which  is  a  picture  of  the 
Circumcision,  the  objects 
shown  including  scales,  mor- 
tars and  pestles,  and  other 
emblems  of  pharmacy.  The 
guild  was  re-constituted  more 
than  once,  but  the  seal 
always  had  upon  it  a  re- 
presentation of  the  two  saints  bearing  in  their  hands 
emblems  of  pharmacy.  The  "  Histoire,"  copies  of  which 
are  now  very  rare,  was  written  by  L.  Creteur  and  Th. 
Davacht,  two  pharmacists,  and  contains  much  interesting 
matter  about  early  hospital  formularies  and  the  charges 
made  for  drugs  and  medical  attendance.  Audenarde,  or 
Oudenarde,  is  a  manufacturing  town  in  Belgium  chiefly 
known  to  Englishmen  as  the  scene  of  a  battle  between 
Marlborough  and  the  French  in  1708. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading-  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Euscopol.  This  body  is  a  hydro 'wnm'^  rf  the  alkalo'd 
scopolamine.  It  is  optically  inactive,  thus  indicating  the 
absence  of  any  foreign  alkaloids,  and  melts  at  180-181°.  It  is 
recommended  for  nervous  affections  and  muscular  spasms. 

Mo  Total.— This  compound  is  the  ethyl-glyeollic  acid  ether 
of  guaiacol.  It  is  a  liquid  boiling  at  170°  at  25mm.  pressure, 
but  solidifies  under  favourable  conditions  to  white  crystals, 
melting  at  30°.  It  is  easily  soluble  in  olive  oil.  Its  formula  is 
C=H5OCH2CO.OC„H:.OCIl3.  It  is  said  to  be  a  very  conve- 
nient form  of  administering  guaiacol. 

JCstsaa. — In  a  preliminary  communication  to  "Nature" 
(vol.  75,  p.  510)  Messrs.  N.  T.  W.  Wilsmoro  and  A.  W. 
Stewart  suggest  that  they  have  discovered  a  body  that  is  tho 
parent  substance  of  Staudinger's  ketenes.  The  substance  was 
produced  during  a  research  on  the  polymerisation  of  un- 
saturated compounds,  in  which  the  investigators  were  trying 
the  action  of  a  strongly  heated  platinum  wire  on  various 
organic  substances.  The  ketene  in  question  was  obtained 
when  treating  acetic  anhydride,  and  is  at  ordinary  tempera- 
ture a  brownish-yellow  oil  with  a  very  pungent  Bmell. 

Itttlk-s*mples.— It  has  been  customary  to  add  potassium 
bichromate  to  samples  of  milk  sent  for  analysis  to  preserve 
them  pending  examination.  M.  Grelot  ("  Journal  de  Pharm. 
et  de  Chimie  ")  finds,  however,  that  this  reagent  is  objection- 
able chiefly  because  it  forms  with  milk  a  body  which  gives  the 
reactions  of  aldehyde  and  might  lead  the  analyst  to  assert  the 
presence  of  formaldehyde  when  it  is  actually  absent.  This 
fact  is  proved  in  the  paper  by  several  experiments.  M.  Grelot 
concludes  bv  recommending  the  emplovment  of  mercuric 
chloride  in  the  proportion  of  0.2  per  1.000.  In  this  way  the 
milk  can  be  kept  for  ten  days,  the  chemical  and  physical 
properties  are  unaltered,  the  preservative  is  easily  used,  and 
is  not  likely  to  have  been  employed  by  the  milk-sellers. 
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association  affairs. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

The  members  visited  the  West  Ham  electric-power  station 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  May  23,  when  Mr.  S.  C.  Midwinter, 
the  assistant  engineer,  took  them  through  all  departments 
and  thoroughly  explained  the  technicalities  of  electric- 
current  production. 

Three  Towns  Chemists'  Association. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
May  27  at  Plymouth.  The  President  (Mr.  S.  A.  Perkins) 
occupied  the  chair. 

New  Members. — The  following  thirteen  assistants  and 
apprentices  were  nominated  and  elected  members  of  the 
Association  :  Messrs.  Harold  Andrews,  R.  Best,  C.  Brown- 
ing, A.  C.  Cannon,  C.  M.  Hancock,  S.  Hill,  R.  T.  Jackman, 
Pumphrey,  R.  H.  Ridges,  M.  J.  Rosekilly,  C.  V.  Thompson, 
A.  G.  Uglow,  and  Williams. 

Altered  Rules. — The  report  of  the  sub-committee 
appointed  to  revise  the  rules  of  the  Association  was  pre- 
sented. The  alterations  suggested  by  the  sub-committee 
evoked  a  number  of  amendments,  and  gave  rise  to  a  lively 
and  protracted  discussion.  The  principal  changes  that  were 
ultimately  adopted  included  a  more  satisfactory  scheme  for 
conducting  the  annual  election  of  committee,  and  for  the 
nomination  of  new  members.  The  election  of  President  and 
other  officers  was  transferred  from  the  general  Association 
to  the  Committee  of  Management.  By  a  new  rule  the  Asso- 
ciation was  directed  to  appoint  an  Educational  Committee 
each  year,  who  shall  organise  and  promote  the  work  of  the 
junior  members.  The  whole  series  of  rules  were  finally 
passed. 

It  has  been  arranged  to  hold  the  annual  excursion  on 
June  12. 

East  Sussex  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  waj  isld  on  May  23,  Mr.  C.  G.  Skyrme 
(President)  in  the  chair. 

Office-bearers. — Mr.  Skyrme  was  re-elected  President 
and  Mr.  John  Smith  was  appointed  Secretary. 

Organisation. — Mr.  John  Smith  reported  that  he  had 
attended  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  local  associations  and 
divisional  secretaries  in  the  home  counties,  convened  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  phar- 
maceutical organisation.  While  approving  the  general  idea, 
he  regretted  that  greater  latitude  in  discussion  had  not 
been  provided  for.  Mr.  Smith  also  thought  it  right  to 
report  that,  with  Messrs.  Ripley  and  Stedman,  he  had 
attended  the  Federation  meeting  on  May  8.  As  to  the 
discussion  which  followed  the  President's  address  on  "  The 
Future  of  the  Federation,"  he  said  the  representatives  of  this 
Association  were  impressed  with  the  views  expressed  by  all 
the  speakers  that  there  is  a  real  need  for  some  organisation 
for  bringing  about  concerted  defensive  action  in  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  registered  chemists.  They  were  of 
opinion  that  if  the  Federation  will  regard  this  department 
of  work  as  its  main  object  it  will  quickly  become  a  powerful 
factor  in  pharmaceutical  life.  It  is  essential,  said  Mr.  Smith, 
that  the  income  at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive  should  be 
considerably  increased,  and  he  regretted  that  the  very  short 
time  available  did  not  permit  of  a  discussion  on  this  very 
important  subject. — Mr.  Rossiter  was  anxious  that  the 
"British  Pharmaceutical  Codex"  should  be  in  the  hands 
of  all  medical  practitioners,  and  hoped  that  placing  of  the 
work  in  this  district  would  be  undertaken  by  the  Associa- 
tion rather  than  by  individual  chemists.  Other  speakers 
referred  to  the  cost  of  distributing  free  copies  to  medical 
men,  and  the  opinion  was  unanimously  held  that  an  issue 
of  the  work  in  an  abridged  and  convenient  form  is  necessary 
if  the  book  is  to  be  largely  used  by  prescribers. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

The  twelfth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
at  the  Royal  Hotel  on  May  28.  The  chair  was  occupied  by 
the  President  (Mr.  H.  W.  Gregory). 

Annual  Report. — In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  (Mr. 
M.  Firth),  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  presented  the  annual  report, 
which  stated  that  the  membership  is  seventy,  as  against 


seventy-two  in  the  previous  year.  The  interest  of  chemists 
in  the  Association  snowed  no  sign  of  diminution,  and  a  most- 
interesting  session  had  been  passed.  Details  were  given  of 
the  various  business  and  social  meetings  held  during  the 
session. 

The  Balance-sheet  showed  that  the  year  was  commenced 
with  a  balance  in  hand  of  11.  0s.  l±d.,  and  ended  with  a 
credit  balance  of  131.  6s.  9±d.  The  report  and  balance-sheet 
were  adopted. 

Insurance. — An  invitation  to  the  Association  to  insure 
against  the  workmen's  compensation  risks  was  received  from 
the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trades  ;  but  it  was  stated  that  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  also  have  an  insurance- 
scheme,  and  it  was  decided  to  compare  the  terms  offered  by 
the  two  organisations  before  concluding  arrangements. 

The  Election  of  Officers  was  then  proceeded  with.  Mr. 
H.  R.  Jackson  was  elected  President,  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley 
and  Mr.  J.  Gordon  were  elected  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  H.  G. 
Dutton  was  re-elected  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  M.  Firth  was  re- 
elected Secretary.  The  following  were  elected  members  of 
the  Council  :  Messrs.  A.  Hanson,  K.  Jackson,  J.  T.  Metcalfe 
and  R.  H.  Marshall. 

Opposing  Sewage-scheme.— It  was  decided  to  contribute 
51.  5s.  out  of  the  funds  towards  the  cost  of  opposing  the 
Esholt  sewage-scheme  of  the  Bradford  Corporation. 

Among  the  Communications  read  by  Mr  Priestley  was 
one  from  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  offering  a  copy 
of  Remington's  "  Pharmacy  "  for  competition. 

Messrs.  A.  Hanson  and  R.  W.  Silson  were  appointed  dele- 
gates to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Association  held  at  St.  Bride  Institute, 
Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  May  29,  Mr.  R.  C.  Welford  pre- 
sided, and  Mr.  Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner,  F.C.S.,  read  a 
paper  on  "Antiseptics  and  Disinfectants."  In  the  course 
of  his  paper  Mr.  Gardner  traced  the  history  of  antisepsis 
and  disinfection  from  Pasteur,  Koch,  and  Lister  up  to  the 
present  day.  He  defined  a  disinfectant  as  something  which 
destroys  the  life  of  a  micro-organism  and  an  antiseptic  as 
something  which  arrests  the  growth  of  bacteria.  He  divided 
disinfectants  into  three  classes  :  (1)  Those  employed  for 
surgical  or  therapeutical  purposes  internally  and  externally  ; 
(2)  those  that  can  only  be  used  for  rough  disinfecting-pur- 
poses,  as  for  drains,  stables,  etc. ;  and  (3)  the  class  of  dis- 
infectant that  may  be  used  in  surgery  or  therapeutics  but  not 
internally.  He  enumerated  some  of  the  better-known  dis- 
infectants, such  as  mineral  acids,  certain  salts  of  mineral 
acids,  certain  halogen  compounds,  sugar,  spices,  alcohol, 
many  phenolic  compounds,  the  cresols,  certain  organic  silver 
compounds,  hydrogen  peroxide,  and  chlorine.  He  urged  that 
standardisation  of  the  germicidal  properties  of  disinfectants 
is  necessary,  and  described  the  Rideal-Walker  test.  Among 
the  less  common  antiseptics  and  disinfectants  he  mentioned 
mercuric  silico-fluoride,  sodium  iodate,  quinine  lygosinate. 
urotropine,  and  hetraline.  In  the  phenylic  group  the  well- 
known  proprietaries  cyllin,  izal,  Jeyes'  fluid,  helvoline,  and 
lysol  were  referred  to,  lysol  being  stated  to  be  the  best.  The 
makers  claim  that  lysol  contains  50  per  cent,  of  cresol,  and 
this  Mr.  Gardner  corroborated,  as  one  sample  he  recently 
examined  contained  53.5  per  cent.  Reference  was  also  made 
to  the  use  of  formaldehyde,  iodoform,  and  mercuric  chloride 
in  asepsis  and  disinfection.  A  short  discussion  followed,  in 
which  the  Chairman,  Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey,  Mr.  W.  Duff,  and 
Mr.  W.  E.  Miller  took  part. 

A  Combination  Supper. 

Perhaps  the  frequent  processions  of  various  bodies  of 
French,  German,  and  English  through  the  ancient  port  to 
celebrate  the  entente  cordiale  stimulated  the  pharma- 
ceutical representatives  of  the  Dover  sharks  and  of  Turkey 
Town  (Folkestone)  to  hold  a  joint  supper  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  J.  F.  Brown,  of  Dover,  supported  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  Stainer,  of  Folkestone,  and  with  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  Walter  Hills)  as  the 
chief  guest.  Others  present  were  Messrs.  Ewell,  Ewell  jun., 
Cartwright,  Lay,  Forstcr,  Kay,  Hambrook,  and  Grover 
(all  of  Dover),  and  Messrs.  Tayler,  King,  Curtis,  Rumford, 
Brice,  Burrell,  and  Stevens  (of  Folkestone).  The  company 
met  on  May  29  in  the  handsome  restaurant  that  has  replaced 
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the  quaint  old  bun-shop  immortalised  by  Charles  Dickens 
as  the  resting-place  of  David  Copperfield  on  his  quest  for  his 
Aunt  Betsy  Trotwood.    The  menu,  which  was  the  work  of 
the  younger  members  of  the  Association,  read  as  follows  :

The  loyal  toasts  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Chairman 
gave  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society."  He  said  he  would  be 
glad  to  learn  that  the  Council  have  not  lost  sight  of  a  great 
and  growing  evil — the  number  of  unqualified  men  who  are 
carrying  on  business  in  defiance  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
He  had  learned  recently  that  twenty-three  such  cases  exist 
in  and  around  Leicester,  while  near  Walthamstow  it  was 
possible  to  count  six  within  a  comparatively  small  district. 
Mr.  Hills,  after  referring  to  the  long  association  of  Mr. 
Alexander  Bottle  with  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  the  evil  referred  to  by  the  Chairman  was  not  a 
growing  one.  It  was  not  an  infraction  of  the  law  to  carry  on 
what  was  presumably  a  chemist's  business  if  the  person  did 
not  use  a  statutory  title  or  sell  scheduled  poisons. 
He  feared  that  these  unqualified  persons  were  now  more 
frequently  in  the  habit  of  substituting  non-poisonous 
ingredients  for  scheduled  articles.  They  found  a  great 
difficulty  in  getting  the  local  authorities  to  take  legal  action 
in  these  cases.  Turning  to  Parliamentary  business,  he  said 
the  Government  Poisons  Bill  was  fourth  on  the  Orders  for 
that  night,  but  owing  to  the  Army  Bill  discussion  it  would 
probably  not  be  taken.  The  Bill  contained  some  points 
they  had  no  objection  to  and  some  points  that  they  did  not 
like.  He  still  adhered  to  the  statement  in  the  Minority 
report  that  he  signed  as  a  member  of  the  Departmental 
Committee  on  Poisons  that  there  had  not  been  shown  any 
need  for  an  alteration  in  the  regulations  for  the  sale  of 
poisons.  The  public  had  to  be  considered,  however,  and 
under  the  proposed  legislation  he  did  not  think  that  any 
great  harm  was  going  to  be  done  to  registered  men.  In 
regard  to  their  own  Bill,  it  did  not  contain  all  they  wished, 
but  as  much  as  was  possible  to  ask  for  at  present.  The 
House  of  Lords  position  showed  once  and  for  all  the  position 
of  limited  companies ;  they  would  not  be  able  in  the  present 
day  to  go  back  to  the  old  ideas  that  limited  companies  would 
not  be  allowed  to  practise  pharmacy.  In  the  absence  of  Mr. 
W.  J.  Barnes,  J. P.,  Mr.  G.  F.  Forster  proposed  "Local 
Associations,"  and  Mr.  King  replied.  Messrs.  Curtis, 
Taylor,  Price,  Ewell,  jun.,  and  Stevens  also  spoke,  and 
musical  selections  were  contributed  by  Messrs.  Brown  and 
Edwards. 

London  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  May  29,  the 
President  (Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.)  in  the  chair.  Others 
present  included  Messrs.  J.  C.  Pentney,  R.  B.  Betty,  G.  P. 
Pond,  F.  W.  Truman,  A.  E.  Pellew,  H.  Slator,  R.  Willson, 
W.  M.  Campbell,  A.  Goldthorpe,  H.  I.  Stephens,  J. 
Williams,  R.  S.  Page,  J.  Wellesley  Douglas,  and  the  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  H.  A.  Riles).  According  to  the  report  and 
financial  statement  read  by  the  Secretary,  the  membership 
of  the  Association  is  now  177.  Thirty-one  new  members 
were  added  last  year.  The  balance  in  hand  on  May  28 
(the  end  of  the  financial  year)  was  221.  Is.  6d.  Messrs.  R. 
Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend),  C.  J.  Palmer  (Twickenham), 
and  A.  W.  Bromley  (Whetstone)  having  intimated  their 
desire  to  resign  from  the  committee,  Messrs.  Henry  Slator, 
H.  I.  Stephens,  and  J.  Williams  were  elected  in  their  stead. 
The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  were  re-elected  and 
Mr.  Riles  was  reappointed  Secretary  for  as  long  as 
the  General  Purposes  Committee  may  determine,  and 
subject  to  three  months'  notice  on  either  side.  A 
motion  by  Mr.  Betty  that  Rule  5  be  altered  so  that  five 
members  form  a  quorum,  instead  of  seven  as  heretofore,  was 
carried,  with  Mr.  Pond  as  the  sole  dissentient.  A  con- 
sideration of  the  voluminous  suggestions  by  Mr.  Pond 


regarding  new  rules  caused  considerable  amusement.  Hie 
following  twelve  suggestions  regarding  the  "  duties  of  Secre- 
tary "  were  approved  and  agreed  to  en  bloc  : 

(1)  To  canvass  the  trade  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and 
bring  in  as  many  members  as  he  is  able.  (2)  The  Secretary 
shall  not  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  unless  by  the 
approval  of  the  G.P.C.  (3)  He  shall  have  the  power  to 
summon  a  committee,  according  to  the  rules,  at  any  time 
he  may  consider  it  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  Associa- 
tion. (4)  He  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  make  correct  minutes  of  the  proceedings.  He 
shall  enter  the  minutes  of  all  the  resolutions,  transactions, 
and  business  of  the  Association  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Association  in 
books  also  provided.  (5)  He  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  ali 
letters,  circulars,  and  notices  of  meetings,  and  shall  con- 
duct all  the  correspondence  and  transact  all  the  business  of 
the  Association  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  G.P-C. 
(6)  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  receipt-book  with  the  Asso- 
ciation stamp  upon  it,  and  give  receipts  for  all  moneys 
received  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  leaving  counterfoils  or 
vouchers  in  the  same  book.  (7)  He  shall  keep  a  cash-book 
in  which  he  shall  enter  all  moneys  received,  and  on  the 
opposite  side  all  moneys  paid  away.  (8)  Ho  shall  pay  to 
the  Treasurer  all  moneys  he  receives.  (9)  Ho  shall  keep  a 
Treasurer's  book  showing  the  amount  of  money  he  pays  to 
the  Treasurer,  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer ;  on  the  op- 
posite side  the  Treasurer  shall  enter  all  moneys  paid  to  the 
Secretary  and  signed  by  the  Secretary.  (10)  These  three 
books  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  all  G.P.C.  meetingB.  (11) 
The  Secretary  shall  do  all  such  other  business  as  he  may  bo 
called  upon  to  do  by  the  G.P.C.  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Association.    (12)  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  memberB. 

The  appointment  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  act  in  cases 
of  emergency  was  also  approved,  but  the  trouble  began 
when  it  came  to  the  suggestions  regarding  extending  the 
scope  of  the  Association  beyond  the  London  district.  Mr. 
Pond  has  aspirations  after  a  National  Association,  but 
members  were  against  this,  and  the  attempt  to  change  the 
title  of  the  Association  to  the  London  and  National 
Chemists'  Association  was  quite  unpopular.  However,  by 
taking  the  remaining  twenty-five  items  seriatim,  Mr.  Pond 
managed  to  have  his  way  regarding  the  eligibility  of  any 
registered  chemist  to  membership  of  the  Association,  the 
election  of  honorary  members  without  a  vote  on  payment 
of  a  half-crown  annual  subscription,  some  details  regard- 
ing the  collection  of  subscriptions,  an  attendance-book,  a 
certificate  of  membership,  an  Association  stamp,  and 
various  suggestions  regarding  the  affiliation  of  branch 
associations. 

Insurance. 

Mr.  Pond  intimated  that  he  had  recently  approached  a 
well-known  Insurance  Company  regarding  co-operative 
insurance  for  members  of  the  Association.  He  was  offered 
a  general  insurance  (inclusive  of  everything  except  life) 
at  a  reduction  of  15  per  cent,  on  the  usual  premium,  10  per 
cent,  to  go  to  the  member  insuring,  and  5  per  cent,  to  the 
funds  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Pond  was  heartily  thanked 
for  the  trouble  he  had  taken  in  the  matter,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  negotiate  with  the  company  regard- 
ing such  members  as  desired  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer. 

A  New  Association. 
Mr.  Truman  moved  that  the  Association  offer  to  assist 
Croydon  in  a  desire  that  had  been  expressed  to  form  a  local 
Chemists'  Association  there,  but,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Betty,  consideration  of  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
General  Purposes  Committee. 

Pharmacy  Legislation. 
Before  declaring  the  proceedings  closed,  Mr.  Idris  gave 
a  few  details  of  the  progress — or  non-progress  rather — of 
pharmacy  legislation.  Mr.  Winfrey  was  always  alert  and 
in  attendance  about  eleven  o'clock  on  the  nights  when  his 
Bill  was  down,  but  it  was  always  put  off  and  off.  The  same 
thing  was  happening  with  the  Government  Bill,  for, 
although  it  was  intimated  that  the  Government  intended 
putting  the  Bill  through  on  Friday  last  (May  24),  the 
Government  themselves  could  not  get  the  opportunity.  It 
was  postponed  till  Monday,  and  it  is  now  postponed  till 
Friday  (May  31).  He  (Mr.  Idris)  desired  specially 
to  impress  upon  members  of  the  London  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion the  necessity  of  bringing  all  the  influence  possible  of 
the  trade  and  of  the  public  to  bear  upon  members  of  Parlia- 
ment. Other  Government  departments  want  precedence  for 
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their  legislation,  and  the  way  to  obtain  precedence  is  to 
bring  as  much  outside  influence  as  possible  to  bear  on 
members  and  on  the  Government.  The  most  forcible 
objection  he  had  encountered  in  connection  with  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  was  the  statement  made  by  several  members  that 
the  Bill  is  intended  to  lessen  the  trade  of  the  large  co- 
operative stores.  His  reply  is  that  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Bill  to  prevent  them  trading,  or  to  cripple  their  trade.  But 
•chemists  desire  to  retain  their  titles,  and  if  the  lower-class 
stores  would  adopt  the  plan  of  the  first-class  stores,  and  have 
the  name  of  the  qualified  chemist  in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment on  the  labels,  there  would  not  be  so  much  objection. 
But  it  is  a  fact,  said  Mr.  Idris,  that  the  representa- 
tives of  these  lower-class  stores  do  influence  members  of 
Parliament  by  putting  before  them  not  their  own  case,  but 
the  case  for  the  first-class  co-operative  stores,  whose  trading- 
methods  are  not  quite  so  objectionable.  He  urged  there- 
fore that  all  outside  pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  members  of  Parliament  in  favour  of  the  legitimate 
claims  of  chemists.  Mr.  Idris  was  heartily  thanked  for  the 
work  he  is  doing  on  behalf  of  the  chemists,  and  the  proceed- 
ings terminated. 

Drug-stores  Association. 

On  Wednesday,  May  22,  a  deputation,  consisting  of  the 
President  of  the  Association  (Mr.  Walter  Huntrods)  and 
two  other  members  of  the  Council,  visited  Sheffield  and 
inaugurated  a  system  of  organisation  with  the  Sheffield 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  Childe,  Colleridge  Road,  Atter- 
cliffe.  The  deputation  afterwards  proceeded  to  Notting- 
ham, where  a  well-attended  meeting  of  retailers  was  held 
at  the  Albert  Hotel.  The  President  said  the  object  of 
the  meeting  was  to  establish  a  local  branch  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  to  give  the  members  an  account  of  their  work 
during  the  last  nine  months.  Owing  to  the  activity  of 
the  local  secretary,  Mr.  Claude  Manfull,  who  unfor- 
tunately was  absent  on  account  of  illness,  he  believed  ere 
long  that  they  would  have  a  local  association  second  only 
to  Leeds.  He  pointed  out  the  great  advantages  that  would 
accrue  to  them  by  co-operating  for  their  mutual  interests. 
A  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Association  was  given, 
which  was  fully  approved.  With  regard  to  the  Govern- 
ment Poisons  Bill,  he  believed  their  interests  would  be 
fully  protected.  During  the  discussion  which  followed 
Mr.  Hunt  suggested  (with  reference  to  a  remark  by  the 
President  about  the  meagre  reports  officially  communicated 
to  trade  journals)  that  the  Council  might  issue  a  monthly 
leaflet  whereby  the  members  would  be  better  acquainted 
with  the  amount  and  nature  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Council.  The  President  thought  the  idea  was  a  good  one, 
and  he  would  bring  it  before  the  next  Council-meeting.  He, 
however,  pointed  out  that  they  must  have  an  increased 
membership  which,  although  it  has  considerably  increased, 
is  not  as  large  as  it  ought  to  be.  He  enjoined  everyone 
present  not  only  to  join  the  Association,  but  to  devote  one 
or  two  hours  per  week  in  inducing  friends  to  join. 
After  further  discussion  a  local  association  was  formed 
consisting  of  Mr.  Claude  Manfull,  Mr.  J.  Hunt,  Mr.  T. 
Armour,  and  Mr.  J.  Hooley. 

Drusr-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Bride  Institute  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  May  28.  There  were  present  Messrs. 
Charles  Umney  (Chairman),  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer), 
Michael  Carteighe  and  A.  C.  Wootton  (trustees),  J.  G. 
Atkinson,  W.  H.  Grayson,  George  J.  Knight,  Peter  Mac- 
Ewan,  George  P.  Pond,  and  William  Johnston  (Secretary). 
The  minutes  of  the  1906  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed, 
the  Secretary  explaining  that  three  deferred  subscriptions 
amounting  to  about  137.  had  not  been  called  up,  as  the 
trustees  looked  upon  these  as  in  the  nature  of  a  reserve. 
Mr.  Johnston  then  read  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ended  May  23,  1907  : 

In  presenting  the  accounts  to  the  subscribers  the  trustees 
Slave  to  report  that  no  legal  cases  have  arisen  during  the  last 
twelve  months  in  which  they  have  thought  it  necessary  to 
■spend  any  of  the  appeal  funds  in  their  charge.  They  have 
had  one  meeting  to  consider  an  application,  but  after  long 
and  careful  consideration  they  decided  that,  although  the  case 
referred  to  was  one  of  considerable  importance  to  the  trade, 


the  circumstances  connected  with  it  rendered  it  unsuitable 
for  appeal  purposes.  It  was  thought  that  a  more  suitable 
case,  involving  the  same  legal  points,  but  without  objection- 
able features,  might  arise  at  a  future  time,  and  that  then 
would  be  the  time  to  appeal. 

Excepting  for  a  shrinkage  of  40/.  in  the  present  selling 
value  of  the  Consols  the  funds  in  the  care  of  tlie  trustees  are 
practically  the  same  as  reported  to  the  annual  meeting  in 
May  1906,  the  interest  on  the  invested  capital  having  been 
rather  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  year's  expenditure. 
The  year's  income  from  dividends  on  Consols  has  been 
15/.  12s.  4(7.,  and  the  year's  expenditure  6/.  12s.  6(7.  The  fund 
has  therefore  increased  during  the  last  twelve  months  bv 
87.  19s.  10(7.

Messrs.  Charles  Umney,  Walter  Hills,  and  W.  Johnston 
testified  by  signature  to  the  accuracy  of  the  financial  state- 
ments, and  these  and  the  annual  report  were  adopted  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  MacEwan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pond.  The 
Chairman  expressed  his  entire  agreement  with  his  co- 
trustees in  the  decision  they  had  come  to  in  the  application 
mentioned  in  the  report,  remarking  that  an  objectionable 
trade  practice  involved  in  it  would  have  confused  the 
legal  principle  which  it  was  desired  to  settle.

"T7NGLAND  is  our  best  market  for  our  pharmaceutical 
Hi  inventions,"  was  the  remark  recently  made  by  a 
director  of  one  of  the  most  important  chemical-factories  in 
Germany,  and  any  chemist  need  only  look  at  his  stock  of 
newer  preparations,  all  emanating  from  well-known  German 
factories,  to  bear  out  this  assertion.  But  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  Fatherland,  once  away  from  tho 
beaten  track  of  the  British  tourist,  the  presence  of  an 
English-made  preparation  is  looked  upon  as  a  sort  of  curio, 
and  gazed  upon  with  awe  by  the  apprentice.  Some  will  try 
to  explain  this  away  by  alluding  in  a  resigned  manner  to  the 
scientific  and  highly  specialised  work  done  in  this  direction 
by  the  world-famed  German  manufactories,  which  is 
nothing  else  but  a  lame  admission  that  England  has  not  suc- 
ceeded in  producing  preparations  which  command  the  atten- 
tion of  the  medical  profession.  Others  in  a  vague  manner 
allude  to  protection.  , 
A  study  of  the  following  figures,  taken  from  recent  prac- 
tical experience,  will  demonstrate  some  of  the  difficulties 
placed  in  the  way  of  the  English  manufacturer  who  would 
try  to  find  a  market  in  Germany  for  his  products.  A  few 
well-known  specialities  alone  have  been  chosen.  Compare 
the  wholesale  price  in  England  and  what  the  preparation 
costs  the  German  apotheker,  after  paying  for  carriage  and 
Customs  duties  :

An  increase  of  60  per  cent,  on  the  cost  price  is  the  profit 
allowed  on  specialities.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  price- 
cutting  on  all  these  lines  is  unknown. 

What  an  alluring  contrast  the  difference  between  cost  and 
retail  prices  offers  to  the  paltry  profit  of  a  few  pence  that 
falls  to  the  share  of  the  much-pitied  English  colleague !  Of 
course  such  a  state  of  affairs  precludes  the  possibility  of 
English  firms  competing  successfully  against  similar  German 
preparations  in  Germany,  although,  but  for  the  extra  cost 
(and  a  pinch  of  patriotism  thrown  in),  the  British-made 
articles  might  for  certain  reasons  be  preferred,  as  they  enjoy 
a  good  reputation. 

It  can  be  safely  affirmed  that  under  different  circum- 
stances several,  perhaps  many,  English  preparations  would 
find  a  ready  sale  in  Germany,  for  Germans,  especially 
those  of  the  better  class,  have  a  decided  predilection  for 
foreign  things.  But  to  ensure  this  the  manufacturer  must 
himself  carry  the  campaign  into  the  country,  and  must 
first  study  the  wants  and  peculiarities  of  the  country  and 
adapt  his  methods  to  them.  He  must  remember  that  the 
retailer  in  Germany  demands  a  larger  profit  than  in  Eng- 
land, and  the  cutting  of  prices  is  not  practised.  Further,  in 
the  case  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  the  apotheker  is 
practically  the  only  purveyor  to  the  public — the  druggist, 
owing  to  legal  restrictions,  handling  such  medicines  in  a 
considerably  less  degree.  The  manufacturer  must  also 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  only  by  judicious  advertising  that 
the  "foreign  article"  will  sell.  This,  to  a  surprising 
degree,  is  at  present  realised  by  Scott's  emulsion  and  Cali- 
fornian  syrup  of  figs.  Last,  and  not  least,  the  manufac- 
turer must  acquaint  himself  with  the  details  of  the  law 
and  the  Customs  regulations.  On  the  latter  point  it  is  to 
be  noted  that  duty  has  to  be  paid  in  full  both  on  bottles 
and  contents.  That  is  why  Koko  and  Owbridge's  lung- 
tonic  cost  so  much,  for  in  the  first  case  every  kilogram  costs 
3s.  duty,  and  in  the  second  5s.  Many  foreign  firms  have 
overcome  this  difficulty  by  the  simple  expedient  of  sending 
the  contents  in  bulk  and  the  receptacles  separate,  the  pre- 
paration being  put  up  in  Germany. 


If  considered  a  secret  remedy,  cost  2s.  lid.,  retail  4s.  Id. 


A  striking  example  of  a  successful  English  product  in 
Germany  is  afforded  by  Scott's  emulsion,  which  sells  ex- 
ceedingly well  in  the  Fatherland,  although  it  has  brought  a 
welcome  addition  to  many  an  apotheker  s  income  by  push- 
ing his  own  preparation  "just  as  good,  but  German." 
Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne,  Ltd.,  have  a  factory  in  Frankfurt, 
and  are  a  firm  registered  in  Germany.  They  recently  pub- 
lished a  statement  indignantly  refuting  the  accusation  of 
being  an  English  firm.  "  Their  product  is  German  and 
German  made  by  a  German  firm,"  and  the  German  now 
tries  to  pronounce  the  name  in  accordance.  Incidentally  it 
may  be  remarked  that  on  the  3s.  size  of  emulsion  they  allow  a 
profit  of  Qd.,  and  the  3s.  size  is  sold  by  the  apotheker  for  3s. 

But  the  sins  of  omission  and  commission  of  English  manu- 
facturers when  dealing  with  their  German  customers  are 
legion. 

Why  should  a  leading  English  speciality-exporting  house 
acknowledge  orders  from  Germany  written  in  English  on  a 
postcard  couched  in  French  ? 

Why  does  it  take  an  important  firm  of  brush-manufac- 
turers four  weeks  to  fill  an  order  for  six  dozen  ordinary 
tooth-brushes  ? 

Why  does  the  tabloid  firm  try  to  force  German  physicians 
to  adopt  unfamiliar  English  prescriptions  with  an  appalling 
row  of  decimals  ?  [Due  to  converting  English  weights  into 
the  metric  system.  An  apparently  trivial  matter  like  this 
has  caused  more  resentment  against  the  firm  than  it  has 
any  idea  of.] 

Upon  the  rising  generation  of  chemists  rests  the  duty  of 
proving  that  England  can  still  achieve  triumphs.  Let  them 
show  that  they  are  the  salt  of  the  earth,  and  defeat  their 
German  confrere  at  his  own  game.  To  them  it  remains  to 
prove  that  British  thoroughness  and  inventive  genius  are 
not  things  of  the  past.  An  eminent  German  professor  of 
chemistry  once  said  that  his  English  pupils  were  a  pleasure 
to  him  because  of  the  way  they  worked.  Let  them  prove  it 
by  their  future  results.  There  is  too  much  taking  German 
superiority  in  chemistry  for  granted.  Shake  that  feeling  off 
and  forge  ahead.  We  have  been  too  free  in  furnishing 
others  with  ideas  to  build  upon  ;  let  us  now  work  them  out 
ourselves. 

German  Alcohol  Ring. 

The  proposed  reconstitution  of  the  alcohol  combination,  as 
already  referred  to  in  our  issue  of  April  27  last,  appears  to 
meet  with  a  good  many  difficulties.  Considering  that  the 
date  by  which  those  distilleries  still  holding  aloof  are  re- 
quired to  join  is  near  at  hand,  the  prospects  for  the  success 
of  the  new  "ring"  are  relatively  less  favourable  than  they 
were  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  in  spite  of  the  agitation  which 
has  been  carried  on  by  the  committee  in  order  to  accelerate 
matters.  Another  effort  is  now  being  made  by  the  combina- 
tion through  all  the  provincial  sections  to  call  meetings,  at 
which  the  proposed  measures  in  connection  with  the  new 
organisation  are  being  discussed  with  those  distillers  who 
have  not  yet  joined.  According  to  the  results  attained  up  to 
May  13,  the  participation  secured  in  the  province  of  Saxony 
has  been  proportionately  the  greatest,  only  thirty-four 
potato-distilleries  not  having  joined  out  of  a  total  of  319. 
while  in  the  whole  kingdom  of  Saxony  there  is  a  total  of  530 
distilleries,  of  which  eighty-nine  were  still  holding  aloof  on 
that  date.  In  the  province  of  West  Prussia  the  figures  are 
349  and  70  respectively,  in  Brandenburg  608  against  137, 
in  Pomerania  and  Mecklenburg  516  against  131,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Silesia  628  against  157,  in  Posen  561  against  159,  and 
in  the  province  of  East  Prussia  301  against  113.  In  Southern 
Germany  the  required  amount  of  participation  has  been  by 
no  means  attained  yet ;  but  the  poorest  results  are  in  the 
districts  of  Hessen  and  Rhineland,  as  well  as  in  Hanover  and 
Schleswig-Holstein.  The  results  looked  for  shortly  may,  it 
is  suggested,  not  turn  out  so  unfavourable  as  many  were  led 
to  suppose,  although  the  "ring"  usually  likes  to  convey  the 
impression  that  things  are  bad  in  the  course  of  its  agitations. 
As  a  rule,  success  comes  at  the  last  moment.  There  are,  of 
course,  many  distillers  who  contend  that  they  secure  no  ad- 
vantage whatever  by  the  new  general  contract  against 
previous  arrangements,  and  even  hold  that  independent 
operations  would  be  more  profitable  to  them. 

It  is  reported  from  Breslau  that  the  alcohol-spirit  manu- 
facturers held  their  last  sitting  on  May  23.  The  proposal 
brought  forward  for  the  creation  of  a  uniform  "  Boonekamp- 
Etikett  "  has  been  rejected.  It  was  also  decided  to  take  steps 
that  in  lawsuits  in  connection  with  the  adulteration  of  food- 
stuffs greater  weight  be  attached  to  the  testimony  of  trade 
experts  as  in  the  case  of  authorised  chemists.  The  next  meet- 
ing has  been  arranged  to  take  place  at  Dresden.

THE  changes  which  take  place  on  June  1  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  firm  of  Sangers,  258  Euston  Road, 
London,  N.W.,  when  the  senior  partners  retire,  afforded  a 
fitting  opportunity  for  a  C.  &  D.  representative  to  obtain 
from  Mr.  Charles  Sanger  some  particulars  of  his  long  con- 
nection with  the  drug-trade.  The  interview  took  place  at 
the  Seymour  Works,  Shepherd's  Bush,  and  dealt  mainly 
with  historical  details  of  the  business.  The  exact  date  of 
the  foundation  of  the  business  has  not  been  preserved,  but 
the  reference  to  Messrs.  Sangers'  predecessors — "Bacon 
&  Co.,  Medicinal  Warehouse,  150  Oxford  Street  "—in  the 
London  Directory  for  1806,  is  a  convenient  starting-point. 
The  trade  in  proprietary  medicines   at  that  time  had 

reached  very  large  di- 
mensions, and  although 
Messrs.  Bacons'  estab- 
lishment was  probably  a 
chemist  and  druggist's 
no  doubt  a  speciality 
was  made  of  patent  and 
proprietary  articles.  It 
was  some  fifty  years 
earlier  that  we  find  the 
"Gentleman's  Maga- 
zine "  publishing  a 
classified  list  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  with 
the  places  where  they 
could  be  obtained,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  convenience  of  being 
able  to  procure  the 
various  articles  at  one 
shop  led  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  "medicinal 
warehouses."  A  Sanger  first  comes  on  the  scene  in  1810, 
when  John  Sanger  acquired  the  business  of  Bacon  &  Co.  This 
John  Sanger  was  the  grandfather  of  Mr.  Charles  Sanger, 
with  whose  retirement  we  are  now  dealing.  John  Sanger 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  John  who,  in  1862,  changed  the 
style  of  the  firm  to  John  Sanger  &  Sons  on  the  admission 
into  partnership  of  his  sons,  William  Albert  and  Charles. 
William  Albert  Sanger,  qualified  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  obtaining  the  first  Pereira  Medal  in  1861,  and  an 
interesting  note,  not  altogether  creditable  to  the  Society, 
could  be  written  about  the  circumstances  which  led  to 
a  compromise  and  the  award  of  a  bronze  medal  in  place  of 
the  proper  token.  Charles  Sanger  was  originally  articled 
to  an  architect,  but  a  serious  breakdown  resulted  in  the  per- 
manent abandonment  of  the  profession  which  he  was  par- 
ticularly adapted  for.  Although  in  his  'teens,  young 
Charles  Sanger  won  a  position  in  the  competition  for  a 
design  for  Spurgeon's  Tabernacle,  but  his  plans  were  not 
ultimately  successful.  We  mention  this,  however,  as  proof 
that  the  profession  he  had  originally  chosen  was  to  his 
liking.  When  William  Albert  and  Charles  were  taken  into 
the  firm  the  wholesale  side  of  the  business  was  initiated. 
The  beginning  was  small,  William  Albert  being  the 
traveller  and  Charles  doing  the  indoor  work.  Business  grew, 
and  in  1875  a  move  was  made  to  489  Oxford  Street,  to 
premises  eight  times  as  big  as  those  previously  occupied, 
the  retail  business  being  at  this  time  definitely  dropped. 
William  Albert  died  in  1880.  In  1892  another  move  was 
made  to  Winsley  Street,  these  premises  being  four  times  as 
large  as  the  Oxford  Street  house.  An  additional  factory 
was  opened  near  by  in  Seymour  Place,  and  afterwards 
moved  into  specially  built  premises  at  Shepherd's  Bush. 
Circumstances  last  year  again  necessitated  a  move,  and  the 
extensive  buildings,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the 
O.  <b  D.  last  October,  were  fitted  up  at  258  Euston  Road. 
The  office,  stock,  and  order  departments  have  been  working 
smoothly  for  some  months,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before 
the  Shepherd's  Bush  factory  is  also  removed  to  Euston 
Road,  thus  bringing  together  in  a  series  of  buildings  the 
most  extensive  and  complete  business  of  its  kind  in  this 
country.  For  some  years  Mr.  Charles  Sanger  has  been 
taking  but  a  nominal  part  in  the  conduct  of 
the    business,    his    sons,    Henry    and    Ernest  Sanger, 


with  other  partners,  having  been  entrusted  with 
the  running  of  the  complicated  business  machine.  It  is 
due  to  the  tact  and  generous  spirit  wTith  which  difficulties 
have  been  overcome  by  this  younger  generation  of  partners 
that  things  have  worked  so  smoothly  and  made  it  possible 
for  the  senior  partners  to  retire  without  the  effect  on  the 
business  being  felt.  Of  Mr.  Charles  Sanger's  sympathies 
with  the  retail  trade  there  is  plenty  of  evidence,  but  the 
most  notable  example  is  undoubtedly  his  support,  from  the 
commencement,  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation. It  was  Mr.  Sanger's  action  in  deciding  to  put 
Dr.  Scott's  bilious  and  liver  pills  on  the  protected  list 
that  gave  the  P.A.T.A.  a  splendid  "leg-up"  in  the  days 
when  the  fortunes  of  the  Association  wrere  far  from  rosy. 
It  cost  the  proprietors  of  Scott's  pills  a  good  deal  of  money 
at  first,  and  severely  tested  their  resolution  in  having  to 
refuse  large  orders  from  suspicious  sources,  but  in  the  long 
run  success  came,  and  to-day  the  huge  sales  of  Scott's  pills 
at  protected  prices  fully  justify  the  risks  which  were  run 
in  the  early  days  of  the  P.A.T.A.  "  It  was  a  risk,  but 
I  have  never  regretted  it,"  said  Mr.  Sanger  to  our  repre- 
sentative, "  especially  as  I  have  been  able  to  benefit  retail 
chemists,  and,  by  example,  to  bring  other  proprietors  to 
protect  the  price  of  their  proprietaries."  Much  could  bo 
said  of  the  developments  that  have  taken  place  in  recent 
years  in  Sangers'  business — new  departments  have  been 
added  to  the  original  business  of  patent-medicine  dealers, 
the  druggists'-sundries  section  being  the  most  important. 
Mr.  Charles  Sanger  retires  with  the  good  wishes  of  the  whole 
of  the  drug-trade.  We  hope  that  he  will  live  for  many 
years  to  enjoy  the  quiet  retirement  to  which  a  wyell-spent 
business  life  has  justly  entitled  him.  Mr.  E.  Percy 
Sanger,  who  is  also  retiring  on  June  1,  is  not  so  well  known 
in  the  trade.  He  has  not  been  actively  concerned  in  the 
working  of  the  firm  for  twenty  years,  his  position  having 
been  more  in  the  nature  of  a  sleeping  partner.

_  The  New  Anti  opium  Remedy.— The  "  Kew  Bulletin  "  just 
issued  announces  that  Mr.  J.  B.  Carruthers,  Director  of  Agri- 
culture, Federated  Malay  States,  has  forwarded  to  the  Kew 
Museum  from  Kuala  Lumpur  dried  specimens  of  Combretum 
sundaicum,  which  has  recently  attracted  attention  as  the 
"anti-opium  plant."  Further  specimens  of  Combretum 
sundaicum  have  been  received  at  the  Herbarium  from  Dr. 
T.  B.  Sprague.  of  Edinburgh;  these  came  from  the  Batn 
Caves  Estate,  Kuala  Lumpur,  and  were  obtained  through 
Mr.  Christopher  Meikle,  whose  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
plant  by  seeing  Chinamen  carrying  off  bundles  of  it  to  be 
used  as  an  anti-opium  remedy.  For  this  purpose  the  whole 
plant,  excepting  the  thickest  stems,  is  chopped  up  and  in- 
fused. Of  two  plants  described  in  the  Straits  "Agricultural 
Bulletin"  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Ridley  as  being  of  value  in  com- 
bating the  opium-craving,  one  appears  to  be  Combretum 
sundaicum.  It  comes  from  Kuala  Lumpur,  while  the  other, 
described  as  a  herb  from  China,  is  a  species  of  Gynura  (Com- 
posita>).  Mr.  Ridley  has  been  unable  to  distinguish  it  from 
Gynura  oval  is,  D.C.

THE  method  of  storing  hypodermic  and  other  liquids  in 
closed  glass  bulbs  or  ampoules  has  long  been  in  voguo 
in  France  and  is  coming  into  use  in  this  country.  The 
following  is  a  description  of  the  apparatus  and  method  re- 
commended by  Dr.  A.  Barille  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  ("Jour.  Phar.  et  Chim.,"  May 
1907).  The  ampoules  for  hypodermic  solutions  are  made 
of  neutral  glass  to  contain  a  cubic  centimetre,  and  are 
kept  aseptic  till  required  for  use  by  sealing  the 
drawn-out  ends  at  a  flame.  The  ampoules  are  all 
made  of  equal  length  by  means  of  a  regulator  carry- 


ing a  small  triangular  file,  as  shown  in  the  first 
sketch.  It  is  next  necessary  to  arrange  a  holder  for  the 
ampoules,  to  support  them  during  the  subsequent  operations 
of  filling  and  sterilising.  This  holder  is  made  of  two  discs 
of  nickelled  copper,  with  a  disc  of  indiarubber  between  the 
whole  being  perforated  with  holes  to  take  the  closed  ends  of 
the  stems  of  the  ampoules.  In  the  centre  and  at  the  edges 
there  are  upright  bars  by  which  the  disc  can  be  adjusted. 
The  solutions  to  be  filled  into  the  tubes  are,  in  those  cases 
where  heat  is  not  permissible,  sterilised  in  the  apparatus 
figured.  A  vacuum  is  made  by  connecting  the  tube  v 
to  a  vacuum-pump,  and  the  liquid  to  be  sterilised  is  drawn 
from  r  to  the  vessel  r  through  the  Chamberland  candle  b. 


If  the  solution  is  not  to  be  sterilised  by  this  method  it  is 
placed  directly  in  the  flask  f,  which  is  connected  with  the 
bell-jar  containing  the  ampoules  by  means  of  the  tube  s. 
A  modified  arrangement  is  employed  in  the  case  of  volatile 
liquids,  a  vessel  like  the  separator  used  in  alkaloidal  estima- 
tions being  fixed  directly  over  the  bell-jar  The  ampoules 
are  placed  in  the  holder  and  so  adjusted  that  the  open  ends 
nearly  touch  the  bottom  of  a  flat  round  jar.  The  holder  is 
then  put  beneath  the  bell-jar  and  the  tube  s  passed  through 
the  cork.  The  taps  t  and  w  being  closed,  a  vacuum  is 
made  by  means  of  the  tap  x.  When  the  manometer  marks 
70  cm.,  x  is  closed  and  t  is  gently  opened  to  allow  sufficient 
liquid  to  run  into  the  vessel  beneath  the  ampoul<  -holder. 
1  is  then  closed  and  -w  opened,  sterile  air  being  thus  ad- 
mitted through  the  tube  z  to  the  bell-jar,  with  the  result 
that  the  liquid  is  sucked  up  into  the  ampoules.  The  bell-jar 
is  then  raised,  the  holder  reversed  so  that  the  open  ends 
of  the  ampoules  are  uppermost,  the  holder  replaced,  and  the 
vacuum  re-made  with  the  object  of  sucking  out  the  liquid 
from  the  extremities  of  the  ampoules,  so  that  they  can  be 
sealed  without  danger  of  bursting  or  of  obtaining  charred 
organic  matter  in  the  tube.  Finally,  liquids  that  will  stand 
heat  are  sterilised  in  an  autoclave  at  115°  to  120°  C,  or 
pasteurised  at  70°  to  80u,  as  the  case  may  require.

rpHE  summer  meeting  of  this  Council,  being  the  eighty- 
X  fifth  session,  commenced  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
Oxford  Street,  W.,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  28. 

Four  well-known  members,  three  of  them  among  the 
most  prominent  of  the  Council,  were  missing.  Dr.  Bruce, 
one  of  the  oldest  members,  and  formerly  direct  representa- 
tive for  Scotland,  was  not  heard  very  often,  but  his  sagacious 
counsels  were  always  listened  to  with  respect,  though  he  was 
frequently  in  the  minority.  Sir  V.  Horsley  and  Mr.  G. 
Brown,  direct  representatives  for  England  and  Wales,  took 
part  in  nearly  every  debate ;  the  latter,  indeed,  was  more 
often  on  his  feet  than  anyone  else,  and  the  discussions  will  be

duller  for  his  absence.  Dr.  Henry  Langley  Browne,  Presi- 
dent of  the  British  Medical  Association,  has  been  elected 
direct  representative  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Sir  V.  Horsley  ;  he  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Saundby. 
Dr.  Leonard  Strong  McManus  and  Dr.  Henry  Arthur 
Latimer,  who  succeed  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Jackson,  were

introduced  by  Sir  John  Williams.  Dr.  Norman  Purvis 
Walker  is  the  direct  representative  for  Scotland  in  place  of 
Dr.  Bruce,  and  he  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Hodsdon.  An 
unusually  long 

Address  by  the  President 
(Dr.  Donald  MacAlister)  was  delivered.  He  referred  to  the 
changes  in  the  Council,  as  noted,  and  paid  tributes  to  Mr. 
George  Brown,  Mr.  Jackson,  and  Dr.  Bruce,  and  gave  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  new  members.  Then, 
amid  applause,  Dr.  MacAlister  said  he  had  been  unex- 
pectedly called  by  his  Majesty  to  be  the  resident  head  of 
the  University  of  Glasgow,  adding  that  the  University  of 
Cambridge  desired  him  to  complete  the  term  of  five  years  for 
which  he  was  last  re-elected  by  the  Senate.  The  President 
then  touched  upon  the  programme  of  the  session.  First  he 
referred  to  the  Edinburgh  University  Ordinance  making 
certain  changes  in  the  course  of  study  and  examinations  for 
medical  degrees,  as  to  which  the  Lord  President  of  the 
Council  invites  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  Medical 
Council.  Next  he  intimated  that  the  Executive  Committee 
has  granted  recognition  to  Nova-Scotian  medical  degrees 
and  diplomas,  with  the  result  that  Canadian  medical 
graduates  who  hold  these  are  now  eligible  for  commissions 
in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps.    Referring  to  the  Inter- 


national Agreement  respecting  the  unification  of  the  pharma- 
copoaial  formulas  for  potent  drugs,  Dr.  MacAlister  said  : 
In  drawing  up  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  it  will  be  incum- 
bent on  the  Council,  in  the  paramount  interest  of  inter- 
national uniformity  and  of  public  safety,  to  make  certain 
changes  in  the  formulas  for  a  few  poisonous  drugs  and 
preparations.  The  changes  involved  may  not  in  all  cases 
be  deemed  improvements,  and  if  our  own  insular  con- 
venience only  were  in  question  might  not  at  once  be  ap- 
proved ;  but  they  are  probably  fewer  and  less  important 
than  other  countries  will  be  constrained  under  the  agree- 
ment to  make  in  the  common  interest  of  all.  The  reserva- 
tion to  introduce  such  modifications  in  detail  as  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  progress  may  render  necessary,  enables 
the  Council,  as  the  authority  statutably  responsible  for  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  to  modify  the  letter  while  observ- 
ing the  spirit  of  the  agreement,  so  as  to  keep  pace  with 
the  progress  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical  science.  The 
Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  have  had  the  agree- 
ment under  consideration,  and  have  presented  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  a  valuable  report  on  the  changes 
required  to  give  it  effect. 

Reference  was  next  made  to  Medical  and  Dental  Surgery 
Bills,  as  to  which  the  Registrar  and  legal  advisers  are  en- 
gaged in  preparing  a  statement  of  the  evidence  for  sub- 
mission to  the  Select  Committee. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries  Bill  includes  certain  amend- 
ments suggested  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  British  Medical  Association  has  decided  that  the 
Association  should  act  as  complainant  in  cases  which  might 
require  to  be  brought  before  the  Medical  Council  :  and  as 
many  members  of  the  Council  (and  of  the  Penal  Cases  Com- 
mittee) are  members  of  the  Association,  Dr.  MacAlister  con- 
sulted legal  advisers,  who  are  familiar  with  the  dicta  of  the 
Lords  Justices  in  cases  (such  as  Leeson's  and  Allinson's) 
where  the  suspicion  of  bias  or  prejudice  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  Council  has  been  alleged  as  a  ground  of 
appeal  against  its  decisions.  Their  advice  is  that  the  proper 
course  to  be  taken  by  a  member  of  the  Council,  who  belongs 
to  the  Association,  is  not  merely  to  withdraw  from  the 
decision  of  a  case  in  which  the  Association  acts  as  com- 
plainant, but  to  withdraw  from  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion altogether.  In  this  connection  Dr.  MacAlister  gave  the 
following  illustration  : 

A  formal  complaint  against  a  practitioner  had  been 
lodged  at  the  office  by  a  branch  of  the  Association,  and 
the  documents  awaited  my  consideration  in  pursuance  of 
the  standing  orders.  As  your  President,  I  could  not  take 
even  the  first  step  towards  a  judicial  inquiry  so  long  as  I 
remained  a  member  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
I  therefore,  without  delay,  sent  in  my  resignation  to  the 
General  Secretary.  So  soon  as  my  resignation  takes  effect 
I  shall  be  able  to  look  at  the  complaint ;  but  I  shall  not  be 
able  to  take  the  advice  of  the  Penal  Cases  Committee  upon 
the  matter  until  the  other  members  have  also  ceased  to  be 
connected  with  the  Association. 

I  have  made  the  foregoing  statement,  after  careful  reflec- 
tion, because  it  seems  to  me  of  the  highest  importance  that 
members  of  the  Council  should  be  cognisant  of  the  position 
resulting  from  the  decision  of  the  representative  meeting 
of  the  Association.  If  that  decision  becomes  operative,  as 
regards  either  the  central  body  or  its  branches,  we  who  take 
any  part  in  judicial  inquiries  have,  in  my  opinion,  no 
choice  but  to  sever  our  connection  with  the  Association. 
However  slight  our  connection  may  be,  circumstances  might 
at  any  moment  arise  in  relation  to  an  inquiry  wherein  the 
Association  was  interested,  which  might  be  held  to  affect  the 
impartiality  of  our  judgment,  and  so  to  invalidate  our 
decision. 

A  striking  diminution  in  the  number  of  complaints  con- 
cerning misconduct  in  a  professional  respect  is  a  satisfactory 
feature  of  the  present  year,  he  continued,  and  speaking  of 
certain  decisions  given  recently  in  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  in  connection  with  the  Council's  judgment 
in  an  inquiry  held  last  year,  the  President  said  : 

These  have  raised  legal  questions  of  interest  regarding 
the  scope  and  meaning  of  the  statutory  phrase  "  infamous 
or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.''  The 
Chancery  decisions  do  not  in  form  impugn  the  judgment 
of  the  Council,  or  call  in  question  its  jurisdiction  ;  but  some 
of  the  points  involved  concern  us  so  closely  that  I  have  asked 
the  Council's  solicitor  to  prepare  a  memorandum  on  the 
subject  for  our  information.  As  we  are  advised  that  an 
appeal  against  the  judgments  is  in  progress,  and  as  the  cases 
are  therefore  sub  judice,  I  propose  that  the  memorandum 
should  be  communicated  to  the  Council  in  camera. 
After  some  remarks  about  committee-work  the  President

mentioned  that  the  election  cost  870^. ,  and  this  left  a  net 
balance  of  40/.  on  the  year's  finance. 

The  yearly  tables  of  professional  examinations  were  re- 
ceived and  entered  on  the  minutes,  Dr.  Ball  commenting  on 
the  fact  that  chemistry  and  physics  are  the  stumbling-block 
of  students,  twenty-eight  being  rejected  in  these  subjects. 

Dublin  Apothecaries'  Licence. 

The  following  motion,  lost  last  session  on  a  technicality 
(it  was  passed,  but  the  number  of  non-voters  prevented  the 
majority  from  being  representative  of  the  Council),  was 
brought  up  again  by  Sir  John  Moore,  representative  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Ireland  : 

That  the  Governor  and  Court  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall, 
Dublin,  be  requested  to  furnish  for  the  information  of  the 
Council,  a  statement  showing,  in  reference  to  the  Final 
or  Qualifying  examination  of  that  body,  the  number  of 
candidates  who  have  presented  themselves  in  each  year 
since  the  appointment  of  assistant  examiners  in  surgery 
by  the  Council  in  May  1897;  the  number  of  candidates 
who  have  been  successful ;  the  subjects  in  which  they 
presented  themselves ;  the  number  rejected ;  and  the 
number  of  times  each  rejected  candidate  has  been  re- 
examined. 

There  was  a  little  passage  at  arms  between  Sir  John  and  Dr. 
Adye-Curran,  representative  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  the 
latter  protesting  that  Sir  John  was  not  justified  in  going  into 
ancient  history  to  blacken  the  annals  of  the  institution. 
Sir  John  maintained  that  it  was  quite  time  for  the  Council 
to  consider  the  results  of  the  system,  which  had  been  at  work 
for  ten  years,  and  decide  whether  it  should  go  on  indefinitely. 
For  the  last  six  years  an  average  of  seven  only,  or  21  per 
cent.,  have  passed.  The  number  of  exemptions,  which  is 
very  large,  should  also,  he  thought,  be  inquired  into.  His 
family  had  been  associated  with  the  Hall  since  1791,  and  he 
did  not  wish  to  say  a  word  against  it.  (Oh,  oh  !)  But 
now,  unfortunately,  it  had  changed  its  policy  and  insisted 
on  turning  out  medical  practitioners,  not  satisfied  with 
pharmacists  and  compounders  of  drugs. 

Dr.  Adye-Curran  declared  that  no  pains  have  been  spared 
to  keep  the  examination  up  to  date — there  is  no  stitter  one  in 
Ireland — and  the  reports  of  the  examiners  have  lately  been 
entirely  favourable.  Dr.  McVail  (Privy  Council  nominee), 
Mr.  Morris  (R.C.S.Eng.),  and  Sir  Christopher  Nixon 
(R.U.I.)  also  defended  the  examinations,  though  Sir  Chris- 
topher added  that  he  would  be  very  glad  to  see  the  Hall 
revert  to  its  original  function.  The  motion  was  lost,  ten 
voting  for,  thirteen  against,  and  nine  not  voting. 

Sir  Lambert  Ormsby  and  Mr.  F.  Conway  Dwyer  were 
appointed  assistant  examiners  in  surgery  to  the  Hall  for  two 
and  four  years  respectively.  Mr.  H.  Percy  Dean  was 
appointed  to  a  similar  position  to  the  Apothecaries'  Society 
of  London. 

After  agreeing  with  the  Executive  Committee's  action  in 
recognition  of  Nova-Scotian  degrees  and  diplomas, 

Dental  Business 
was  taken  up.  With  regard  to  the  Standing  Order  relative 
to  this  business,  the  Executive  Committee  stated  that  they 
propose  in  future  to  report  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time 
only  such  matters  as  may  seem  of  sufficient  importance. 
This,  said  the  President,  would  save  the  Council  time  and 
would  also  save  printing.    It  was  accordingly  agreed  to. 

The  Council  then  went  into  committee. 

On  resuming,  the  President  announced  that  the  Council 
had  resolved  to  direct  the  Registrar  to  restore  to  the  Medical 
Register  the  name  of  Hugh  Stanley  Revell. 


Wednesday's  Business. 

On  the  assembling  of  the  Council  on  Wednesday,  Dr. 
Little  asked  for  an  authoritative  statement  from  the 
President  on  a  point  of  procedure  illustrated  by  the  vote  on 
the  previous  day  on  Sir  John  Moore's  motion.  In  this  case 
ten  voted  for  and  thirteen  against  the  motion,  but  as  nine 
did  not  vote  at  all  the  motion  would  have  been  equally  lost 
if  the  figures  had  been  reversed.  According  to  the  Act, 
members  could  annihilate  their  votes  only  by  leaving  the 
room,  and  a  nnn-vnte  was  counted  as  antagonistic.  The 
President  said  that  Dr.  Little  correctly  interpreted  the  Act, 
but  the  rule  obtained  in  the  Council  that  non-votes  were 
not  counted. 


Penal  Cases. 

George  Covey,  M.R.C.S.,  L.S.A.,  1  Heathcote  Street, 
Mecklenburgh  Square,  London,  W.C.,  was  convicted  at  the 
North  London  Sessions,  on  April  23,  1907,  of  obtaining 
money  by  false  pretences  and  of  obtaining  money  by  fraud 
while  being  an  undischarged  bankrupt.  Mr.  Covey  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Council,  in  which  he  said  that  he  had 
been  forty  years  in  the  profession,  and  hoped  that  they 
would  deal  leniently  with  him,  but  his  name  was  ordered  to 
be  erased  from  the  Medical  Register. 

Andrew  Dunn  Turner,  M.B.,  CM.,  71  Marina,  St. 
Leonards-on-Sea,  was  convicted  at  Lewes  Assizes,  on 
November  21,  1906,  of  unlawfully,  maliciously,  and 
scandalously  writing  and  publishing  an  obscene  letter.  This 
was  the  ground  of  the  charge  of  infamous  conduct  against 
him.  A  well  and  pathetically  expressed  letter  which  he 
accused  had  addressed  to  the  Council  was  read  by  the 
Solicitor.  The  Council,  after  five  minutes  in  camera, 
decided  to  erase  his  name  from  the  Medical  Register. 

Some  amusement  was  roused  during  the  hearing  of  the 
case  of  Edward  John  Havens,  M.R.C.S.,  L.S.A.,  of  East 
Donyland,  Colchester.  Mr.  Havens  has  been  convicted 
twice  of  misdemeanour  and  once  for  being  drunk  and  dis- 
orderly, the  cases  being  referred  to  in  detail.  Minor 
matters,  such  as  firing  a  revolver  on  the  high  road,  refusing 
to  quit,  dashing  two  of  the  visitors'  chairs  at  Clacton  over 
the  cliff,  were  also  spoken  of.  Mr.  Havens  made  a  rambling, 
almost  inaudible,  statement  as  to  the  animus  against  him. 
Clacton,  he  said,  was  so  extremely  dull  out  of  the  season 
that  the  inhabitants  were  glad  of  the  slightest  pretext  for 
excitement,  and  made  the  most  of  anything.  In  reply  to  a 
question  from  the  chair,  Mr.  Havens  said  that  he  had  not 
practised  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years.  Possibly  this 
last  statement  induced  the  Council  to  take  a  lenient  view, 
for  after  some  little  time  in  camera  the  President  announced 
that  further  consideration  of  the  case  would  be  postponed 
till  next  session. 

James  Marston,  dentist,  the  Shrubbery,  East  Howe, 
Bournemouth,  was  convicted  of  bigamy  at  the  Dorset  Assizes 
in  January  1906,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprison- 
ment with  hard  labour.  His  name  was  ordered  to  be  erased 
from  the  Dentists'  Register.  The  same  course  was  adopted 
in  the  case  of  T.  W  .F.  Stewart,  dentist,  who  on  Novem- 
ber 21,  1906,  was  convicted  at  Lewes  Assizes  of  feloniously 
embezzling  several  sums  of  money. 

In  the  case  of  W.  H.  Moseley  and  James  Parkinson,  who 
among  others,  were  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Council 
last  session  in  consequence  of  their  connection  with  Foley, 
Ltd.,  it  was  found  that  since  they  had  both  parted  with 
their  shares  in  the  company,  and  have  respectively 
practised  at  Ipswich  and  at  Uxbridge  Road  independently 
of  the  company,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  their  pro- 
fessional conduct  in  the  interval  has  been  otherwise  than 
satisfactory.  Their  names,  therefore,  remain  on  the 
Dentists'  Register. 

The  Council  sat  privately  for  some  time,  and  on  returning 
the  impasse  in  regard  to  the 

British  Medical  Association  ~ 
was  referred  to  on  a  report  from  the  Executive  Commitee 
which  had  resolved  in  accordance  with  the  terms  used  by 
the  President  in  the  course  of  his  address.  This  report  was 
adopted,  and  a  copy  of  it  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  British 
Medical  Association. 

Several  other  minor  items  were  disposed  of. 


Thursday's  programme  included  a  report  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee  and  appointment  of  the  members  thereoT, 
which,  with  other  matters,  will  be  reported  in  our  next.

and  other  bright  things  that  the  "Grand"  always  contains. 

The  Soap-plant. — The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Konia  reports 
that  the  big  tuberous  root  of  the  soap-plant,  which  grows  also 
in  Somaliland  and  Syria,  is  used  at  Konia  for  the  finer  kinds 
of  washing,  such  as  embroideries.  It.  contains  no  oil,  and  its 
price  is  1  piastre  per  5  kilos.  The  Vice-Consul  is  not  aware 
if  this  root  is  of  any  use  to  soap-makers  in  the  United  King- 
dom.

A DEPRESSED  tone  has  prevailed  in  most  business-circles 
this  week,  and  murmurs  of  discontent  at  the  dull  state 
of  trade  generally  have  been  more  frequent.  This  feeling 
may  be  engendered  by  the  fact  that  buyers  are 
already  anticipating  the  end  of  the  half-year  by 
•curtailing  their  wants.  Crude  drugs  have  naturally 
been  quiet,  in  view  of  the  auctions  to  be  resumed 
next  week.  Quinine  is  without  feature,  the  next 
move  depending  on  the  bark-shipments  for  May.  Opium 
seems  to  have  reached  the  top  for  the  moment  and  is  quiet. 
The  new  otto  of  rose  is  likely  to  be  dearer,  as  the  crop  has 
suffered  slightly  from  inclement  weather.  Cascara  sagrada 
is  firmer  and  in  fair  demand.  American  peppermint  oil  is 
slow  and  easier.  Lemon  oil  is  firm.  Castor  oils  are  tending 
higher,  especially  French.  Linseed  oil  is  dearer.  Fenu- 
greek-seed is  firmer,  but  Morocco  coriander  is  a  shade  easier. 
Galls  and  tragacanth  are  quiet.  In  heavy  chemicals  sulphate 
of  ammonia  has  improved,  but  sulphate  of  copper  (Liver- 
pool) and  benzols  are  easier.  Other  changes  include  an 
advance  in  German  alcohol  and  a  decline  in  crude  and 
regulus  antimony,  isinglass,  turpentine,  and  platinum. 
Glycerin  and  caffeine  are  firm.  The  table  as  shown  below 
represents  the  principal  fluctuations  of  the  week  :

Cablegrams. 

Bergen,  May  29  :— The  total  catch  of  cod  for  the  whole 
of  Norway  since  the  opening  of  the  season  now  amounts  to 
43,410,000,  against  39,635,000  for  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year.  The  yield  of  steam-refined  oil  is  36,406  barrels, 
against  31,803  barrels  at  the  same  time  of  1906.  The  fishing 
at  West  Finmarken  is  now  closing,  but  that  at  East  Fin- 
marken  is  proving  satisfactory.  Market  is  quiet,  with 
finest  non-congealing  cod-liver  oil  offering  at  62s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen. 

N  ew  York,  May  29  : — Business  in  drugs  is  quiet.  Opium 
is  slow  at  $3.90  per  lb.  for  druggists'.  Quinine  sulphate  is 
easier  at  17c.  per  oz.  for  German.  Balsam  copaiba  is  lower 
at  65c.  per  lb.  for  pure  South  American.  Balsam  Peru  is 
firm  at  $2.25  per  lb.,  and  American  peppermint  oil  in  tins  is 
weaker  at  $1.60  per  lb.,  being  a  reduction  of  a  further  15c. 
Ipecacuanha  has  declined  to  $1.65  for  Rio.  Menthol  is 
weak  at  $2.35  per  lb. 


Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  little  that  is  of  special  importance  to  report  re- 
garding the  position  of  heavy  chemicals.  General  demand  is 
perhaps  a  shade  fuller,  exports  particularly  being  good,  and 
especially  so  to  more  northern  ports.  With  the  prices  of  fuel 
and  raw  materials  generally  continuing  on  the  firm  side,  the 
prices  of  manufactured  products  are  very  firm,  and  any 
tendency  towards  alteration  in  values  is  rather  in  an  upward 
direction  than  otherwise. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — There  is  a  slightly  better  tone  in 
this  market,  and  the  demand  for  prompt  delivery  is  distinctly 
better.  An  improved  feeling  as  regards  forward  business  on 
the  basis  of  present  prices  is  also  apparent.  Present  nominal 
figures :  Beckton.

Alkali-produce. — Bleaching-powder  is  in  increased  demand, 
and  steady  at  42.  10s.  to  42.  15s.  per  ton  for  softwood  casks 
free  on  rails.  For  export  the  price  runs  52.  to  52.  10s.  per  ton, 
f.o.b.  Liverpool  or  Tyne,  according  to  market.  Caustic  soda 
also  is  moving  better,  especially  against  existing  contracts, 
76  to  77  per  cent.  102.  10s.  to  102."  12s.  6(2.,  70  per  cent.  92.  15s. 
to  92.  17s.  6(2.,  and  60  per  cent.  82.  15s.  to  87.  17s.  6(2.  per  ton. 
Ammonia  alkali  continues  in  good  average  demand  and  does 
not  fluctuate  from  its  steady  position  at  47.  10s.  to  42.  15s.  per 
ton  in  bags  free  on  rails.  Soda  crystals  are  steady  at  un- 
changed rates  of  62s.  6(2.  to  65s.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Tyne,  and 
67s.  6(2.  per  ton,  f.o.b:  Liverpool.  Saltcake  continues  to 
maintain  a  strong  tone  at  40s.  to  42s.  6(2.  per  ton  free  on  rails 
in  bags.  Bicarbonate  of  soda  steady  at  61.  7s.  6(2.  to  62.  12s.  6(2. 
per  ton  in  large  casks,  and  62.  12s.  6(2.  to  67.  17s.  6(2.  per  ton 
in  1-cwt.  kegs,  f.o.b.  Liverpool.  Chlorates  of  potash  and  soda 
are  in  fair  demand  at  3^(2.  to  34(2.  per  lb.,  according  to  quan- 
tity, etc.  Yellow  prussiates  of  potash  and  soda  respectively 
6|(2.  to  6§(2.  and  4^(2.  to  4§(2.  per  lb.  Hyposulphite  of  soda  is 
now  in  somewhat  better  supply,  at  any  rate  as  regards  the 
ordinary  crystals.

Continental  Markets. 

Calabar  Beans. — A  brisk  demand  has  arisen  on  all  sides 
within  the  past  few  days,  and  values  have  been  increased  by 
about  30  to  35  per  cent.  Eight  or  ten  days  ago  100  kilos,  could 
be  bought  for  55m.  to  60m.,  whereas  now  80m.  is  easily  ob- 
tained. There  are  no  stocks  in  first-hand  at  present,  and  it 
is  somewhat  difficult  to  estimate  the  second-hand  supply,  but 
it  can  harly  amount  to  more  than  about  12  to  15  tons.  Prices 
in  second-hand  are  now  100m.  per  100  kilos. 

Carnauba  Wax. — After  a  temporary  lull  the  Hamburg 
market  again  shows  a  firmer  tendency  ;  fatty  grey  in  particular 
has  been  in  more  demand,  although  there  have  been  no  large 
transactions.  Present  quotations  are  320m.  for  current  grey 
and  340m.  for  fatty  grey,  ex  warehouse.  Yellow  qualities 
maintain  their  former  prices,  which  are  low  in  comparison 
with  the  higher  quotations  for  fatty  grey. 

Cassla  Fistula. — East  Indian  in  baskets  is  quoted  22s.  to 
25s.  for  selected  quality,  and  good  fresh  natural  13s.  to  20s. 
per  cwt.,  c.i.f. 

Chamomiles. — Goods  from  German  sources  cannot  yet  be 
counted  upon,  but  the  Hungarian  production,  which  is  usually 
to  hand  at  this  time,  has  still  not  arrived  on  the  German 
markets.  Owing  to  unfavourable  weather  which  prevailed 
both  in  Hungary  and  Germany,  serious  apprehensions  are 
entertained  as  to  this  year's  production. 

Cubebs. — The  Amsterdam  market  is  firm,  and  with  small 
imports  the  stock  is  decreasing.  Superior  are  quoted  60s., 
blue  natural  52s.,  coarse  42s.,  and  fair  35s.  to  40s.  per  cwt. 

Ergot. — As  there  has  been  a  small  ostlet  only  for  some  time 
past,  efforts  are  being  made  to  force  prices  down  still  further 
by  cheap  offers.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  be  success- 
ful in  view  of  the  small  stock  in  Russia  and  also  on  the  Ham- 
burg market,  especially  as  holders  in  the  latter  market  are 
highly  limited  for  their  goods  on  consignment.  Small  lots 
of  low  orgotin-content  (of  Siberian  origin)  have  been  cheaply 
disposed  of.  Spot  (Hamburg)  goods  (not  from  Siberia)  are 
quoted  at  2.10m.  and  for  shipment  at  2m.  per  kilo.  net. 

Glycerin. — Thero  has  been  an  advance  owing  to  reasons 
previously  stated.  The  position  should  be  clearly  understood 
In  consequence  of  the  low  prices  which  have  prevailed  for 
some  time,  the  present  advance  is  supported  in  every  way,  and 
even  competition  gives  way  to  this  general  endeavour  to 
secure  better  conditions. 

Lycopodium. — The  demand  has  been  somewhat  brisker  in 
Germany,  but  at  the  same  time  there  has  also  been  abundant 
offers  from  Russia.  In  view  of  the  high  prices  caution  should 
be  exercised,  as  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  demand  will  still 
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increase;  moreover,  there  is  still  a  considerable  quantity  on 
the  market,  and  if  the  crop  bo  abundant — a  question  which 
cannot  yet  be  determined — prices  are  almost  certain  to  decline. 
Present  quotations  are  425m.  to  440m.  per  100  kilos. 

Qtjillaia. — The  only  offers  come  from  Chili  at  49m.  to  51m., 
c.  i.f.  Hamburg.  These  prices,  abnormal  as  they  are,  point  to 
a  further  rise,  and  consumers  would  be  well  advised  to  cover 
their  needs  for  the  summer  in  good  time. 

Sandalwood  is  quoted  at  very  firm  prices  from  Amster- 
dam for  Macassar  wood.  Superior  sound  quality  in  logs  is 
quoted  _50s.,  prime  quality  in  logs  40s.,  and  roots  35s.  per 
cwt.,  c.i.f. 


Acid,  Citric,  remains  very  firm,  foreign  make  offering 
at  from  2s.  to  2s.  0±d.,  and  English  at  2s.  Id.  to  2s.  2d. 
according  to  maker. 

Alcohol. — Reports  from  Germany  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  world's  demand  for  spirit  is  so  great  that  the  "  Centrale  " 
has  been  compelled  to  raise  prices  for  export  by  fully  Id. 
per  proof  gal. 

Aloes. — There  is  still  a  good  inquiry  for  aloes,  especially 
Curacao,  and  some  quantity  has  been  sold  to  arrive.  Ninety 
boxes  of  Curacao  have  arrived,  but  no  other  description. 
The  exports  from  Cape  Colony  during  March  1907 
amounted  to  29,593  lb.  (274/.),  against  34,861  (223/.) 
in  March  1906.  During  the  three  months  ending  March 
1907  exports  have  been  86,994  lb.  (755/.),  against  126,387  lb. 
(882/.)  in  1906,  or  39,393  lb.  less. 

Aniseed. — Russian  is  slow  at  23s.  to  23s.  6c7.  per  cwt.  on 
the  spot. 

Antimony  is  lower,  with  sellers  of  Chinese  crude  on  the 
spot  at  45/.  per  ton,  and  a  small  business  has  been  done  at 
this  price.  Bcgulus  is  also  lower  at  from  72/.  to  76/.  in 
large  quantities. 

Asafetida. — A  fair  quantity  of  new  arrivals  will  pro- 
bably be  offered  at  auction  next  week,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  demand  will  be  good.  Fair  medium  descriptions 
have  been  selling  recently  at  60s.  to  65s.  per  cwt.  for  export, 
at  which  prices  there  are  further  buyers. 

Benzoin  has  been  quieter  pending  next  week's  auction, 
but  the  tone  is  firm.  Of  Siam  66  cases,  mostly  pea  and  bean 
size,  have  arrived,  also  90  cases  of  Sumatra. 

Benzols  are  easier  at  10c/.  to  10^cZ.  per  gal.  for  50  per  cent, 
and  10c?.  to  lO^cZ.  for  90  per  cent. 

Caffeine.— The  market  is  firm  at  from  lis.  3d.  to  12s. 
per  lb.  for  the  pure  crystals,  and  the  B.P.  Citrate  at  from 
8s.  6d.  to  9s.  3cZ.  as  to  quantity.  There  has  been  some  talk 
of  an  advance,  but  nothing  of  a  definite  nature  has  transpired. 

Camphor. — The  crude  market  is  quiet,  most  sellers  asking 
300s.  for  Chinese  crude  on  the  spot.  Refined  continues  in 
good  inquiry,  the  price  of  1-oz.  English  tablets  being 
4s.  I0±d.,  bells  4s.  9c/.,  and  flowers  4s.  8c/.,  at  which  prices 
small  orders  can  be  executed,  and  for  Japanese  1-oz.  4s.  9d. 
has  been  paid  on  the  spot. 

Canary-seed  is  firm,  with  a  fair  business  passing,  princi- 
pally in  Mazagan,  at  38s.  to  38s.  6c/.  per  quarter. 

Cannabis  Indica. — A  New  York  report  dated  May  13 
states  that  some  of  the  new  crop  is  on  the  way  to  that 
market  from  Bombay,  and  is  expected  to  arrive  in  three  or 
four  weeks;  the  price  will  be  $1.25  to  $1.40,  as  to  quantity. 

Caraway-seed  is  unchanged  at  31s.  6d.  to  32s.  6d.  per 
cwt.  for  ordinary  to  good  Dutch  on  the  spot. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  firmer,  with  fair  spot  sales  at  40s. 
to  42s.  6d.,  according  to  quantity,  and  for  shipment  a  few 
tons  have  been  sold  at  about  40s.,  c.i.f.  terms,  but  to-day 
41s.  66?.,  c.i.f.,  is  asked  for  sailer  shipment.  Holders  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  are  very  firm,  and  ask  much  higher  rates  than 
the  foregoing.  According  to  private  advices,  it  is  stated 
that  wages  in  San  Francisco  are  the  highest  in  the  world  at 
present,  in  which  case  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  labour  for 
bark-peeling  unless  very  high  prices  are  paid  for  it. 

In  reporting  on  the  trade  of  the  states  of  Oregon,  Washing- 
ton, and  Idaho  during  1906,  the  British  Consul  states  "  There 
was  a  smaller  demand  for  cascara  sagrada,  and  prices  were 
very  low.  The  article  sold  in  April  at  l^d.  per  lb.,  but  ad- 
vanced later  to  2d.  for  1906  bark  and  2£tf.  for  old.  The 
amount  gathered  in  1906  is  said  to  have  been  only  about 
200  tons  [there  is  said  to  be  practically  no  1906  crop  now  left. — 
Ed.],  with  stocks  of  old  of  about  250  tons.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  there  was  more  demand  for  Europe,  and  3ic7.  was  paid. 
Of  late  years,  owing  to  a  heavy  demand  at  high  prices,  a 


large  proportion  of  available  trees  have  been  killed  off,  as  the 
trees  die  after  peeling." 

Cinchona. — The  auction  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam  on 
June  13  will  consist  of  11,190  packages,  comprising  9,334 
packages  Ledgeriana,  officinalis  and  hybrid,  also  366  cases 
and  1,490  bales  Succirubra.  Forty-four  packages  Java 
coca-leaves  will  also  be  offered.  The  first-hand  stock  at 
Amsterdam  on  May  23  consisted  of  3,785  packages  Govern- 
ment and  11,809  packages  private  bark,  making  a  total  of 
15,674  packages,  inclusive  of  the  first-hand  supplies  to  be 
offered  at  the  above  auction.

4c/.  per  lb.  for 
superior,  and  lid.  to  Is.  Id.  for  good  to  fine ;  thirds  sold  at 
Is.  2c/.  for  superior,  and  at  lOcZ.  to  Is.  for  fair  to  good  ;  and 
fourths  at  8ic/.  to  9^c/.  for  ordinary  to  good.  A  few  bales  of 
unworked  first  sold  at  9J,-c/.  to  10J,c/.  per  lb.  Quillings  sold 
at  6jcZ.  per  lb.  for  rather  coarse ;  fine  clippings  at  10^d.  to 
11c/.  ;  and  oold  clean  chips  at  3|c/.  per  lb.  ;  these  descriptions 
being  a  halfpenny  per  lb.  dearer. 

— Quotations  in  London  are  steady  at 
33/.  per  ton,  but  in  Liverpool  values  have  dropped  5s.  to 
33/.  10s.  from  makers,  while  second-hands  offer  at  32/.  5s.

for  Morocco,  according  to  quantity. 

Cream  of  Tartar  is  steady,  95-per-cent.  powder  offering 
at  80s.  6c/.,  98  per  cent,  at  83s.,  and  99  per  cent,  to  100  per 
cent.  84s.  per  cwt. 

Cumin-seed. — Good  East  Indian  is  selling  at  32s.  6d.  per 
cwt.,  being  steady. 

Dandelion. — In  gosd  inquiry,  but  exceedingly  scarce ; 
most  of  the  offers  from  abroad  refer  to  lean  spring-dried 
root  at  from  60s.  to  70?.,  which  is  almost  unsuitable  for 
manufacturing-purposes. 

Dragon's-blood  is  very  firm,  and  comparatively  scarce  as 
regards  first-hand  stock.  Eight  cases,  part  fine  quality,  have 
arrived,  and  said  to  be  the  only  lot  now  on  offer  from 
importers. 

Fenugreek-seed  is  held  for  10s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot,  as 
the  stock  is  small. 

Galls. — Persian  blue  are  quiet  with  sellers  at  77s.  6cZ.  spot. 
Stocks  are  only  small,  and  higher  prices  are  cabled  from 
Bagdad.    Green  and  white  are  slow  of  sale. 

Gamboge  is  firmly  held  at  17/.  for  fair  Siam  pipe.  Sixteen 
cases  have  arrived  this  week. 

Glycerin. — The  prices  of  double-distilled  quality  is  firm 
at  last  week's  advance.  It  is  anticipated  that  prices  are 
more  likely  to  further  advance  than  decline,  so  that  buyers 
would  do  well  to  cover  their  requirements  for  some  time 
ahead.  Soap-manufacturers  are  still  compelled  to  pay  com- 
paratively high  prices  for  their  supplies  of  raw  material,  and 
this  makes  for  a  firm  market  for  glycerin. 

Guarana. — In  New  York,  where  $3.00  is  asked,  it  is  stated 
that  no  supplies  are  known  to  be  on  the  way  from  producing- 
markets,  and  none  is  obtainable  in  foreign  markets.  It  has 
never  been  as  scarce  as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is 
considered  surprising  that  the  high  prices  have  not  brought 
importations  from  the  producing  markets,  but  stocks  are  sure 
to  arrive  later  (says  a  New  York  report  of  May  16),  and 
when  they  do,  values  will  decline  rapidly.

Oil,  Cananga,  is  offered  at  low  prices,  prime  Java  being 
quoted  at  10s.  per  bottle,  c.i.f. 

Oil.  Castor. — Owing  to  the  strike  in  Marseilles,  French 
medicinal  is  dearer  at  35/.  per  ton  in  barrels  and  37/.  in 
cases,  f.o.b.  Marseilles.  Medicinal  Italian  in  cases  and  tins 
is  quoted  39/.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Genoa,  or  42/.  ex  wharf  London. 
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Hull  make  of  second  pressing  is  quoted  at  29/.  10?.  per  ton 
in  barrels  for  May-June  delivery.  First  pressing  for  Sep- 
tember to  December  at  30/.,  and  seconds  for  July  to  Decem- 
ber 29/.  ex  wharf  London.    Cases  50?.  per  ton  extra. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
May  27  that  "  the  news  from  the  Finmarken  fishing  district 
is  still  satisfactory.  The  weather  is  favourable,  and 
although  the  fishing  at  western  Finmarken  is  now  closing, 
the  eastern  fishing  has  begun  in  quite  a  regular  manner  and 
promises  favourably.

The  only 
would-be  buyers  this  week  have  been  native  spectators,  but 
no  business  was  transacted,  as  concessions  were  asked  for  to 
which  holders  would  not  agree.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,

Platinum. — From  the  extreme  price  of  11.  10s.  per  oz. 
ruling  for  this  precious  metal  some  months  ago,  a  first 
reduction  of  11.  per  oz.  was  made  early  in  April,  as  already 
reported  in  our  columns,  and  another  reduction  of  11.  10s. 
per  oz.  has  just  lately  been  made,  so  that  the  present  price 
is  now  5/.  per  oz.  It  would  certainly  be  premature  to  infer 
from  this  notable  drop  in  value  that  the  uses  of  platinum 
have  been  in  any  way  curtailed,  or  that  the  recent  great 
scarcity  has  been  suddenly  superseded  by  anything  like  a 
quick  increase  in  production  ;  but  it  is  nevertheless  a  fact 
that  the  supply  actually  coming  on  the  market  has  proved 
rather  unwieldy  since  the  general  demand  has  been  checked. 
This  must  be  ascribed  to  the  recent  various  reports  regarding 
new  discoveries  in  Russia  and  Canada,  of  which,  however, 
no  reliable  particulars  are  obtainable.  During  the  big  rise 
it  is  obvious  that  some  merchants  over-bought  themselves, 


so  that  the  decided  turn  in  the  market  has  resulted  in  a  rush 
to  realise  the  numerous  small  lots  that  were  withheld.

Cutting  and  "  Patents." 

Sir,: — Your  correspondence  column  of  May  25  contained 
letters  on  two  subjects  of  vital  importance  to  chemists. 
"Chemist"  complains  of  the  evasion  of  P.A.T.A.  restric- 
tions, and  Mr.  Jay  Mack  champions  the  cause  of  the  small 
chemist  with  regard  to  the  51.  patent  limit. 

"  Chemist "  is  only  one  of  many  who  have  their  customers 
drawn  away  by  the  cutting  of  P.A.T.A.  articles,  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  practice  is  rife  in  many  towns.  I 
am  no  great  advocate  for  the  P.A.T.A.  system  of  protection 
— in  fact,  I  believe  most  of  the  cutters  would  have  cut  their 
own  throats  long  ago  had  not  the  P.A.T.A.  given  them  a 
25-per-cent.  or  30-per-cent.  profit.  Still,  it  has  also  kept 
many  of  the  small  men  from  the  Bankruptcy  Court  and 
done  away  with  the  most  severe  cutting.  "Chemist"  is 
apparently  anxious  to  get  all  the  profit  he  can,  but 
begrudges  a  small  annual  subscription  to  the  Association 
which  is  at  least  doing  its  level  best  to  ensure  him  suf- 
ficient profit  on  patents  to  pay  for  his  working-expenses. 
The  P.A.T.A.  will  never  prevent  some  men  from  cutting 


in  an  underhand  way ;  it  is  the  same  thing  as  trying  to 
make  men  honest  by  using  check-tills,  and  until  a  penalty 
is  imposed  it  is  hopeless  to  try  to  bring  some  of  the  cutters 
into  line.  I  must  say  that  any  case  reported  to  the 
P.A.T.A.  is  investigated,  and  generally  the  practice  is 
stopped.  One  great  drawback  to  the  P.A.T.A.  is  that  in  the 
event  of  being  overstocked  one  is  unable  to  dispose  of  the 
goods  for  what  they  will  fetch. 

With  regard  to  the  51.  patent  limit,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  too  high  for  the  majority  of  the  trade,  and  it 
does  not  pay  a  man  with  even  a  turnover  of  5,00CV.  or  more 
yearly  to  buy  more  than  about  half-a-dozen  of  the  most 
prominent  patents  direct.  My  experience  is  that  with  lines 
where  there  are  two  or  three  sizes  it  is  impossible  to  assort 
one's  order  so  as  to  buy  at  the  best  prices  without  over- 
stocking oneself.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  run  short  of 
one  size  and  have  practically  all  the  rest  still  unsold ;  if 
one,  then,  wants  to  get  the  best  terms,  it  means  probably  a 
stock  of  81.  or  91.  worth  of  many  things  always  on  hand. 
Now,  I  take  it  that  the  advertisements  of  manufacturers 
which  appear  in  the  C.  &  D.  are  intended  to  reach  the  bulk 
of  the  trade ;  there  is  no  necessity  with  largely  advertised 
articles  to  appeal  to  the  stores  through  the  medium  of  trade 
papers,  so  that  if  the  advertiser  wants  the  help  of  the 
chemist  in  selling  his  goods  he  should  recognise  that  it  is  to 
his  interest  to  have  an  agent  who  handles  his  goods  pleasur- 
ably,  and  it  should  pay  him  to  divert  some  of  the  profit  to 
the  agent,  who,  after  all,  is  the  actual  seller  to  the  public 
and  can  easily  damn  the  reputation  of  an  article  with  a 
single  word.  I  would  suggest  to  manufacturers  that  if 
they  supply  small  parcels  at  best  prices  to  those  who  under- 
take not  to  substitute,  it  will  pay  them  well.  The  sub- 
stitution evil  has  done  harm  all  round ;  it  lowers  a  man's 
opinion  of  himself,  and  it  lowers  the  public  opinion  of 
chemists  as  a  body.  If  you  have  a  preparation  which  is 
similar  to  an  advertised  one,  sell  it  on  its  own  merits,  not  on 
the  merits  of  the  advertised  article.  If  the  advertised 
article  bears  no  profit,  bring  organised  pressure  to  bear  upon 
the  manufacturers,  who  are  sure  to  see  that  their  interests 
are  bound  up  with  the  retailers'.  We  do  not  treat  the 
manufacturer  fairly  always,  even  when  he  gives  us  a  fair 
profit  on  his  goods. 

In  conclusion.  I  hope  you  will  keep  open  your  columns  so 
that  we  can  find  out  exactly  what  it  is  we  do  want,  and  then 
we  have  only  to  ask  gently,  but  very  firmly,  and  we  shall 
get  it.  Yours  faithfully,

Pharmacy  in  Cape  Colony. 
Sir, — Having  during  the  last  six  months  visited  most  of 
the  important  centres  in  Cape  Colony,  and  being  interested 
in  pharmacy,  I  made  it  my  interest  to  gain  as  much  informa- 
tion as  possible  about  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  and 
is  carried  on. 

The  ordinary  retail  lines  are  fairly  remunerative  providing 
the  pharmacist  takes  sufficient  trouble  to  go  in  for  a  distinct 
get-up  of  his  own,  and  not  place  his  orders  with  a  home  firm 
who  will  supply  his  opponent  with  the  same  lines  in  exactly 
the  same  style.  The  business  that  can  be  done  in  pro- 
prietary lines  is  enormous,  especially  if  the  wholesale  price 
admits  a  good  margin  for  the  retailer.  I  have  come  across 
some  fine  types  of  young  pharmacists  who  are  revolutionising 
the  old  style,  and  are  forging  ahead  at  a  great  pace,  intro- 
ducing the  latest  home  methods  into  their  business.  The 
drawback  of  the  country  is  the  credit  system,  which  will 
not  admit  of  fine  profits.  I  found  also  that  there  are  a 
great  many  under  the  control  of  some  Colonial  wholesale 
house,  who  take  care  that  no  stray  order  shall  reach  the 
British  shores  without  an  imposition  of  10  per  cent,  on  the 
total.  This  system  has  crushed  the  spirit  of  many  a  clever 
young  chemist. 

Dispensing  of  prescriptions  is  very  unfair  in  this  Colony. 
The  doctor  squeezes  a  large  commission  out  of  the  chemist, 
and  in  one  town  in  particular  this  is  much  in  force.  I  was 
talking  one  evening  to  one  of  the  chemists  on  the  subject. 
He  told  me  that  the  doctors  'phone  most  of  the  prescriptions 
to  one  particular  chemist,  and  will  not  on  any  account 
allow  any  to  go  astray.  I  do  not  consider  this  fair  either  to 
the  customer  or  the  chemist.  Why  cannot  the  doctor  charge 
his  fee  and  let  his  patient  go  where  he  likes  ?  I  found  the 
same  system  in  another  centre — a  seaside  place.    On  the

other  hand,  in  a  large  inland  town  which  I  afterwards 
visited,  a  prescription  is  a  rare  thing,  the  doctors  doing  all 
their  own  dispensing,  and  even  supplying  their  patients  with 
sundries  such  as  trusses,  enemas,  douches,  etc.  Most  of  the 
doctors  who  offend  are  of  Scotch  origin.  Yet  the  chemists 
in  the  town  were  cheerful,  hoping  that  one  day  something 
might  alter  the  state  of  affairs.  Even  in  this  town  where 
the  essence  of  a  chemist's  business  is  missing,  I  found  a 
young  pharmacist  doing  exceptionally  well  and  highly 
pleased  with  his  venture.  He  was  of  opinion  that  if  dis- 
pensing were  plentiful  it  might  encourage  further  competi- 
tion. The  comparison  between  the  first  case  and  the  last 
is  great,  and  it  occurred  to  me  that  the  Cape  Pharmacy 
Board  might  legislate  for  better  methods,  for  it  is  very 
rough  on  qualified  chemists.  A  good  pharmacist  to  repre- 
sent the  cause  in  Parliament  would  be  an  advantage. 

It  is  only  fair  that  those  who  intend  going  to  South 
Africa  with  a  view  to  starting  on  their  own  account  should 
get  some  details  of  its  business  methods.  My  advice  to  any 
young  man,  if  he  has  plenty  of  cash  to  back  him  up,  is  to 
attack  a  town  where  dispensing  is  freely  given  out,  and  to 
make  a  bid  for  it  with  all  his  might ;  for  if  he  knows  his  work 
he  must  win  the  day  by  undercutting  the  prohibitive  charges 
made  by  the  ring;  but  about  1,500Z.  is  needed  to  start  a 
decent  business  and  be  free  from  the  wholesale  houses.  If 
the  chemists  who  do  not  get  their  share  of  the  crumbs  would 
only  combine  and  expose  the  system  adopted  by  the  medical 
fraternity  as  regards  commission,  etc.,  they  would  succeed.

Sir, — The  following  prescription  when  dispensed  throws 
down  a  gelatinous  precipitate.  Thinking  the  ext.  glycyrrli. 
liq.  was  slightly  acid  I  added  liq.  amrnon.  5ss.  The  precipi- 
tation was  then  prevented,  and  the  mixture  was  presentable. 
Was  I  justified  in  adding  the  ammonia?  -  Can  you  suggest  a 
better  method  of  dispensing  ?

[There  is  no  other  way  of  preventing  the  glycyrrhizin  pre- 
cipitate, and  as  the  sole  object  of  using  liquorice  is  to  mask  the 
taste  of  the  calcium  chloride,  the  addition  may  be  made, 
preferably  with  the  sanction  of  the  prescriber.  If  that  is  not 
obtainable  the  addition  should  be  indicated  on  the  prescrip- 
tion.]

W,  E.  (124/2)  has  a  neighbour  who  has  recently  opened  a 
coal-yard,  and  the  coal-dust  is  at  times  a  very  great  worry  to 
"  W.  H."  in  business,  as  it  makes  everything  filthy.  What 
remedy  has  he?  [Our  subscriber's  remedy  is  to  issue  a  writ 
and  apply  for  an  injunction  and  damages.  Before  doing  so  it 
would  be  desirable  to  obtain  independent  evidence  to  show 
the  existence  of  the  nuisance.  The  evidence  of  the  local 
medical  men  or  surveyors  and  brother  tradesmen  would  be 
desirable.  If  it  is  intended  to  apply  for  an  interim  injunction 
proceedings  should  be  taken  promptly.] 

Denial  (128/41). — The  conditions  for  dental  qualification  in 
the  United  States  vary  in  different  States.  The  following  are 
addresses  of  Deans  of  Colleges  with  whom  you  may  com-

Doubtful  (126/10).— The  fact  that  an  apprentice's  parents 
have  undertaken  to  provide  medicine,  surgical  attendance, 
and  other  necessaries  (except  board  and  lodging)  for  him  in 
case  of  accident  or  illness  will  not  relieve  the  apprentice- 
master  of  liability  for  accident  to  the  apprentice  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1906.    It  is  only  in  case  of 


death  that  allowance  is  made  for  medical  attendance.  In 
fixing  the  amount  of  compensation  the  '"average  weekly 
earnings"  would  include  board  and  lodging,  and  as  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  a  minor  must  in  no  case  exceed 
10*.  a  week,  the  result  in  practice  will  be  that  an  indoor  ap- 
prentice will  not  receive  money  in  compensation  as  long  as  he 
is  indoor. 

Stovaine  (130/28). — The  Minor  examination  certificate  is 
recognised  in  California,  U.S.A.,  for  registration  at  least  as 
a  registered  clerk,  and,  subject  to  formal  examination  by  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  and  proper  identification,  it  opens  the 
way  to  registration  as  a  pharmacist.

— This  is  pre- 
pared from  the  following  formula  : 

Oil  of  chenopodium    rnxvj. 

Oil  of  turpentine   niij. 

Oil  of  aniseed    rnxvj. 

Castor  oil   3iiiss. 

Olive  oil   3 i i j . 

Mix  and  heat  gently. 
Dose :  For  a  full-sized  or  medium  puppy  under  six  weeks 
old  give  i  dr.  in  two  teaspoonfuls  of  milk.  Between  Bix 
and  eight  weeks  the  dose  is  1  dr.,  and  at  eight  weeks  1  dr. 
repeated  in  an  hour.  If  the  bowels  do  not  act  in  an  hour 
or  so,  give  a  small  dose  (3SB.  to  3j.)  of  castor  oil.  For  small 
puppies  the  above  doses  may  be  reduced  one-half,  and  even 
further  still  for  toy  breeds.  If  no  worms  are  expelled,  the 
mixture  may  be  repeated  in  a  few  days. 

B.  (119/20). — The  Shampoo-powder  to  which  you  refer  cer- 
tainly does  not  give  a  lather  with  London  water,  but  it  gives 
a  quite  sufficient  one  with  many  provincial  waters.  The 
following  is  a  modified  formula  of  similar  appearance : 

Powdered  curd  soap    5v"j- 

"  Crescent  "  crystal  soda,  dried 

and  powdered   31. 

Powdered  borax    3iv. 

Powdered  camphor    3SS. 

Oil  of  bergamot    gtt.  xx. 

Mix  thoroughly,  and  put  up  in  3iij.  packets. 
Liquids  for  Reducing  Fat  under  the  chin  are  sometimes 
made  by  adding  1  dr.  of  pancreatin  to  a  solution  of  ^  oz.  of 
carbonate  of  soda  in  a  pint  of  water.

Open  (127/33). — Before  bottling  some  mineral  waterB  it  is 
necessary  to  store  them  in  tanks  to  allow  iron  or  other  pre- 
cioitable  matter  to  settle.  Sparkling  waters  have  to  be  re- 
aerated  after  collection. 

Drouth  (129/61). — Drink-crave. — To  relieve  this  a  combina- 
tion of  cinchona  and  strychnine  is  best,  such  as  the  following 
tonic  from  the  current  edition  of  "Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas "  :
